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Se iat Yrr-Maghmud and the Ayhvans were 
ms never fo near Ruin, as when they 
Sere yy underftood that General Luaft-Ali- 
CAI Kan was at the Head of his Troops 
in the Neighbourhood of Chiras, and ready 
for a March to lay Siege to Candahar. This 
Army ftruck the greater Tertor into the Re- 
bels, for that Part of it only had forced them 
in a City they had taken, and roured them 
with the Lofs of all their Baggage. They 
found they had to do with an able experienc’d 
Ggneral, who did not make War like a 
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Knight Errant, and who before he began his 
March for Candahar, had fo well manag’d his 
Matters, both as t@ Time aid the neceflary 
Provifions, that ‘rwas almoft impoflible for 
him not to fucceed. They were informed 
that this General would be before Candahar 
while the Harveft was yet tanding, which 
would be a great Prejudice to them 5 ‘and that 
he was fo well provided with all Sorts of Ne- 
ccffaries, that he could fubfif{ his Army for 

feveral Months together. ¢ 
All thefe Confidcrations, and the Profpect 
Gi approaching Miferies, which feemed inevi- 
table, had ftruck fuch a Terror into Candahar, 
that all Mens Minds were bent to Peace. To 
forward this, the Pcople were toid what 
Myrr-HWeis {aid at his Death, which was, That 
in cafe the Perfiams continued to harrafs 
them, they fhould make Peace on any Con- 
dition whatever. The wileft Part of the Na- 
tion, who confented to the Revolt againft 
their Wuls, being hurried into it by the 
Multitude, and who lik’d it the icis, for that 
they faw ittended only tothe Advancement of 
a particular Family, weie for taking hold of 
thus Opportunity, and faid aloud, That they 
were nvw juft in thar Situation which Myrr- 
{Vers binmlelf, Author of the Rebellion, had 
mark’d out for them to put an end t9 this Af. 

fair by a good Agreement. 
This was talk’d with the more Liber- 
ty, for that Méyrr-Maghmud having loft 
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Credit by his Defcat, and being embartafs'd 
with a Siege he was about to fuftain, duift but 
taintly oppofc it. Ir mage great Impreflion 
on the People, who foon come to themielves 
when they begin to be afraid. “Tis indifpu- 
table, that if Luft-4l-Kan had arrived with 
his Army before Candahar, the City would 
not have ftay’d till the laft Extremity before 
it talk’d of an Accommodation, and that 
it would have fubmitted with the whole Pro- 
vince before the End of the Campaign. But 
Schah Huffen’s evil Deftiny pur him upon 
ruining himfelf in an Enterprize which would 
have eftablifhed him on his Throne. by 
hearkening to the Calumnies of two Trai- 
tors, who deftroyed the firft Munifter, and 
General Luft-4é:-Kan, lie deprived himtelf 
of the Counicls and A fliftance of the two moft 
able Men in his Kingdom, each in their 
Way. 

When Myrr-Maghmud heard the ftrange 
Tragedy that had been aéted in the Court of 
Perfia, the Dilgrace and Imprifonment of 
the General, the only one of all the Perfian 
Captains of \whom he was afraid ; the Du- 
perfion of the Army, and the. Watte of 
all the great Preparations that had been made 
with fo much Care and Expence for the Siege 
of Candahar; and faw that by the Impru- 
dence even of thofe who were moft interefted 
in his Deftru@tion, he found himtelf deliver’d 
from the greateft and’ moft prefling Danger 
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he had ever been in: he pafs’d all at once 
from the utmoft Difquict and Defpair to the 
moft perfe&t Sccurgty, and the mof flatrering 
Hopes. He then refun’d an Air of Com- 
mand in Candahar, and foon effac’d the Im- 
preflions of Fear and Difcouragement, which 
the approaching Arrwal of a formidable Ar- 
my, and the Threat of a Siege that could not 
but be fatal to them, had imprinted on the 
Minds of the People fome Months paft, And 
as the firft Part of the Counfcl of the late 
Myrr-Wers his Tather had been made ule of 
to incline their Minds to Peace and Recon- 
ciliation, fo he ufed the fecond to ftir them 
up to undertake every thing againit Perfa. 
He therefore reprefented to them, by himfelf 
and his Partifans, that they were juft then in 
the Situation mark’d out by the late Arr. 
Weis, for them to attack the Perfians even 
in Ifpahan. That they had nothing to fear 
from the Court, who had done themielves 
more Milchief than their greatcft Enemies 
could do them. That they could not in a 
long time get fuch an Army together, which 
they had lately ruin’d by their éwn all Con- 
duct; and tho’ they could mufter tuch an Army, 
they would never find a General of the Ge- 
nius and Capacity of him whom they had 
lately difcarded. That they had no Troops but 
what were broken ones,,and no Captains but 
what wantcd Experience; and they could 
now only oppofe them with fuch Armies, 
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as for thefe ten or twelve Years paft they 
had always beaten and put to flight. 

This and the like Difgourfes {pread among 
the People with Dexterity, made the more 
lively Impreflions upon them, becaufe the 
pitiful Conduét of the Court of Periz, where 
fo great was the Trouble, that no good Ore 
der was taken for any thing, gave them new 
Strength. However, Time was neceffary for 
them to recover themfelves after fo great a 
Confternation of the People terrify’d with 
their Danger. Whereupon Alyrr- Maghmud 
rcfolved to fhut himfelf in Candahar during the 
Year 1721, and to make it his Bufinefs to put 
himfelf in a Condition to ‘defend the City 
refolutely in cafe he was attack’d. In the 
mean while he would obferve what Turn Af- 
fairs would take in the Court of Perfia, that 
he might form Refolutions accarding to E- 
vents and Conjundures. 

He fpent all the Winter in providing the 
Place with all Sorts of Neceffaries. In the 
Beginning of the Spring, a Rumour of the 
Irruption ofthe Lefgzans in Szyrwan, and 
the neighbipuring Provinces, drew his Atten- 
tion that way ; and thence he had his Eye on 
the Court of Perfia, to fee what Efforts they 
would make to defend the Frontiers. But 
when he faw them let the Spring, and the 
greateft Part of the Summer pafs without 
fhewing any Vigor againft the Barbarians ; 
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That they feem’d no more concetn’d at 
the Ravage of their faireft Provinces, than if 
they did not belong to the Crown; when 
he underflood by his Spics and Correfpon- 
dents in the Court itfelf, that they were in a 
moft ftupid DeycCticn, and lamented their 
Misfortune without knowing how to remedy 
it; chat they were in want of every thing; 
that hey had no other Troops to act, nor 
Mor.y to raife them, and no skilful Gene- 
rals to command them; that every one wou'd 
excufe themfclves, and avoid ferving at a 
Conjun@ure, where nothing but Difhonour 
could be acquir’d, and when cven, if there 
was any Hope Ieft of doing fome geod, the 
Example of Luft-dl- Kan fhewed that it 
was more dangcrous to fucceed than to mif- 
carry ; that the King fhue up, and, asit were, 
{wallowed up in the Luxury of his Haram, 
where he endeavoured to fhake off all Thoughts 
of his Affairs, and would not hear talk of 
them, thinking to keep from him the Evils 
which threatned him, by concealing them to 
himfelf, or making as if he dit, not know 
them ; that every ching was at the Difcretion 
of 1ome Confidents and Eunuchs, Men 
without Genius, Knowledge, Experience, and 
gs much oppos’d by the Publick for their In- 
capacity, as they were hated for their Pride 
and their Avarice ; and thag in fine, there was 
no Underftanding inthe King, no Zeal in the 
Grandees, no Truft in the People, no Help in 
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the Miniftry; he imagin’d, that in fo gene- 
ral a Diforder, wherein all the Parts of the 
Monarchy began to be fhaken, and the Pro- 
vinccs were abandon’d to the firft Invader, 
it wou'd be his own Fault, if he did not come 
in for a Share of the Wreck of this Empire, 
and feize on the Provinces that were near his 
own, and commodious for his Govern- 
ment; and afterwards pufh his Fortune as 
far as it would go. He flattered himf{clf, he 
fhould meet with the lefs Obftruchon, for that 
the Prince of Georgra had taken an Oath ne- 
ver to draw Sword in the Service of Perfia s 
and he need not fear mecting Georgran Troops 
in his Way, which he thought the only ones 
that could thwart lis Defigns. 

Upon this he drew his Plan, which was to 
begin with the City of Azrman, to feize it, 
and make it a Place of Arms: From whence 
he might advance into the Heart of Perfia, 
But this Enterprize being more than an Ex- 
curfion, required great Forces, and Prepara- 
tions to fucceed in it: He employed the reft 
of the Sugafher, all che Autumn, and even 
the Beaton of the Spring, in affembling 
a powerful Army, and providing Neceflaries 
for it. He fo well concerted his Meafures, that 
in December 1721, he found he had a nu- 
merous Army on foot, well fupply’d with 
every thing, and ready to undertake whatever 
he would have them. He left his elder Bro- 
ther in Candahar to command there in his 
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Abfence, and fend him the Succours and Re- 
cruits he wanted ; and marched himfelf at the 
Head of his Army towaras Kerman, before 
which City he arrived in January 1722. 

~ ‘We muft not proceed further in this Ex- 
pediuon of Maghmud's, ull we have coniidered 
the Number of his Forces at his Departure 
from Candahar. This is a Point upon which 
"tis incredible how many different Conjccturcs 
there are, and what appears mott aflonifhing in 
itis, that even thofe who Were wn L/puban du- 
ring the Sicge, are almoft as far from theTruth, 
as thole who hving out of Per/a cou’d not 
judge but by common Reports, and the Re- 
putation of Alaghmud s Exploits. 

As the City of I/pahan is the moft famous 
in the Laff, and excecds Conftanrimople in 
Bignels, Populoufnels, Magnificeunce of Build- 
ings, and Riches: When it was faid that the 
Aghvans had made themfelves Mafters of it, 
atter having defeated the Perfians in twelve 
fet Battels, a Circumftance very remote from 
the Truth, and had compelled the King to 
furrender himiclf a Purifoner a” Diferction 3 
one had a Conception of Maghmid as ano- 
ther Tamerlane, who drew after “nim an Ar- 
my of feveral Hundred thoufand Men, ard 
ravaged the Nations lke a Torrent, which 
nothing cou'd refift; infomuch that the Turks 
were alarm’d in the Extremity of Egypt. As 
to the twelve fet Battels, they are reduced to 
one inconfiderable Bartel, and two or three 
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Combats of four or five thoufand Men. The 
reft were nothing but Skirmfhes of two or 
three Troops ot “Hole at the moft. But as 
Renown magnifics Objedts, and one judges 
of the Refiftance Perfia made, more by the 
Grandeur fhe was formerly in, than by the 
Wreaknets and Annihilation into which fhe 
fell during the Reign of Schah Huffem, one 
could not but preiume fhe muft needs have 
been overwhelmed by a termble Inundation 
of Barbarians. ; 

On the other hand, the EHwropeans who 
were in Ifpahan in the Time of the Siege, 
and had Opportunities to obferve the Canip 
of the Aghvans with their’ Spying-Glafies, 
could not diucover above 14000 Men. Nay, 
fome have tunk to low as 8000 in their Cal- 
culations ; whichis not likely to be true, as 
to ather of the two Numbers; for how 
could one of the grcateft Cities in the World, 
as I/pahan 1s, be fhut up by fo finall an Ar- 
my, that nothing couid go in or come out ? 
No body defeives more Credit in this Mat- 
tai, than thegAuthor of my Memous. He 
Was at Zul a great Town inhabited by 4r- 
menians, hal a League trom L/pahan; and 
he was the laft European who lett it to re- 
tire into the Capital, when the Rebels came 
to Farabat, which is almoft contiguous to 
Zulfa. 

He took Advantage of the Conveniency 
which that Situation gave him, to obierve 
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the Enemies Army very narrowly, while they 
were defiling off to entes Marabat, where 1t 
encamped. Befides that he cou’d of himfelf 
get fuffcient Knowledge of them, he had ftill 
more Opportunity to do it by his Accefs to, 
and Favour with L/ik-Agsari, one of the Ge- 
neral Officers of the Rebel Army, on account 
of Medicines which he gave him that did him 
fome good, 

He fays then, that conferring one day 
with that General, and asking him, With 
what Number of Troops they began their 
Expedition ? Lik. Agharz antwer'd, That when 
they departed from Candahar they were a- 
bout ninety thoufand Men. Upon which the 
Author of the Memoirs infinuating that fome 
pretended to fay they were not above four- 
teen thoufand, or eighteen thoutand Men at 
moft, reckoning four thoufand Men of the 
Nation of Bolves which had joincd them: 
And how, reply’d Efik-Aghart, can one ima- 
gine we fhould be fuch Fools, as to come up 
to Ifpaban with fo few Troops? There were 
above 14000, added he, wits fatigued at 
the Siege of Karman, and defpay'ing of Suc- 
cefs, turned back and went home, and many 
dy’d at that Sicge. 

It is therefore certain, according to the 
Teftimony of this General Officer, who had 
no Reafon to everdo it in this Matter, that 
about twenty thoufand Men march’d from 
Candahar with Maghmud at his igtting out 5 
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but as the Author of the Memoirs obferves, 
there muft be compriz’d in that Number, not 
only all the Soldicrs, but thofe that took 
care of the Baggage, or were Servants to the 
chicf Officers, and look’d after their Horfes ; 
tho’ the moft confiderable of the Army did not 
think it any Difgrace to them to fodder and 
rub down thcir own Horfes. “Tis very ture, 
and unanimoufly agreed on, that there were 
60000 Camels to carry their Baggage, and 
that fo great a Quantity of Beafts of Burthen 
required a great Number of Servants to ma- 
nase them. ‘Tis truc, that in time they were 
made Soldicrs, and the Slaves they took per- 
formed thar Offices. ’Tis alfo certain, that 
tho’ the Army confifted chichy of Aghvans 
of the Province of Candahar, yet there was 
a good Number not only of Aghvans of Ha- 
sary, but allo of Guebres or Gaurs, antient 
Perfians who worfhip the Sun, of Soldicrs 
out of the Moguls Country, and Adventue 
rers of all Nations, who liv’d by pillaging, 
and engaged in Wars only for the Plunder. 
But in fine, g@®ery thing being well examin’d 
and weigh’ the Author, who is a Polander, 
and had fcen feveral Encampmentseof Armics 
of different Nations in Poland, fuch as Muf- 
couites, Swedes, Saxons, Coffacks, and o- 
thers, fays, that if a Judgment was made of 
Maghmuds Army by comparing it with thofe 
he had {cen in Europe, and with the Com- 
pafs of Ground the like Encampments took 
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in, the Number of Maghmua’s may be about 
40000 Men regular Troops. The News Pa- 
pers make them 100000, which 1s more than 
double of what they were. Then we may 
fafely reckon the Army, at its Arrival before 
Ifpahan, to be 40000 Men. To which if 
we add the 14000 that dy’d at the Siege of 
Kirman, or \eft the Service, being weary of 
the Fatigue, 1t may be computed that when 
Maghmud march’d from Candahar he had 54 
or 5s00o Men. But as he might have in- 
ercafed his Army by the Junction of frefh 
Forces, one can determine nothing with Cer- 
tainty, as to thei’ Number. At the moft, 
when he laid fiege to I/pahan, 1 feems plain 
that he had not more than 40000 Men; which 
Siege was the moft confiderable and glorious 
Exploit in this great Expedition of the 4gh- 
VANS. 

Maghmud began it with the Siege of Ker- 
man, which he furprized two Years before, 
and was driven from it a Jittle while after 
by General Luft-Al-Kan. 1 fhall not enlarge 
on the Situation of that City, &€ which fome- 
thing has been faid already, wien Mention 
was made,of the Check Maghmud met with 
there. But I muft mot omit giving force Ac- 
count ot the Condition it was in, when he 
befieg’d it a fecond time. This City muft 
have been changed very much from what it 
was when Zavernzer was there. For he {peaks 
of it as a great ruinated Village, and con{c- 
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quently in no Condition to fuftain a Siege. 
When Maghmud attack’d it in 1722, it was 
divided into two Parts, the Upper Town and 
Lower Town. The latrer made no Refiftance, 
being delivered to Maghmud by the Town 
Guebres oc Gaurs that delivered it to him in 
his firft Expedition. Bur the Upper Town 
was not fo eafily conquered: Generai Luft- 
Al.Kan had fo well provided it with all Ne- 
ceflaries for a Siege, after he had driven away 
Maghmud, as has “been related, that ic was 
now in a good Condition to make a vigorous 
Defence againft the Rebels. It has been ob- 
ferved already in our Defcription of the 4gh- 
vans, that as terrible as they are in the Day 
of Battel, and in the open Country, they are 
nothing fo in Sieges, which they don’t under- 
ftand. They are not capable of fubye&ing 
themfelves to the Method of the Luropeans, 
who gain their Ground Inch by Inch, as foon 
as they fee no Way of carrying a Place by 
Affaule; for after having made an Attempt on 
it, if they are repuls’d with Lofs, they pre- 
fently give gar the Enterprize as impradica- 
ble. 

This is what happened at Kérman, where 
the Upper Town made-lo brave a Refiftance, 
that Maghmud \oft abundance of Men there, 
and was forfaken by 14000 of his Forces, 
who difcourag’d at the:r firtt ul Succefs re- 
turn’d back to Candabar. 
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Their Retreat made him fear that he fhould 
be left by lis whole Army, if he was obfh- 
nately bent on the Siege; which determin’d 
him to march to L/pahan, not fo much in 
hopes at firft to force fo great a City, as to 
engage his Aimy to advance furrher into 
Perfia, that they might think no more of re- 
turning home. Perhaps he had alfo the Plunder 
of that City in View, which muft needs be 
very great, the Riches of the Provinces that 
furrounded it being fhut tp in L/pahan. Bue 
he had no Thoughts of laying a formal Siege 
ro it upon his fiuft Approach, nor flatter’d 
himfelf with being able to matter ir, after 
having mifcarried before a little City in the 
Province. However, he quite abandon’d 
his Defign upon Azman; and not having 
Troops enough to {pare for a Blockade, he 
refolved to deprive it of the Means of fub- 
fitting, by ruining the Country all about it, 
which he believ’d would oblige the Place to 
furrender. As if a City, which had free E- 
grefs more Ways than one, could be reduced 
by Famine, whatever Ravages vere commit- 
ted in its Neighbourhood; which iydeed made 
great Delolation round the City of Kerman. 
From hence Maghmud fet forward dircély 
for Ifpahan. “Tis about twenty-five Days 
Journey a Horfeback from the former City to 
the latter, according to Tavermer ; and as the 
Difference is grcat between a Day’s Journey 
for a Traveller, and that of an Army’s March ; 
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it muft be fifty Days from Kerman to Ifpa- 
han, or rather more, 1f we judge of the 
March of Maghmuds Army by that of Ez- 
ropean Armies. But as alJ the Troops in Per/ia 
are Cavalry, and J/aghmud's Army was 
compofed of Nations accuftomed to long 
Day’s Journeys in their ordinary Excurfions, 
and had no Train of Artillery with them, 
there is great I.ikelihood that they made but 
14 or rs Days of it. “Tis certain at leaft 
by my Memours, thet Maghmund came before 
Kirman in fFanuary; the Day of the Month 
is not fpecified ; and that on the eighth of 
March following he was within four I cagnes 
of Ifpaban. Now fuppofing he arrived ar 
Kirman the eighth of ‘Fanuary, and was fif- 
tcen Days before the Place, he left it not tll 
the 23d of that Month, which to the eighth 
of March make five and forty Days only. 
This March may be faid to be one of the 
boldeft that ever was made, not fo much for 
its Length, as for the difficule Ways, which 
for the greateft part were vaft Defarts, on mo- 
ving Sands flyyng about every where, as dif- 
pers'd by thWinds There was no Water 
all along, but what was kept in Cifterns for 
the Ufe of the Caravans, plac’'d fo as to re- 
frcfh them when they put up at Night. Bur 
thefe Cifterns ferving only for Caravans of 4 
Or 500 Men, and 7 or 800 Camels, were 
nothing for an Army of 40000 Horfe, and 
60000 Camels with Baggage. 
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We thal) have a better Idea of the Risk 
fuch an Army muft run in fuch a Route, by 
knowing what happen’d to the Army of Sul- 
tan Amurat in a March fhoiter than Magh- 
muds was, as from Tauris to Ifpanan. A- 
murat, as we are told by Taverner, having 
taken and burnt Tawrzs, matched towards Lf- 
pahan in 1638, 10 the Reign of Schah Scpbi, 
then King of Perfia, who being informed 
that Sulean Amurat was advancing at the 
Head of an Army of 1oucoo Men, took no 
notice of it, and only faird coldlv, Let him 
come, we know how to make him repent it, 
without being at much Pains about it. Ac- 
cordingly he let him come within fifteen Days 
Journey of L/paban, and then on a fudden 
turning off the Springs cvery where before 
and behind his Army, which being convey- 
cd through the Country in Canals was 
eafy to do, above half of the Turks perithed 
of Thirft 11 the middle of thote vaft Defarts, 
where the Army of murat had imprudent- 
ly engaged itielf. The reft retired fhame- 
fully, and with much Difficulty. 

The Defarts which Alaghmucas Army was 
to crofs in his March from Kzrman to Ifpa- 
han were more impracticable ; but that Army 
had many Advantages which Amurat’s had 
not. The firft, in that at was compoted of 
Troops, who knew what Difficulties they 
were to encounter, and what Time the March 
would take up. So that they took the ne- 
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ceffary Precautions againft any notable Da- 
mage which might happen. The fecond Ad- 
vantage was, in that the Aghvans and the o- 
ther Nations in Maghmud's Army were wont 
to live upon a very little ; infomuch that du- 
ring all that long March, they contented 
themfelves with fome Corn baked over the 
Fire : The chief Officers and Maghmnd him- 
felf feeding no better than the Soldiers. 

The Refolution this Leader of the Rebels 
took to abandon the Siege of Kzrman, and 
march to the Capital, was fo fudden, and fo 
out of the common Rules, that it was not fo 
much as dreamt of at Ifpahah. “Twas re- 
ported, that after having had the Lower Town 
of Avrman betray’d to him, he had attack’d 
the Higher Town, where the Governor, who 
had Store of Ammunition of all Kinds, pro- 
miled io defend himfelf all that Campaign, 
and longer. On this the People at L/pahan 
depended; the more, becaufe they were not 
ignorant of the Unexpertnels of the Aghvans 
in Sieges, and how toon they were tir'd with 
them, Thus.» was not doubred, but that 
their Army (would come to nothing; and 
they knew nothing of the contrary, till it 
was advanced within a few Days Journey of 
I fpahan. 

"Tis eafy to conceive, what Aftonifhment 
and Confternation this News, fo little expeé- 
ed, muft caufe in a City, where no Precau- 
tions had been taken againft an Enemy, who 
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they thought was Nine hundred Miles off. 
Indeed how could they imagine, that Magh- 
mud would hazard an Army of Forty thou- 
fand Men in thofe vat Dcfarts, where the 
{malleft Caravans cou’d hardly fubfitt. 

Neverthelefs, the Danger being fo pref- 
fing, Troops were raisd in hafte in Ifpa- 
han, out of thofe People that were beft able 
to ferve. Thefe new Levies were joined 
with the King’s Guards, and {ome old Troops 
then in the City, making together an Army 
of Fifty thoufand Men; which was fufficient 
at Icaft to bear the firft Shock of the Enemy, 
and kecp them at a Bay. 

When they were told that the Rebels were 
within a Day or two's Journey of I/padan, it 
was debated in the King’s Council, wnaether 
to ftay for the Enemy where they were, or go 
forth and mect them, The wileft Men were 
of Opinion, that the City fhould be cover’d 
by a Camp well fortify’d, from whence fre- 
quent Sallies might be made to inurc the Sol- 
diers to Action, without coming to a gencral 
Darttcl: That in the mean tine all Paflages 
fhould be feiz’d to cut off the Enemics Pro- 
vifions; and it was proper to temporizc, to 
draw the War out into Length, and give the 
Vetcran Troops in the Provinces Time to 
come to the Affiftance of the Capital. O- 
thers, on the contrary, whofe Temper was 
more impetuous and violent, and who, ac- 
cording to the Manner of the Perfians, con- 
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fider’d a Point of Honour more than the Safe. 
ty or Ruin of the Kingdom, thought it a 
Dilgrace to them to temporize with Barbart- 
ans, «ho by the Rafhnels of their Enterprize 
fhew’d plainly enough, that they thought che 
carrying on a War like the Inroads and Rob- 
berics which they were wont to make on 
ther Neighbours. They reprefentcd, that 
twou'd be an caly Matter to deftroy an Aimy 
of Scoundrels, moge us’d to plundering than 
fighting 3 and befides, harrafs‘d with Fatigue, 
and that they fhould not be permuted to 
take Breath. They added, that Advantage 
ought to be taken of the Ardor and good 
Dilpofirions of the new Levies and Voluntiers, 
who demanded nothing but Batrel ; and thar 
that good Difpofition and Ardor wou'd foon 
be pall’d by the Tedioutnefs of a Camp, if 
they were inclos’d in it as in a Prifon. 

This Opinion was fupported by the Gene- 
rals, who, making {ure of the Victory, woud 
not let others hive the Glory of faving the 
Capital, and purfuing the War; and was car- 
ry’'d as the afoft noble and gallant Advice. 
Whereas the King’s Intereft, and the Security 
of the Kingdom, requir'd Counfels that were 
more uicful and more faft. The Royal Army, 
puriuant to the Sentiments of their chief 
Con:manders, advanced towards Gzulnabar, 
a large Town, four Leagues from Ifpahan, 
Gn the Side the Enemy was approacifing it 
and without knowing the State of the Rebel 
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‘Army, their Strength and Defigns, it was rc- 
folved to attack them. The Choice of the 
Day was all the Difficulty, For this, Or- 
ders were expected from Court, aftcr confuit- 
ing with the Aftrologers for a lucky Day, 
which was fix’d on the 8th of AZay. 

One of the greatcft Blunders committed on 
this Occafion, was the dividing the Command 
of the Army betwecn two Generals, who did 
not agree; one of them was called Macb- 
gnet-Wal, the other was the new Athemat 
Doulet. Walz, in the Relation that has been 
before-mention’d, is put for the particular 
Name of their Genetal, which is an Error ; 
for Walz is an Office, like Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral with us, who, tho’ abfolute in his Com- 
mand, depends on a Superior. Befides thefe 
two Generals, there were two othe: Loids, 
who commanded each a particular Body ; 
the firft was Mirza Rofthum-Kan, Brother to 
the Prince of Georgra, who headed a Troop 
of 400 Georgians of the King’s Guards. The 
{econd was Alimerdan-Kan, one of thofe 
Lords that poffefs'd hereditary Rrincipalities in 
Perfia, whom the publick Voice prefeir'd to 
the gencral Command of the Army, as being 
an Officer who was.thought moft worthy of 
it. He had under him a Battalion of old Sol- 
diers out of his own Principality. 

Before the Attack was made, the Manner 
of it was concerted by the two chief Gene- 
xals, and thefe two Lords. It was agreed, 
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that while Roflhum-Kan and Alimerdan-Kan 
attack’d the Enemy by Wings, each on his 
Side, Machmet-IVali, at the Head of 3000 
Arabs, fhould take the Rebcis in Rear, and 
endeavour to furprize their Camp; and that 
then the other General, taking Advantage of the 
Confufion which the breaking into their Camp 
would put them into, fhould fall upon them 
in Front, and engage them with the reft df 
the Army. Nothing could be better ordered 5 
and the Rebels, as will be feen, had been to- 
tally routed, 1f each had done his Duty ac- 
cording as had been concerted. The two 
Lords, who were to give the Onfet, did it 
with Succefs, and put the Enemucs Wings in- 
to Diforder. By this firft Shock the Rebels 
were a little fhaken ; but they took chemielvcs 
to be utterly loft, when they heard by the 
Clutter and Cries in their Camp that it had 
been forced, and that Aflachmet-Wal: was 
Matter of it. Thus they were now between 
two Enemies, até now was the critical Mi- 
nute for deciding the Fortune of Perf. 
Myrr-Maghwtd, Chief of the Rebels, who 
rode an Elephant, faw better than any body 
the great Peril they were in, and ordered the 
{wifteft Dromedary to be got ready for his 
Efcape, if a Change did not happen. ‘Tis 
certain, as the Aghvans confefs'd, that if the 
other General of the Royal Army had only 
had Patience to ftand in Sight of the Encmy 
§ quarter of an Hour longer, without being 
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any thing more than a Spectator of the Battel, 
the Rebels had been utterly difcomfited and 
deftroy’d; and as they were in the middle of 
Perfia,and 400 Leagues from home, they could 
never have cfcaped, and not a Man of them 
would have returned toCandahar. But what 
will not Jealoufy do, even at a Time when 
common Safety requires the bcft Avreem ent ? 
This General, who did not love A/achmet- 
Walz, and concluded that the latter having 
forced the Rebels Camp, and by that means put 
therr Army into Confufion, would have the Ho- 
nour of this great Victory, had rathcr all was 
loft, than that Machmet-HWals thould acquire 
fo much Glory. And having catended the 
Front of his Army in the very Inftant when 
*twas thought he was going to fall on, he 
turned his Back and fled before the Enemy 
had ftruck a Stroke. The King’s Guards find- 
ing themfelves abandon’d by the main Body, 
follow’d their Example, though their Com- 
mander, at the Head of forms brave Georgians 
his Countrymen, fought his way through the 
firft Ranks of the Aghvans, who at laft fur- 
rounded him, and beingoverpower’d with Num- 
bers, after, he had two Horfes kill’d under 
him, he was flain in the midf of the Ene- 
my. Al:-Merdan-Kan \oft one of his Bro- 
thers, and got off witha Wound. JAlachmet- 
Wal: {ecing the Diforder the Royal Army 
was in, ftay’d no longer to pillage the Rebels 
Camp whch he had forced, but carry’d off 
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Maghmud’s Treafure, and joined the Royal 
Army in its Retreat. In the Mercury for No- 
vember 1726, this General is accus’d of be- 
ing the Occafion of the Lofs of the Battel ; 
which 1s very falfe. He did not then betray 
his Mafter ; and if the Perfan General had 
done his Duty as well as he did, the Aghvans 
had not now been Matters of Perjia. 

Such was the Succefs of the Battel of Gz- 
ulnabat, the moft confiderable that was fought 
till the taking of P/pahan The King’s Ar- 
my loft but 2000 Men. The Aghvans had 
as many killed, and they did not purfue thofe 
that fled, being apprehenfive of 1ome Strata- 
gem in fo unaccountable a Flight; befides, 
their Horles were tir’d with their long March, 
and not fit to engage the frefh Cavalry of 
the Perfians, who in the above-mention’d 
Mercury are faid to have loft 15000 Men, 
tho’ the Author of my Remarks, who was 
on the Spot, reduces their Lois ta 2000. 
The Rebels remain’d entire Mafters of the 
Field of Battel, and the Royal Army’s Camp, 
where were 25 Pieces of Canon, that had 
not yet been once fir'd, and where without 
reckoning the other Riches, Maghmud found 
the Military Cheft, which made more than 
Amends for his Treafure taken by Machmet- 
Walz. 

‘Tis the general Opinion of all thofe that 
were Capable of judging, that if Myrr-Magh- 
mud had improy’d his Victory by purfuing 
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the Royal Army to I/paiau, he might have 
enter’d and mafter’d it the f2me Day without 
aBlow. For tho’ the Lofs of 2000 Men was 
no great matter, yct the Rout of the King’s 
Army had ftruck fuch Terror into the Citi- 
zens, that their Heads were almoft turn’d 
with it. They ran away fiom ther Houfes 
and Shops, which they left open. They a- 
brndon’d to the Rebels whatever they had in 
the World, and ftraggled up and down with 
Looks wild enough to ‘frighten all they 
met, feeking out Holcs to hide themtelves, 
and not thinking of fhutting the City Gates, 
and placing Guards there. Afterwards when 
they did think of it, and fore’d Men to take 
Poft there, they quitted it as faftas they came, 
and ran away from the City. 

But Myrr-Maghmud, who knew net the 
Importance and Extent of the Advantage he 
had got, had at not in his Head to attack 
Ifpahan. Ue remained quict in his Camp 
feveial Days; and what {ecms incomprehenfi- 
ble, the very Man who form’d fo rafh and 
perilous an Enterprize thro’ Befarts horrible 
and dry, on purpofe to infult the Capital of 
onc of the moft powerful Kingdoms of A/a, 
and who faw his Temerity crown’d with Suc- 
cefs by the Victory he had gain’d, did not im- 
prove it, becaufe he was wary and circumfpet, 
and even timorous; but when he had nothing to 
fear, and there was bue one Step for him to 
mount the Throne, he feem‘d to be afraid of his 
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good Fortune; and while his Name made all 
Ifpahan tremble, and every Body thought he 
was jut upon entring the City, he was the 
only Perfon who was difhident of his Succefs, 
and durft not truft it any farther. 

In the mean time, the Perfians, of whom 
feveral were preparing for Flight, detach’d 
fome rads to reconnoitre his Camp, and fce 
what was doing there. Thefe Spies found all 
Things in Tranquility, atid fo little Difpofition 
to go upon any néw Attempts, that when 
they had made Repoit of it, fome Soldiers 
were fent to bring off the twenty five Pieces 
of Canon that were taken, which they ac- 
complifh’d without Oppofition from the Re- 
bels. For, as they hop’d to return foon 
into their own Country, they did not mind 
them; and while the Perfians were thinking 
of fiying on one fide, the Aghvans thought 
of retreating on the other. 

This Refolution was the Refult of a Coun- 
al of War held efter their Victory , where ic 
was confider’d, whether they fhould advance 
to If/pahan, arti beficge it; of return to Kar- 
man, and make another Attempt on that 
City, which laft was the Opinion, that pre- 
vail’d in the Council. 

They thought their Honour was concern’d 
in the Conqueft of Kvrman, which they had 
been forcedto abandon. They flatter’d them- 
felves they fhould eafily effeét it at their Re- 
turn: for that they imagin’d the Per/ians, dif- 
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courag’d by their late Defeat, durft not take 
the Field to reheve that City; and alfo for 
that having ravag’d and ruin’d all the Coun- 
try about it, “twas impoflible to fupply 
the Place with Provifions. They therefore 
promis’'d themi{clves to reduce it infallibly by 
Famine ; and their Intention was to canton 
their Army about it, and to make it a Place 
of Safety during the War. On the contrary, 
it appear’d not practicable to them to lay Siege 
to fuch a City as Lfpaban. They doubted 
not but the whole Kingdom woud be in 
Motion to fuccour the Capital; and they 
were not ftrong enough to make head againft 
fo many Troops as would fall upon it from 
all the Provinces around it; nor well enough 
furnifh’d with Neceflaries to run the risk of 
having their Provifions and Ammunition cut 
off on all Sides. 

Upon thefe Confiderations it was refolved 
to retreat, and march back towards Kzrman ; 
and the next eight Days were taken up in 
preparing for their Departure: all which ume 
the Aghvans kept clofe in ther Camp. But 
to leave no Temptation for the Perfans to di- 
fturb them in their Retreat, ‘twas thought 
proper to give them-an Alarm, to intimidate 
and keep them in Awe. Then with this 
View, the very Day on which they were 
to begin their March back, they fent a De- 
tachment of 9000 Men towards Ifpahan, as 
if it had been the Van of their Army advan- 
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cing to befiege it. This Detachment was or- 
der’d to iniult the City, and terrify it by a 
falfe Attack ; after which they were to cover 
the Retreat of the Army, and ferve as the 
Rear-Guard. 

The Refolution was accordingly executed. 
The 17th of May the go0o Men advanced 
towards L/pahan, and the Army was in a Dif 
pofition to begin their March in the fir! Watch 
of the Night. The Camels were loaden, and 
the Army on the Point of marching to deli- 
ver Perfia from the gicateft Danger it had 
becn in a Jong time, when Schah Huffer, 
who to be freed from all Inquictude need 
only to have kept in his Palace a few Hours 
in his wonted Tianquility, bethought himtelf 
of a Step which coft him Ins Crown; and 
that was, to fend an Offer of a vaft Sum of 
Money, if he would retire. 

In the Evening of the 17th of May, a Day 
more fatal to Perfia than the 8th, on which 
fhe loft the Battekot Grulnabar, atthe Inftant 
when the Rebels were about beginning their 
March back, there came to their Camp an 
Exprefs from Machmet-/alz, the Generalif- 
fimo of the Forces of all the Kingdom. This 
Meffenger had Orders tee reprefent to Alagh- 
mud, 1n his Lord’s Name, that he fhould not 
give way to thofe flatrering Hopes, which his 
firft Succefs might have infpi’d him with ; 
fince Fortune chang’d daily, and frequently did 
not open fair Paths, but to lead to Precipices 5 
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that there was Danger, and confequently Te- 
mierity in pufhing too far; and on the con- 
trary, ‘twas Wifdom to know how to be mo- 
derate in Profperity, and to fecure the pre- 
fent, rather than be carry’d away with Views 
more diftant: That if he was capable of 
giving into fuch Sentiments of Moderation, 
and hearkening to friendly Counfels, he had 
it in his Power to return to Candahar with 
morc confiderable Advantages than he cou’d 
ever have propos'd to hinifelf from the Fruic 
of the moft happy Expedition : That he had 
brought the King to yield to fuch a Condition 
of Peace in his Favour, as he would have 
thought himfelf happy to have obtained after 
feveral Years continual Succefs. Which Con- 
ditions were as the King had order’d him to 
pre ofe: That his Mayefty fhould for himfelf, 
and all the Kings of Perfia his Succefiors, 
renounce all Right to the Sovereignty of 
Candahar, and the Country its Dependences: 
That he fhould acknowledge himfelf to be 
Prince and abfolute Mafter without depending 
on ‘Perfia; and as he had Occdfion for Money 
to pay his Troops, a confiderable Sum, to be 
agrecd upon, fhould be paid down at his De- 
parture. 

Thefe Propofitions, which the Aghvans 
did in no wile expect, agreeably furprifed 
them, by fhewing them all the Advantages of 
a Vidory, of which till then they knew not the 
Importance. Thefe Men who were juft getting 
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a Horfeback to return, and fo far from thinking 
to oblige the Perfians, that they thought on- 
ly of fecuring their own Retreat, and wou'd 
have becn very well fatisfy’d to have ftipulated 
that they might not be difturbed 1n it, chang- 
ed their Minds, as foon as they found that 
their Removal, which had been refolved on 
by themfelves, would be fo dearly bought. 
They imagin’d the Affair deferv’d further 
Confideration, and put off their Departure. 
A Council of War ‘vas held to examine the 
Mattcr, and to come toa Refolution on the 
Propofiions which had been made thei. 

The Council was much divided in Opinion 
about it, and the Difference of Judgments 
occafion’d the putting it off; when one a- 
mong them ftarted a Medium, between thofe 
who were for accepting the Offers of the 
Court, and thofe who were for rejc€ting them. 
His Name was Myangz, and they all came in- 
to his Opinion, on which they had long fet a 
Value, He was an Indzan, had had the Care 
of Maghmud’s Education, was very much 
eftecem’d, and wot a little govern’d by him. 
The Credit he was in with this Chief of the 
Rebels, acquir’d him as much with the Na- 
tion, and gave him great Authority in Coun- 
cil, tho’ he was a Foreigner. He reprefented, 
that if the Word and Faith of the Perfians 
could be depended on, they need not hefitate 
about accepting fuch advantageous Offers: 
That they made War only to obtain, after 
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abundance of Fatigues, what was offer’d them, 
to be freed not only from the Servitude of 
the Perfians, but fiom all manner of Depen- 
dance upon them, and to be reftored to the 
full Enjoyment of all thofe Rights and Pri- 
vileges which their Anccftors enjoyed before 
them. But confiderang what htle Truft there 
was to be put in a Nation fo treacherous as 
that of Perfia, the Extent, the Strength, the 
Riches of thar vaft Monarchy ; if they fhou’d 
treat with them, he demanded, Who would be 
Guarantee of the Treaty? To whom fhould 
they apply, to force the Court of Perfia re- 
ligioufly to obferve fuch Treaty, which fhe 
made only to nd her{elf of a prefent Embarraf- 
ment, and gain Time? Who wou'd protect 
them againft her Power, when being rats’d 
out of the Deedion into which fhe was 
now fallen, fhe came down thundering upon 
them with ail her Forces? However, he did 
not thence conclude that thete Propofitions 
fhould be rejceted ablolutely, but that as they 
could not depend on the Sincerity of the 
Perfians, the Guaranty fhotld be contained 
in the Treaty itfclf, by infeiting a ncw Con- 
dition, which would fecure the reft; which 
was, That the King of Perfa thouid give his 
Daughter in Marriage to Myrr. Maghmud, to- 
gether with the Province of the Aghvans of 
Hlafaray ; that all the Nations ot the Agh- 
vans, as well thofe of the Se& of Omar, 
as thofe of the Se&t of Ha/z, that were 
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Hafarayans, may be reunited under the Do- 
minion of one Sovereign; which wou’d enable 
them the better to make head againft the Per- 
fans, if the latter fhould atrempt to moleft 
them. That befides this, the King of Perfra 
would not eafily be brought to make War 
againft his Son-in-law ; and this Marriage 
would be a fpecious Pretext to give a Colour 
to the Alienation of a Province, the Sove- 
reignty of which he could not entirely af- 
fign over to another, if he had no fuch futh- 
cient Pretext to difmember it from the Mo- 
narchy, as the Scttlement of his Daughter 
gave him. 

Myang?’s Counfel was receiv’d with Ap- 
plaufe ; and upon this an Anfwer was drawn 
up to Alachmet-[Valr's Propofitions, and the 
Exprefs that came from him carry’d it to lus 
Matter. 

This Anfwer contained Pretenfions which 
the Court of Perfia did not expect; and 
caus'd Sufpiciony that the General had pur 
the Aghvans upon making thofe Demands, 
from thefe Confidcratious. 

Machmet-Wal: was Prince of Hacvuza, a 
Part of Arabia, dependent upon Persia. 
His Territorics, which are confiderable, bor. 
der on the Aghvans of Hafaray, and himielf 
was of the fame Sect with the dghvans of 
Candahar ; that is, of the Se& of Omar, the 
fame withthe Turks. His Father, thirty Years 
before, endeavoured to throw off the Yoke, 
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and make himfclf independent of Perfe ; 
and he was with fome grcunds fufpedted to 
be defirous of accomplifhing whar his Father 
cou’d not; which rais’d a Jealoufy that he 
was fecretly in the Inrerefts of the Aghvans, 
to engage them to aflift him: in the Rebellion 
he was projecting; and as they were very 
powerful, the Afliftance wou'd be a great 
Support to him, which might put him upon ad- 
vifing Maghmud, under hand, to demand the 
King’s Dauchter in Marriage, with the Cefli- 
on of a Province bordering upon his own. 
There was further this Appearance of Tica- 
chery, that it was he who taking Advantage 
of the Fright the Citizens of I/paban were 
in on the Approach of the 9000 Rebels, had 
prevail’d with the King to make Propofais to 
Maghmnd ; who upon that had made a Stop, 
and fent him feveral Propofitions, which the 
King might not have heard of, 1f Machmet-IValt 
had not infinuated what Demands he fhould 
ask ; not but that he behaw’d ike a gallane 
Man in the Battel of Gzi/nabar, as has been 
fecn. However, his Chagrir to have the Vi- 
tory fnatch’d out of his Hands by the Jea- 
loufy of the Perfian General, who fo bafely 
and fo unfeafonably left him; and his ima- 
gining that the Affairs of the Perfian Court 
were not cafy to be retricv’d, migit difpofe 
him to think of making his Advantage of 
the Conjun@ure and Succeffes of the Agh- 
vaus, to deliver himfelf from a Yoke which 
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Whether the new Propofitions came origi- 
nally from the Aghvans, or not, “tis certain 
the Court of Perfia did not like them; and 
that which feems very odd in it is that of the 
two Propofitions, the one of Maghmud's 
Marnage with the King’s Daughter, the other 
of the Ceffion of the Province of Hazaray, 
the King eafily confented to that which he 
ought to have made moft Difficulty about with 
regard to Intereft of State; and would not 
hear of confenting to that which he fhould 
moft readily have comply’d with. As Adrr- 
MMaghmud was alrcady Mafter of a Part of 
the Province of Hazaray, which he had con- 
quer'd; fo Schah Huffem thought he gave 
him nothing in giving him the other Part ; 
but he would by no means agree that his 
Daughter fhould be marry’d to a Rebel, who 
was nor of the Blood Royal. His Delicacy 
here was very mal a propos; as if Myrr- 
Maghmud, who was no more to be look’d 
upon as a Rebel, but about to be acknow- 
Jede’d a Sovereign and independent Prince, 
was not othcgwife as well defcended as 
the Moulahs or Pricls, to whom Schah 
Abbas Il. Grandfather to Schah Huffem, 
and Schah Solerman his own Father, had with 
full Approbation marry’d the one his Sifter, 
and the other his Aunt, as we read in Sir 
Fohn Chardin’s Travels, which I have often 
cited. “Tis true, Schah Abbas Il. marry’d 
his Sifter to a Prieft, in Punifhmentr for an 
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Intrigue fhe had engaged in ; but when his Son 
Schah Soleeman marry’d another Sifter of Schab 
Abbas to a Brother of the fame Moulah or 
Prieft, he did not do it for a Punifhment ; and 
the Princefs accepted of the Marriage without 
any Refiftance, as may be feen in Solez- 
man’s Coronation, p. 245. and tho’ Solezman 
afterwards advanced thofe two Afoulahs or 
Pricfts to the Dignity of Sedre, that 1s, Arch- 
bifhop or Primates, to make the Husbands of 
thofe two Princefics more illuftrious; “tis moft 
certain they were no morc than plain Priefts 
whenthey marry’dthem. Schah Huffemm there- 
fore reyedted the Marriage Article which rela- 
ted to his Daughter ; but to toften it a little, 
he offer’'d the Rebels a Sum of Moncy in 
lieu of it. 

The Facility with which the King confentr- 
ed to the moft important of their Propofiti- 
ons increasd ther Pride and Infolence, and 
they infifted on the other Article the moie for 
it. They alfo ftood, in ticir turn, on the 
Pundilio of Honour every whit as mal 4 pro- 
pos as the King had done. Yor tho’ Fortune 
had given a good Turn to the Meatures they 
took on this Occafion, yet one can’t help ob- 
feiving, taking things according tu the Situa- 
tion they were in, and the Uncertainty of 
Events, that nothing could be more impoli- 
tick. All the Country they demanded was 
yielded to them in Sovereignry, with immenfe 
Sums of Moncy ; and they might have gone 
home fuil of Glory and Riches: whereas in 
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boggling about the Marriage Article, whercin 
Maghmud was particularly concern’d, they ex- 
pos'd themfelves not only to the Lofs of all the 
Advantages they had obtained, but even to De- 
ftruction. Itistrue, that the Refufal of a Mar- 
riaze which they propos’d as a Cement of the 
future Peace, render’d the Treaty the more 
precarious ; but that was not their Confidcra- 
tion, they confidered it only as their Honout 
was engaged in it. “They thought themfelves 
defpis’d by Men, who did not think them worthy 
of their Alliance; andthe whole Nation took 
fire upon that : Infomuch that an Accommo- 
dation, wherein the moft effential Interefts 
were provided for, was broken off by a talfe 
Notion of Honour, on which both Sides moft 
imprudently piqu’d themfelves. The <Agh- 
vans Would hearken to no Propofitions, and 
renouncing all the Advantages which had been 
offer'd them, they refolved to continue the 
War till they had forced the Perfians to grant 
them fuch a Security for their Liberty and 
Independence ag they fhould require ; or that 
a fuperior Force obliged them to retire. 

The Court of Perfia finding the Rebels 
were refolved to continue the War, fet about 
Preparations for the Defenfe of I/pahan ; and 
the firft Step they took towards it was one of 
the egrcatett Faulrs they covld have made, and 
that which contributed moft to the Lofs of 
the Capital of the Kingdom, 
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In the Beginning of this Hiftory, Mention 
is made of a maghificent Country Talace, 
named Farabat, which Schah Huffem had 
built at incredible Expence. This is the 
fame Houle which Gemell: calls Saratabat in 
his Travels to Perfia, L2b. 1. Chap. x. but as 
to that and other things, one has more Rea- 
fon to confide in a Man who liv’d 20 Years at 
Ifpaban, than in a Traveller who view’'d 
things as it were en paffant. This Palace 
ftood a little League from the City, was 
encompafs’d with very gh and ftrong Walls, 
and well mounted with Cannon. “Tis certain, 
if a good Garfon had been thrown into it 
furnifh’d with Provifions, it might have been 
a Bulwark to I/pahan, and have given the E- 
memy much Trouble. But not contented 
with giving them a Pretext to continuc the 
War by boggling at an Article of thcir Pro- 
pofitions, they feemed to give them the Means 
of carrying it on at their Eafc, and with all 
Commodioutinefs. The firre Refolution they 
took when they underftood the .dghvans 
were drawing near Ifpahan, was to abandon 
that Houfe; and they did it fo precipitately, 
that they did not give themfelves time to draw 
off the Cannon to I/pahan. So they bury’d it. 

The Aghvans loft no time in making their 
Advantage of this Fault. Some Squadrons 
which they {ent out for Intelligence, no 
fooncr learnt that Farabat was aban- 
don’d than they haften’d thither, and f{eiz’d 
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the Place the roth of March without the leaft 
Refiftance from the Perfians, They were 
immediately followed by the reft of the Ar- 
my, who finding it to be a commodious Place 
for fettling a Camp with Security, did there 
make a Settlement. 

The Fault the Perfians committed in lea- 
ving Farabat to the Rebels, was not only a 
grcat Damage to the Perfians of itfelf, but in 
its immediate Confequence the Lofs of Zu- 
fa, a Town in its Neighbourhood. Before I 
‘enter into the Detail of thefe Tran{actious, I 
think myfelf obliged to give fome Account of 
a Place, the taking of which was of fo great 
Importance for the Siege of L/pahan, and 
contributed fo much to the Conqueft of that 
Capital. 

Zulfa is a large Town, big enough to be 
call’d a City, inhabited by a Colony of Ar- 
mentans. "Tis pretty near L/pahan i and the 
Armenians came fo far off to fettle there on 
this Occafion : 

About 150 Years ago, Armenia Major was 
fubje& to the Turks; but not being able to 
bear the Ottoman Tyranny, it threw off 
the Yoke. Schah Abas the Great, who then 
reigned in Perfia, and was’a Prince of an en- 
terprizing Genius, watched all Opportunities 
to aggrandize himfelf, ard did not lofe this. 
He gain’d the Love of that Nation by fending 
them great Succours of Men, Arms, and Mo- 
ney to maintain their Revolt. When he had 
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thus difpofed them in his Favour, he infinua- 
ted that a Juncture might happen when Per- 
fra would not be able to aid them, as much 
as fhe was willing to do, and that his Suc- 
ceffors nught not be fo we | inclin’d towards 
thea thetthey were not ftrong enough to ftand 
by tacmuelves, and if abanden’d would be in 
Darcr of falling back to Turkifh Scivitude 5 
that being fitucred as they were between two 
potent Empires, they could nor fuppoit them- 
felvcs, but y having a Prop in the one or the 
other. So that they “had only to think which 
would be moft eligible, whetherto make their 
Peace with the Ottomans as wcll asthcy cou’d, 
if they believed they were to be trufted, or 
to yicid themielves up to Perfiaz, whofe Go- 
vernment they knew to be infinite‘y more 
mild than the Turks, and with whom they 
might ftipulate what they thought would be 
mott advantagcous for them. 

While thefe things were talk’d of by the 
Emiflanes of Schah Abba. that Monarch 
fhew’d a great Eftcem for the Armenian Na- 
tion, and even for their Religion. He was a 
very politick Prince, and would fomcetimes 
let the Arimenzans, who came to Court, fcc 
a Iittie C.ots he wore under his Robes, giving 
them privatcly to underftand he wasa Chnifti- 
an in his Heart, but durft not yet declare 
himfelf publickly for fear of a Defedtion in 
the Army ; but if they once united to his Do- 
mimons, he flould think himfelf {trong 
enough to open his Mind freely, 
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Thefe Difcourfes touch’d clofely. The Ar- 
menians, an eafy, fimple People, believ’d eve- 
ry Word he faid, and yielded themfelves up 
tohim; but when he was once Maftcr of the 
Country, he thought of nothing but how he 
might make fureof it; and to prevent any Mo- 
Ieftations from the Zurks on that Side, he re- 
folv'd to dilpeople that Province, and make a 
Defart of itr, to ferve as a Barrier between him 
and the Grand Signior. 

To execute this Psojycat, he drew the Arme- 
nians out of their Country, and dilpers’d 
them up anddown in Perfiz. Thofe of them 
thar came from Zu/fa, a City of Armenia, 
were canton’d near the City of L/pahan on 
the other Side of the River Senderou, where 
they fix’d their Habitations, and in Remem- 
brance of their nat.ve City gave the Place the 
Name of Zulfa. “Twas a fmall Town at 
firft; bute other rmenz:ans removing, thither 
afterwards from feveral Parts of Perfia, it be- 
came confiderabJe, not only for Numbe: of 
Inhabitants, but for its Commerce. Schah 
Abbas was one of thofe Princes that are born 
to make a Kingdom flouiifh, and one of tuofe 
Genius’sthat extends their Cares to every thing. 
Wherefore finding the Armenians were a la- 
borious People, capable ‘of Application and 
Fatigue, and very thrifty, he thought they 
would be very proper for Commerce: But 
they being fo impoverifh’d by War that they 
could nor fet up any Trade, he lent them 
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great Sums of Money our of his Treafury 
without Intcreft. His Mimifters, narrow-{foul’d 
Men, reprefented to him, that if he hada 
mind to advance fo much Moncy, it was bet- 
ter his Subye&ts had the Benefit of it than 
Strangers, or at Jeaft he fhould have Intereft 
for it. But Schah Abas, a Prince fuperior 
to his Minifters as much in Judgment as in 
Dignity, fhew’d them that it was more ad- 
vifable to referve the Perfians for the Wars, 
and not let them degenerate by trading, for 
which they were in no wife proper; that they 
lov'd Expence, and after they had fquander’d 
what he fhou'd give them, they would go 
and fettle f{omewhcre elfe, and teave his Ca- 
pital without Defence, as had happen’d to 
him beforc, according tol avernier, Lib. Lc. 4. 
On the contrary, the Armenzans were thrifty 
Men, good Managers, and being in the mid- 
dle of his Kingdom, he had rather they fhould 
be Tradcis than Soldiers. With refpect to 
Intereft, he convinced thet that he fhould 
receive more than they imagin’d ; that if he 
put the Money, which lay dead in his Coffers, 
to Brokers at Intereft, ‘twou’d at moft but 
bring him in 15 per Cent. whereas the Trade, 
which he was about to enable the Armenzans 

to fect up, woud produce Cent. per Cent 
‘Twas with this View that he excepted them 
from Service in the Wars, but permitted ro 
take Arms for their own Defence, when the 
Perfians fail’d in giving them neceflary AC 
fiftance. 
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fiftance. There are other People in Perfa 
on the fame Foot ; that is, they pay certain 
Tributes, and are exempted from Military 
Services. Thefe are term’d Raja. As for 
the reft, who pay no Tribute, fuch as the 
Georgians, they are obliged to mount a Horfe- 
back, and ferve as often as the King requires 
them. 

Schah Abas not only exempted them 
from ferving in the Wars; but, that nothing 
mught interrupt thent in their Trathick, he to- 
lerated their Religion, which was frecly exer- 
cifed at Zulfa, where are Abundance of 
Churches, as publickly as in any of the Chri- 
ftian Princes Dominions in Earope. Further, 
to protect them againft the Tyranny of his own 
Officers, and that they might have a Perfon 
at Court to fupport their Interefts, he ap- 
pointed one among them, who under the 
Name of Kzelenter, was Chief of the Nation. 
Tavernier calls him Kelonter, and Gamellz 
Kalenter. Thi8 Officer was as the King’s 
Licutenant at Za/fa, and had all the Authori- 
ty. To gain lim the greater Refpect, the 
King allow’d him to have Szatyrs, a fort of 
Sergeants on Horfeback ; whereas others rode 
only Affes and Mules. He alfo dfflign’d him 
the laft Place among the Grandees of the Court 
when the King feafted them. In fine, he 
granted them all the Privileges which might 
contribute to their Security, and keep the 
Perfians trom molefting them, True it is, 
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he tax’d them morc heavily than when they 
were fubdjeét to the Otfomans ; but then they 
were better able to pay ty the Means which 
Schah Abbas had given them to enrich them- 
felves. There were among them, even un- 
der the Jater Kings, who were worth from 
100000 to two Millions of Crowns; andthere 
was one of them, who atter he had Jaid out 
immenfe Sums on building Churches. &e. left 
at his Death above two Millions in Specic, 
without reckoning Jewels and other confi- 
derable Effeéts. 

Thus was Zulfa an Armenian City ; and fo 
properly rmenzan, that a Muffulman was not 
fuffered to live in ir. Tho’ generally ‘twas called 
a Town only, it may very well have the Name 
of a City, on Account ofits Bignefs And Ta- 
vernier himfelf, who makes it half a League 
broad, fays, it might pafs for a pretty large City. 
Gemelli, who docs not {peak of its Largenc{s, 
fays, ‘tis three Mileslong, which according to 
his ufual Computation, make a Leaguc; and 
nine Milcs about, becaufe of the great Gardens 
it enclofes. It is two Milcs and a Half from 
Ifpaban, according tohim ; Tavernier reduces 
the Diftance to half an Hour’s journey for a 
Man on Fcot. Both agree, that the Houfes 
are generally better buile at Za/f~ than at J/- 
paban ; of which Zulfais to the South, fepa- 
rated from it by the River Senderou; from 
whence there is a long row of Trees that 
reaches to [/paban, and at the End of i a 
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fine Bridge over that River which leads to 
Zulfa, Befides this Bridge there are three o- 
thers ; one above thitof Zulfa, and the two 
others bclow it. “Tis difficult to fay exadtly 
how far the River Senderou is diftant from 
cach of thofe two Cities. Gemellz docs not 
{peak of it, and Tavermer contradi@s him- 
felf ; for having faid at firft, that the Sende- 
rou runs between Ifpahan and Zulfa, at an 
equal Diftance; he obferves fome Pages af- 
ter, that Zulfa is mot above thrce Musket 
fhot fiom the Budge which leads to it. This 
gives one Reafon to think that the latter is 
much nearer the River than Ifpahan ; and for 
the Dittance of the two Cities, it may be 
fixcd by what the Author of my Memours fays 
of Farabat, which 1s farther from J/pahan 
than Zulfa, which by his way of reckoning 
is fiftcen hundred Paces, or half a League di- 
flant. Thefe Particularities feem’d to me nor 
improper, they relating to a City which was 
the Camp of tha Aghvans all the while they 
laid ficge to [/pahan, and 1n my Opinion one 
cannot give the, Reader too much in the De- 
fcription of Places which are diftinguilhed by 
great Events. 

Zulfa being more commodiou$ than Fara- 
bat for attacking [/pahan, the Aghvans made 
themfelves Mafters of it the next Day after 
they feized Farabat : The Perfians accufe 
the Armenians of Treachery, in delivering 
their City to the Rebels ; and the Author of 
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my Memoirs apologizes for them. JI fhall on- 
ly relate the Fact as to the taking of it; let 
the Reader judge of the Manner of its being ta- 
ken, and to whom to impute ir. 

As foon as the Aghvans became formidable 
to the Perfians, the latter began to fufpedt the 
Armenians, fot no other reafon than that they 
prefumed thofe whom they had ill ufed, wou’d 
not be forry to change Matters. It muft be 
confeft, that fince the Reign of the great 
Schah Abas great Infrihgement ts had been 

made on their Privileges by his Succeffors, 
yet none of them did it fo enormoufly as 
Schah Huffein haddone. I fhall not here enter 
into the Detail of their Grievances ; tis, certain 
neither their Lives nor their Eftates were in 
Safety. Under the former Kings Juftice was 
done them according to Lex Talonis; but 
fince Scah Huffein came to the Crown, the 
Moulahs pretended it was a fhameful Thing 
that a Mufiulman’s Head fhou'd pay for an Infi- 
del’s, that is, intheir Phrafe, a‘Chriftian’s. And 
on this Principle they got it to be eftablifhed, 
not by Law bur Cuftom, inali the Provinces, 
that every Muflulman who kill’d an Armenian 
fhould only be condemned to pay the Defunéts 
Famuy, for'their nourifhment as much Corn as 
an Afs can carry. A new and fine Law this! 
SomeYears before the taking of I/pahan, aMa- 
hometan Thief brokc opena Houle at Zulfa, 
and having pillag’d it, kill’d the Miftrefs of the 
Houle, with her fix Children. The Neigh- 
bours 
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bours running at the Cries of the Mother and 
her Children, who were murdered, and 
feizing the Thief, hurry’d him away with a 
great Noite before the King’s own Tribunal, 
loudly demanding Juftice, and infifting upon 
delivering the Murderer, that Vengeance might 
be taken on him according to the Cuftom in 
Perfia. The Peoples Minds being much 
heated, Judgment was put off till next Day ; 
when Schuh Huffen, by Advice of the Mou- 
labs, who dictated the Sentence to him, con- 
demned the Criminal to have only his Little 
Finger cut off inthe Market-place of Zu/fa, for 
a Murder committed upon {even Perfons; on 
the contrary, 1¢ would have coft an Armenian 
his Life, if he had but wounded a Muflulman, 
who was breaking open his Houte. 

I fhall only add one Inftance more, which, 
tho’ not fo odious, will however give one an 
Idea of the Infolence of the Perfianms with 
refpe& to the Armenians ; of whom a very 
confiderable Mefthant, named Stephen Kar- 
delans, having built a wery high Wall, for 
the Security of lis Houfe and Gardens, fome 
‘Perfian Lords took it fo ill, that they agreed 
together to break down the Wall, and enter 
his Houfe: Accordingly they came%to Lulfa, 
attended with a good number of Men a Horfe- 
back, having Flambeaus and Mufick ; they 
dgmolithed part of the Wall, and got into 
the Armenians Houle. ‘Tis true, they ftole 
nothing ; bur they drank there all Night Jone ; 
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and tho they took fome Prefents he gave 
them, they broke his Arm when they went 
away, to let him know, as they faid, he muft 
not think to defend himfelf by Walls from 
being beaten by them when they had a Mind 
to infult him. 

The Armenians might fo highly refent the 
Vexations and Tyranny of the Perfans, as 
to render themfclves fufpected by the latter, 
who had reafon to apprehend that they would 
join the Aghvans as foon as they made 
their Appearance ; and to deprive them ofall 
Means of doing huit, the Perfans difarm’d 
the Armenians, making ufe of this Pretext 
for it. 

It being dangerous to doit witha high Hand 
fo near the Rebels Army, it was therefore 
proclaim’d at Zulfa, that the Armenzans 
fhould appear at L/paban with their Armsin as 
grcat a Body as they could; for that the King’s 
Guards being order’d to march againft the Re- 
bels, his Maycfty would do them the Honour 
to place them near his Perfon. Purfuant to 
this Proclamation a numerous Body of them 
came to L/pahan, where they were drawn up 
in Ranks, .as it to be mufter'd, and immiediate- 
ly the Command Was given, that they fhould 
lay down their Arnis, and return to Zulfa, 
with Menacces, that {cverc Fines fhould be laid 
onall thole that were found to have Arms in 
theit Kecp.'.2. 

The Armenians of Zulfa are Traders, and 
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have nothing in their Heads but Trade. They 
are far from being brave, as may be fecn by 
one Example, which would have been hardly 
credible, if the Author of my Memoirs had 
not been an Eye-witnefs of ir; He tells us, 
that travelling in the Year 1718, in Com- 
pany with 200 Armenians arnvd, they were 
ftoppd by Robbers, not above eight inall, who 
demanded their Moncy ; fome rmenzans of 
Kanpalu were of Opinion, that they ought 
to bind them Hand and Foot, and deliver them 
to the Governor of the next City; but the 
Armenians of Zulfa, who were the Ma- 
jority, wou'd hazard nothing, and chofe ra- 
ther to come to a Compofition with the 
Robbers at three Piaftres a Houle, which two 
hundred Men paid to thofe eight Thieves. 
But had the Armenzans been ever {o brave, 
what Refiftance could they make againft the 
Aghvans, when their Arms were taken from 
them? All they gould do, wiien they faw them 
coming to Zale was to give the Court notice 
of it, and defire Succour. They even offer'd 
to maintain the Troops themfelves ; but their 
Offers and Defires were to no purpote. In 
the mean time the Army of the oe ap- 
proaching nearer and searer, they fent 
Advice of it to the Perfian General, who 
promifed them Affiftance ; but failing them 
in itt, they were obliged to make tle bett 
Defence they could; and for two Hours 
together they fuftain’d a very vigorous a 
2 tac 
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tack in the Night-time. They thought of a 
Stratagem on this Occafion, and made the 
Encmy betieve they had a ftrong Garrifon of 
Perfian Troops, calling one another, during ° 
the time of the Combat, by Perfran Namics. 
They waited only for the promis’d Succours 
to fally on the Rebels ; but no Afliftance 
coming, they were force’d to fland on the De- 
fenfive, and even to abandon a little Intrench- 
ment thrown up in hafte, which the Enemy 
{eized. 

Tho’ the Affaule was over in two Hours, 
the Rebels atrremprted to furprize the City in 
the Night; and a Gaur, who was with them, 
having found Means to make a Hole 1a the 
Wall, big cnough for his Purpote, an Ele- 
phant was brought up to st, and by Mcans of 
that Hole he threw down a good Part of the 
Wall. 

Nazir-Ulla, one of the principal Officers 
of the Aghvans, commanded that Attack, 
and made himielf Maftc: of the Breach. 
However, he would run no farther risk in the 
Nighr-tume 5 and, contenting himiclf with 
placing a good Guard there, he ordered his 
Troops to be ready againtt the next Day. 

The ly aabitants of Zzlfa faw then there 
wa,’ no hefitating about the Matter, nor any 
Courie to take fater than to tubimut to the E- 
nemy ; to which End they ditparched the 
piuicipal Citizens to the Camp ot the Rebels, 
to make the beft Terms they cou’d. Indecd 
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they had ftaid too long to procure very good 
oncs ; they were at the laft Extremity ; and the 
Aghvans Matters of a Breach, which gave them 
Entrance into the Cuy ; fo that they would 
grant them no better Terms than to furrender 
at Difcretion, and to buy off their Lives and 
Goods for Threefcore and ten thoutand To- 
mans, about 400000 Pounds of our Money. 
To which was added, that they fhould deliver 
up fifty young Girls of the beft Families of the 
Armenians. 

Thefe Conditions, the laft  efpecially, 
were very hard; but they mutt fubmit to 
them, or be plunderds; and the Delive- 
ry of the Girls being what could be toon- 
eft done, that Article was firlt comply’d 
with. “Iwas a moft moving Sight, to fee 
thofe poor Creatures fnatch’d out of their Mo- 
thers Arms, and to hear the Shricks both of 
Mothers and Daughters. All the Women of 
Zulfa fill’d the City with Groans and Lamen- 
tations. Amuidf#thtir Cries and Screeches the 
fifty young Gurls were taken away, as the 
Lot fell, and carried to Farabat, the Enemies 
Camp. Their Cloaths, Gowns, Head-dreffes, 
Diamonds and Pearls, were all deliver’'d up 
with them, as had’ been particulaly Ipu- 
lated. Some of them were fo affeétcd; to 
to fee themfelves in the Hands of Barbart- 
ans, that they died for Gricf upon their coming 
to Farabat, Even the dghvans coud not 
help being: movd at this Accident; and 
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Pity finding Place in their Hearts, they treat- 
ed them with more Humanity than onc cou'd 
naturally expe from Men of their Character ; 
for fearing others might alfo die in the Extre- 
mity of Grief, they fent thofe back that feem- 
ed in fuch Danger; and efter. they were 
Matters of Z/pahan they reftored the Reft to 
their Parents, there being much more beauti- 
ful Women for them in the Capital. 

As to the Article concerning the Money, 
the Armenians very unf{cafonably rais'd Dif- 
ficultics, and paid dearly for their Avarice 5 
the Aghvans, as ruftick as they were, be- 
ing too cunning for them. The former pre- 
tending that their chief Effctts were in Ifpa- 
han, to avoid raifing the Sum demanded 3 
the Aghvans took them at their Words, and 
obligd the chief Citizens to give Bond for 
Payment of the feventy thoufand Tomars, ci- 
ther when the Capital was taken, or Peace 
was concluded, if the War fhould end in a 
Treaty. 

The Armenians thought they had made a 
rare Bargain, as thinking there would never 
be a Treaty, nor L{pahan ever be taken; and 
if the Aghvans fhould be defeated by the 
Succour'that were coming from all Parts of 
the’ Kingdom, they would have other things 
to think of belides forcing them to clear thofe 
Bonds, which then would not do them much 
Service. The Argument was plaufible ; but the 
Aghvans argu'd otherwile 5 and from the Un- 
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certainty of their Succefs, did not fo entirely 
depend on the Bonds the Armenians had 
given them, as not to take Meafures to pre- 
' vent their being totally fruftrated of the 
Effect. 

They therefore Ict the Armenians under- 
ftand they did not believe there was Cath e- 
nough in Zulfa to pay the Sum ftipulated 5 
but having Occafion of Money, they would 
content themfelves with what was then in 
the City, and wait for the Reft till the Time 
of Payment fhould elapfe. To this End, the 
Houfes muft be all fearch’d; which fhould be 
done very orderly, and a juft Account fhou’d 
be given of whatever was found, and Refti- 
tution made, after the Sum they were bound 
for was dedu&ted. Sucha Speech from thofe 
in whofe Power they were, convinced the 
Armenians they were out in their Reckon- 
ing, and had doue better if they had paid the 
Money down, and not have cxpos’d their 
Houtes to be pillag’d inftead of being fearch'd s 
the pretended” Searching being indeed a Pil- 
laze; which, excepting that there was no 
Murder committed, was accompanied with 
all forts of Violences and Cruelties, ufual in 
the Sack of Cities. The Rebels aa ca. 
ried away all the Gold, Silver, Jewels and 
rich Moveables, they could lay their Hands on, 
after having narrowly look’d into every Cor- 
ner of the Houfes. When nothing sore 
was to be found, they pucthe Owners to the 
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Torture, to compel them to difcover 
their hidden Treafure. They haul’d them 
out of their Houfes, and baftinado’d them 
on the Soals of their Fect till they cou’d 
hold ott no longer, and in the Excefs 
of Pains difcovered what they had conceal’d 
themfelves, and what they knew was con- 
ceal’d by their Neighbours. There was one 
Citizen only, Dominique ‘faques Kardelans, 
an ancient Man, of onc of the beft Familics of 
Zulfa, who, tho’ tormented more than any 
Armenian, having received above 4000 
Strokes, and loft the ufe of his Tongue for 
fome time, could not be compell’d to difco- 
ver any Perfon. He cry’d out, while he 
was under the Torture, They mrght take all 
that was in his Houfe, but he knew not what 
belong’d to others. 

’T was very difficult to fave any Thing from 
fuch rapacious Barbarians, who had made 
the moft ftriét Search every where. And it is 
generally thought, that what che Aghvans got 
by Plunder, far excceded the Sum they de- 
manded by Stipulation. They found in the 
Houles of the Kerdelans, Brothers, 60000 
Pouads in Specie ; and about 40000 Pounds 
in the tloufe af Arat Cheriman, onc of 
th’ richeft Merchants in Zulfa, The hap- 
picit now was he who had leatt. The <Agh- 
vans uling Violence only to draw Money 
out of them, the Poor came off well 
enough. The Rebels fold what they had 
plunder'd from the Rich to them at the 
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meaneft Prices, almoft for nothing. Thus 
the prefent Revolution in Zu/fa, made Beg- 
gars of the Rich, and rich Men of the Begs 
gars. The Behaviour of the 4ghvans thew’d, 
that they rather thought of making their Mar- 
ket, to be gone, than to lay Siege to Ifpa- 
han; which they would never have attempt- 
ed, had they not had Encouragement by Per- 
fons cven mm the Court of Schah Huffer, 
who was bafely betray ’d. 

Though the Court’s abandoning the City 
of Zulfa, notwithftanding the repeated In- 
ftances that were made for Affiftance; and 
the cruel Treatment the Cuitzens had 
met with from the Rebels, was enough to 
vindicate their Fidelity ; yetthey were look’d 
upon as Traytors, who held Intelligence with 
the Rebels, and had deliver’d their Ciry to 
them ; and ‘tis incredible how the Perfans 
were enrag’d againft them for this pretended 
Infidelity. 

Nothing _poWever was more unjuft than 
this Reproach, which the Court dwelt much 
upon, to lay on the Armenzans the blame of 
an Event, which indeed cou’d not reafonably 
be laid to any one’s Charge but Breve own. 
Ther Condué, with re{pta& to was 
fuch, as every one muft think was sa 
fign to let the Rebels poffefs themfelyes of 
that City. The Court had not only taken 
the Citizens Arms away, and fent them no 
Affiftance ; but alfo had hinder’d Mirza Sef, 
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the King’s eldeft Son, from aififting them, as 
he was preparing to do; for when, difarm’d 
as they were, they defended themfelvcs againft 
the Aghvans, that Prince, who at the Head 
of a great Body of Cavalry, was marching 
towards Zulfa, to fupport them, the Per- 
fran-General laid held on the Bridle of his 
Horfe, faying, the King would not fuffer him 
to expofe himfelf, for fear any ul Accident 
fhou'd happen to him, which would ditcourage 
the Army. It has always been thought, that the 
falfc Politicks of the Court facrific'd Zulfa and 
the Armenians to the Safety of the Capital ; 
in an Opinion, that when the dghvans had 
loaded themfelves with Raches, they wou’d 
march off with the Booty they had got. 
Thefe Political Refinements are like Chymical 
Remedies ; one runs great Risk in making 
ufe of them. The Mifchief of fuch Faults 
in Policy 1s, that a real and certain Good 
happens to the Enemy, while ee Fruit ex- 
pected from it is always uncertain and often 
chimerical. If the Court had eee fure that’ 
the Aghvans would have returned home af- 
ter they had plunder’d Zulfa, their giving up 
that Citys would have been excufable; but 
novi ing having been ftipulated as to that, 
tney might well have been afraid without Im- 
putation of treachery, that the taking of 
Zulfa would make it fo cafy for the Rebels 
to ftreighten I/pahan, and form the Siege, 
asmuft needs be a Motive for them to un- 
dertake it, It is true, ‘twas the a 
an 
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and Exhortation of thofe that afterwards 
betray'd the King, which determin’d the 
Aghvans to puth theic Point, and be- 
fiege the Capital: But it’s no lefs true, 
that inftead of hearkning to fuch Advice, 
they would have taken it to have been a 
Snare laid in their Way, had they not been 
in Poffeflion of Zulfa and Farabat. The 
Court of Perfia were thus guilty of two great 
Faults : The firft, in abandoning Farabat, by 
which the Rebels got one Foot into Zulfa. 
The fecond, in not defending Zusfa to 
the laft Extremity; becaufe they mught by 
fortifying themfelvesthere, have kept a Com- 
munication open by the Bridge of Zu/fa, and 
have had picntiful Supplies brought to L/pa- 
ban. Thus had the Capital of ‘Perfia been 
kept ourofthe Hands of the Barbarians, who 
could not have reduced it but by Famine. 
*Twas the roth of Afarch, as has been ob- 
ferv'd, when the Aghvans enter’d Farabat ; 
and they poflefs’d themfelves of Zulfa the 
next Days"As they art that Jun@ure thoughr 
much more of returning, than of befieging 
[fpahan, they were for lofing no Time; 
and becaufe the Day following the 21ft of 
March was the firft Day of the Yeacin Perfia, 
where it begins at the vernal Equinox Nhcy 
refolv’d on that Day togive a New- Year's Gitt 
to I/pahan, by a kind of general Affault s 
which was rather a Bravado than a rcal At- 
tack. The River Senderou cutting off all

Mile off, and the Aghvan Army on the o- 
ther fide of it; and befides, the Bridge being 
well guarded, and the Senderou overflowing 
the fame Day, the Affailants could not come 
near the City. Thus the pretended Affault 
ended in the Exchange of fome Puftol-fhor, 
and the filing fome Cannon acrofs the River. 
The Artillery was all out of Order, and could 
do no great Damage; and the Shoutings on 
both fidesdecided nothing, There were fome 
Blows given, and Blood {pile on this Occa- 
fion, near the Bridge of Abufabat, guarded 
by the Perfians ; tor the Aghvans making 
as if they gave ground, to draw the Perfians 
away from the Endge, in purfuit of them ; 
the latter, tho’ veteran Tioops, quitted their 
Poft to charge them; and the Aghvans fa- 
cing about, there was an Engagement, in 
which there were about 200 Perfians flain, 
who fold their Lives dearly, having kil’d at 
leaft as many of the Rebels. As to the ge- 
neral Affaulr, if it deferves t@ be fo call’d, it 
latted fix Hours, and ferv’d as ®OinW to the 
Inhabitants of the City chae was to be af- 
fauited ; who got upon their Houfes, which 
are flat a-top in Perfia, and look’d very quiet- 
ly and fately on the Combatants fighting 
witk~a faver between them. The Manner 
with which the Rebels began the Attack, 
made the Citizens of [/paban recover them- 
felves a little out from Terror with which they 
were ftruck at the Lofs of the Battel of Gzul- 
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nabat. They were afhamed of being allarm’d 
atthe Approach of Men, whoappear’d fo little 
terrible in Adtion : By this means, what the 
Aghvans dcfign’d to terrify the People of 
Ifpahan, only ferv'd on the contrary to ani- 
mate them. 

Myrr-Maghmud had too good Intelligence 
in that Capital, not to be informed of the 
Mifcarriage of his Attempt, which had been 
fomewhat too hafty. He knew they made 
a Jet of his generaf Aflaulr; and thar he 
had loft more Reputation by that A@ion than 
he had acquired by his Victory at Grulnabat, 
He was heartily vex’d ; and being refolved to 
have his Revenge as foonas poflible, he fcarce 
gave his Troopsa Day’s Reft, tho’ in truth 
he {carce they were more tired with hollowing 
thanfighting. The 23d of March, which was 
Alonday in Paffion- Week that Year, was pitch’d 
upon for a new general Affault, in which 
Maghmud pretended to retricve his Repu- 
ration,. But te enable the Reader to judge 
petter of thts fecond AGion, the moft confi- 
derable during the Siege of I/pahan, 1 mutt 
here bricfly defcribe the Situation of the 
Place where it happen’d. 

The River Senderou runs South of I/ahan, 
about a Mile from that City. It pafics fom 
the Weft ta the Eaft; and in the Space of a 
League has four Bridges over it, at an equal 
Diftance of a Mile, leading to the City. 
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That Bridge which is moit to the Weft, and 
above the refit by the Courfe of the River, is 
avery plain one, but very commodious for 
the Armenians of Zulfa, who Trade to or 
from the Weft; becaufe, if it was not for 
that Bridge, they muft take a great Compafs 
about, and crofs the whole City of [/pahan, 
to gain the great and Jong Alley of Tcharbag, 
which reaches from that Capital tothe Bridge 
of Zulfa. 

This Bridge is the fecond in Order, towards 
the Eaft ; andleadsto Zulfz, whence it takes 
its Name. “Tis one of the fineft Pieces of 
Workmanfhip that 1s of its Kind, acccord- 
ing to Zavernier’s Defcription of it, to which 
Irefer ; taking notice here only of as much 
as relatesto my Subyett. “Tis 350 Fect long, 
and from 20 to 60 Feet broad. There’s on 
each fide of it a Gallery of 25 or 30 Feet 
high, and 8 or 9 Feet wide ; fothat one may 
pals in the middle of the Bridge without be- 
ing perceived by any one on each fide of the 
River. Nothing can be a betta “Reprefen- 
tation of it than the Bridges-of Parzs, which 
have Houfes on them ; fuch as the Bridge of 
Notre-Dame, and the Change Bridge. 

Thg.tivrd Bridge, pafling down the River 
E ward, is jutt {uch another Bridge as that 
‘of Lulfa ; at Jeaft with refpect to the Galle- 
ries on each fide of it. It is called the 
Bridge of Gaures, becaufe it leads to their 
Dwellings; and ‘twas on this Account that 
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Schah Abas the Il. Grandfather to Schah 
Huffein, built it, on purpofe to prevent their 
pailing by the great Alley Tcharbag, which 
before this Bridge was built, they muft pafs 
in their way home from I/pahan. 

The fourth Bridge 1s an Old one, a Mile 
below the Ganres, and fomething hke the 
firtt. ’Tis called the Bridge of Chiras ; it 
being the Road-way fiom L/pahan to the Ci- 
ty ot Chiras. 

Of thefe four Bridges the fecond and third 
were fo eafy to defend, by Means of their Gal- 
Jeries; that the 4ghvans did not attempt to 
force their Paflage that way. The othertwa 
were quite open. The firft, tho’ Taverner 
does not tell us 1s Name, fhou’d be the Bridge 
of Abufabat, at which the Rebels made their 
firt Attack the 21ftof March ; and it was at 
the Bridge of Chiras, as my Memoirs obferve, 
ahat they made their fecond in the Manner 
we arc about te relate. 

Theycame up with all poflible Refolution 
“tnd Bravery ; and while one Part of them of- 
fer’d to Ford the River, the other attack’d the 
Bridge itfelf, and at laft pofieficd it, aftera 
vigorous Refiftance. The Officery who com- 
manded at that Poft, wasdn Eunuci., < Man 
of a good Head and Heart, as he fhewed..» 
this Occafion. His Name was Achmet Aga. 
When he faw the Perfians giving way, 
andthe Redelsin Poffeflion of the other 
End of the Bridge, he ran thither with eee 
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oldSoldiers to fupport them, and foon recpver’d 
part of the Ground that had been loft. While 
both Sides were fighting on the middie of 
the Bridge, without any great Advantage on 
cither, a Carpenter of Curlande, named Fa- 
coub, who was pretty knowing in Artillery, 
charged fome Cannon that were upon the Ri- 
ver Bank on I/pahan fide, and haying pointed 
them againft the Aghvens, and taken nght 
Aim, he difcharged his Cannon fo well that 
he clear’d the Bridge of one Part of the Re- 
bels, and obliged the other to gallop off as 
faft as they could. The Eunuch, not cqn- 
tented with having recovered the Bridge, 
for the Defence of which he had toughr, 
follow’d the Aghvans with his beft Troops, 
and did great Execution. 

The Rebels had been ruin’d, if the Gene- 
yal of the Perfian Army, Machmet-lValt, 
had fallen upon them on his fide with his 
Arabs 3 andthe Perfians would have had full 
Revenge for their Difgrace: at G7/uabat. 
But this General, whofe Pay Was 100e— 
Crowns a Day, found his Atcount too well 
in Jengthning out the War, to put an End to 
it fo foon. 

Ongsannot have a better Conception of the 
‘Acwantage, and the Greatnefs of the Service 
done to Perfia by the Eunuch Achmet Agha, 
than by the Deyeftion and Confternation 
this Shock threw the Aghvans into. They 
kept clofe in their Camp feveral Days, none 
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daring to appear out of it; and judging of 
them by the Caution they took to pre- 
vent all Irruption upon them, one would 
havetaken them for Men who rather expedt- 
ed to be beficged, than Troops who in- 
tended to lay fiege to the Capital of a great 
Kingdom. It was now that they thought in 
good Earneft of retiring, and repented of 
their not hearkening to the advantagious 
Propofals which had been made them after 
the Battel of Gzulnadat. ‘They were willing 
to reaflume the Treaty ; and were the firft 
to follicite the Armenians to interpofe in the 
Matter. 

Had the Jatter been difpos'd to take this 
Mediation upon them, Perfia had infallibly 
been fav'd ; the Aghvans wanting only an ho- 
nourable Gate for them to go out of this Af- 
fair. But fuch was the Situation of the mi- 
ferable Inhabitants of Za/fa, that they were 
not proper to negotiate a Ticaty, which cou’d 
not fucceed without their toral ruin. They 
knew how ‘anuch the Court and City of I/pa- 
ban were fer againfi them; that nothing lefs 
was talk’d of there than the Deftiuction of 
their Cuy by Fire and Sword, as {oon as the 
Rebels were gone. That,the very Women 
talk’d fo in the Markets, loading them ‘sith 
Curfes, and threarning to tearthe Armenian 
Children out of their Mothers Bellies. Be- 
fides this, they judged very mghtly, that the 
Aghvans would not march homeward till 
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they had ogain fack’d their City; and thar 
even the Perfians would abandon them in a 
Treaty to the Difcretion of the Barbarians ; 
that the greateft Part of them had no better 
courfe totake than to follow the Rebels to Can- 
dahar ; and the latter were fo well perfuaded 
of it, that they promifed them as a Favour, 
to take them with them, if the Peace 
was concluded by their Means. Thefe Con- 
fiderations made them deaf to the Sollicita- 
tions of the Rebels fo. their mediating an 
Accomodation, which they would by no 
Means hearken to. And this is the ftrongeft 
and jufteft Reproach that the Perfians have 
againft them; and if ever the latrer fhould 
again be Matters, the Armenzans have nothing 
to think of but quitting the Kingdom, unlets 
they would expofe themfclves to the Fury of 
an enrag’d and powerful Enemy. 

While Myrr-Maghmud was in vain pref 
fing the Armenians to engage in a Negotia- 
tion of Peace with the 7a Court, he 
Iearn’d by his Spies in Ifpahar;~ and’ other 
Advices, that the Perfians thought of nothing 
Jefs than of attacking him ; and though they 
had been fo difpofed, they were in no Condi- 
tion tg undertake it. He found he had taken 
a fife Alarm ; but what encourag’d him 
moft was, the new Engagement he enter’d 
into with Machmet-Wali, ‘The latter, up- 
on the Exclufion of the Athemat-Doulet 
was left fole General of the Royal age 
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The Athemat-Doulet, after having betray’d 
the publick Caufe, came off with fo flight 
a Mortification, and continu’d in the Office 
of Prime Minifter. Thus Myrr-Maghmud 
having nothing to fear on the Part of the Ge- 
neral of the Peri an Army, refolv'dto Ict the 
Time fiide, and to watch for an Opportunity 
to refume his Proje€& more fuccefsfully ; 
which Refolution was the more fuitable to 
him; for that, if he had really an Intention 
to retire, he would have been obliged to flay 
till his Horfes were in Cafe for it, which 
were now only Skin and Bones, and not at 
ail in a Condition for fo long a March. 

It is not certainly known, whether Mach- 
met-Wal, General of the Arabs, had then 
formed any Defign to dethrone the King ; 
‘tis ftill prefum’d that he thought only of 
weakening him, and ftrengthning Myrr-Magh- 
youd, that he might one Day, by favour of 
his Afliftance, render himfelf Independent in 
his Principality ‘of Hacvufa. Certain it is, 
he was tli..rin ftré& Intelligence with Myrr- 
Maghmud, who, perhaps, ‘did not difcover 
to him the full Extent of his Views; and it 
was not till after he had made fure of Mach- 
met-Wal1, that he determin’d to vufh the 
Siege of I/pahan to the utmoft. 

As foon as this Refolution was fix’d, he 
apply’d himfelf to furnifti his Camp with all 
forts of Neceffaries for {£0 important an En- 
terprize, which he forclfaw wou'd run out 
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into Length; the Aghvans, as has been ob- 
ferv'd, knowing nothing of a Siege; and he 
could have no Hopes of taking the Capital 
but by Famine, which would confume. Time, 
and confequently a: great Quantity of Provi- 
fions. 

The reft of this Month of March, and-all 
April, he employ’d in getting thefe Provi- 
fions to his Camp; which was facilitated by 
a tacit {ufpenfion of Arms on one fide and 
the other ; for fiom the 23d of March, when 
the Aghvans werc repulsd at Chzras Bridge, 
to the Beginning of May, neither Side at- 
tempted to pafs the River by which they 
were both {eparated. 

But if the dghvans did nothing on the 
City Side, they made up for it on that of the 
Country, where they plunder’d the neaghbour- 
ing Towns and Villages, and brought away 
all the Provifions and Forage. Some of the 
Towns ftood out againft them, and coula not 
be forced by them; but moft of them were 
reduced, by cutting off their Wacer, anda 
great many werc forfaken by the Inhabitants, 
who fied where they con’d with their Effects. 
All the Detachments fent out by the Rebels, 
returned loaden with great Booty ; fo that the 
Crmp was foon full of ail forts of Provifions, 
juthcient to fupply them feveral Months. 

In the mean while Myrr-Maghmud amus'd 
the Court of Perja with divers Negotia- 
tions; Couriers were always going and com- 
ing from I/paban tothe Camp, and from the 
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Camp to J/pahan ; and by the help of thefe 
publick Negotiations, fecret ones were carried 
on; and fome by Emiflaries, who went by 
Night more than by Day; fo that Maghmud 
having bound his Party well together, by 
means of his Correfpondents in the Capital, 
who informed him of the Condition every 
thing was in, and being well provided with 
all Neceflaries for hazarding a Siege, refolv’d 
in the Beginning of May to open himfclf a 
Paffage on the River,’ coft what itt would. 

He made his Attack at the Biidge of 4- 
bufabat, the Weltermoft of the four Bridges 
over the Senderou, which he had attempted 
in vain the next Day after the taking of Za/- 
fa. He found not fo much Refiftance in the 
fecond Attack as he met with in the firft. 
The Georgzans, who had the Charge of de- 
fending it, were for the moft Part drunk or 
aflecp ; fo that they were at no more Trouble 
than pafling over their Bodies in maftering 
the Bridge. Tis ‘Paffage being once open, pait 
of, the Army follow’d, and {pread themfelves 
about Ifpahan, which they began to inveft 
on all Sides the fame Day. They then for- 
tified the Pafles fo ftrongly, that nothing could 
go in or come out of the City. 

It was not till then thought in the neish- 
bouting Countries, that the Rebels did {e- 
rioufly itend to form the Siege of L/pahan ; 
People ftill flatter’d themfelves, that after they 
had plunder'd Zujfa, and the Neighbourhood, 
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they wou’d return with their Booty. In this 
Imagination they neglected laying up Stores 
in the Capital ; but when they underftood 
the Rebels had pafs’d the River, apd block’d 
up the City on all fides, they began to 
awake, and to confider how to fuccour it. 
This general Movement might have produc’d 
fomething, had there becn an able Chief to 
have kept them together, with fufficient Au- 
thority to have united the feveral Cantons, 
andhave obliged them to actin Concert : But 
there was no little City nor Town which 
woud not act of itfelf. Further, two Fa- 
Gionsin the fame City cou’d not refoive to 
fufpend their Animofitics, to join together a- 
gainft the Common Enemy; and, as if the 
Rout of the Rebels, and the rarfing the Siege 
of Ifpahan, had been at their Difpofal, and 
in their Power, each Fadtion would referve 
the Glory to itfelf, and was afraid left 
the contrary Party fhou’d have a fhare of it. 
Thus the War was carried on by Parties. 
Ali the different Bodies of Tidops, which, 
ifjoin’d together, wou’d infallibly have beaten 
the Detachments Maghmud {cnt out into 
the Courtry during the Siege, were defeated 
in twelve Encounters, which were call’d 
ombats, tho’ not worthy of that Name, 
and made a great Noife all over A/a, where 
they were talk’d of as fo many fet Battels, in 
which the Aghvans had always the Advan- 
tage, 
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The only one of all thefe Aations, that 
deferves Attcntion, and may be call’da Com- 
bat, was that where a Body of 5000 Men, 
raifed by 4-Merdan-Kan, Prince of Lo- 
riffan, was cut in Pieces by the Imprudence 
of his Brother ; for while that General was 
making other Levies to joyn thofe s000 
Men, and was preparing a great Convoy for 
Ifpahan, his Brothei, jealous of the Glory he 
was about to acquirs, found Means to de- 
bauch his Men by giving them Money, and 
engag’d them to follow him againft the Ene- 
my; but being a raw Soldier, he behaved 
fo ill, and led them fo unadvifedly, that the 
5000 Mcn were totally routed, and he him- 
felf efcaped with Difficulty, the Fight having 
been very bloody. 

This was one of the Perfians moft confi- 
derable Loffes fince the Battel of Gzulnabat ; 
and caufed fo much the more A ffli@ion over 
all the Kingdom, by how much the Perfans 
had paced all their Hopes in this {mall Body 
ofthe Army, which confifted indeed of pick’d 
Men, and, above alJ, in the Capacity of the 
brave Alz-Merdan-Kan, who had form’d it. 

But no Body was fo much concern’d as this 
Lord, who was doubly intérefted by the Lofs 
itfelf, and by tlhe Hand from whence it canic. 
He was at an infinite dea! of Pains to affemble 
thefe $000 Men, chofen Troops, who wanted 
only agood Commander. He pretended not to 
give Battel to the Aghvans with a Number of 
Men (fo inferior totheirs; propofing nothingmore 
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to himfelf than to force one of their Pofts, 
and to make way for his great Convoy, which 
was quite ready to enter I/paban. lt was 
very practicable, and in all likelihood would 
have fucceeded. “Tis alfo certain, that the 
Confidence People had in his Ability would 
have animated the Befieged , and his Vigilance 
and Authority, would have been too hard for 
the Artifices of a General, who betray’d the 
Party which he headed. On the Eve of the Day 
when he wasto execute his Project, he faw all his 
Meafures broken by the blind Jealoufy of a 
Brother, who, tho’ younger, and without Ca- 
pacity, had all his Life long been Jabouring to 
fupplant him. This unlucky Biother ob- 
tained his End fomeYears before ; and manag’d 
his Intrigucs fo well with the Eunuchs and 
Minifters, that he got himfelf put in his Bro- 
ther’s Place in the Principality of Lorftan, 

and the latter to be confin’d at Kerman. 
Whatever Caufe of Refentment 4/4 Mer- 
dan- Kan had againft the Court, he heagken’d 
to nothing but his Zeal and his Duty, when 
he heard the Aghvans were marching tow ards 
Ifpahan. We made his Efcape from the Place 
of his Exile, to go and fupport the totiering 
Throne of a King by whom he had himlelf 
been ftripp’d of his Principality. He was at 
the Bartel of Gzulnabat, and had given evi- 
dent Proofs of his Fidelity and Courage. 
Since that fatal Day his fole BufinefS had been 
to find out Means to fuccour his King inthe 
mott 
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moftt prefling Neceffity. All his Cares, his 
Credit, and his Wealth, had been thus em- 
ploy’d ; and at lait he faw him(elf in a Con- 
dition to undertake it, when he found in his 
own Brother an Enemy, who ruin‘d all his 
Hopes. He had pardon’d his former Trea- 
fons, but could not ftand out againft thislatt ; 
and having him in his Power, he rid him- 
{clf of him, tho’ not without great Regret, 
and very forry he was that there was no o- 
ther way for him to put an End to his Trea- 
fons. The Vidtory gain’d by the Aghvans 
en this Occafion was compleat; but they 
made that ufe of their Advantage which Bar- 
bartans arc wont to do; for having given 
Quarter to thofe that furviv’d the Battel, and 
laid down their Arms only, on their fwear- 
ing to {pare their Lives, they cut the Throats 
of all of rhcm, a few excepted, from whom 
they hop’d to receive great Sums for their 
iianfom. 

So“viack a Perfidy remain’d not without 
Panifhment; and on this Occafion it was 
that the Town of Ben-Ifpaban, who had 
given the Rebels more Trouble than any Ci- 
ty in Perfia, began to fignalize *herfelf a- 
gaint them. This Town /s not above three 
Miles from the Capital whofe Name it bears. 
"Tis pretty ftrong, and fituated as to be able 
to make a Defence. The Inhabitants of the 
Towns and Villages about it, alarm’d by the 
Defeat of the Perfian Army, had removed 
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thither with their Effects, as toa Place of Safety. 
The Men of Ben-Ifpahan,ready to take hold of 
all Opportunities to fall on the Rebels, were in- 
form’d, that the Body of Aghvans, who had 
defeated 4U;-Merdan-Kan’s \ittle Army, re- 
treated very negligently, and brought with 
them all the Baggage and Provifions defign’d 
for Ifpahan, which they found in the Enemics 
Camp. On this Advice they waited for their 
Return; and falling briskly upon them, thcy, 
without much Difficulty, defeated Troops, fa- 
tigu’d with a long Fight, who not expecting 
to be attack’d, march’d in Diforder, and alt 
the Security which was a natural Effect of fo 
late a Vidtory. The Men of Bea-I/pahan re- 
cover'd by this allthe Booty the Rebels had 
taken from the Army of 4-Merdan- Kan. 
They were carrying home the Provifions and 
Baggage when Myrr-Maghmud difdaining 
that a fimple Town fhou’d put fuch an Af- 
front op him in fight of the Capital, which 
he was befieging, refolved te revenge it in 
Perfon; and mounting on Horfeback, put 
himfclf at the Head of a great Body of Troops, 
with which he march’d againft the Men of 
'Ben-Ifpahan, who retir’d in good Order. 
He was receiv’d with more Refolution and 
iVigcr than he expected, or had met with 
from the Perfians. The Men of BenLfpa- 
ban beat him, and cut off moft of the Troops 
lhe had with him. He himfelf was hard put 
to it to make his Efcape, full of Confufion 
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and Rage at his being forced to Jcave, to the 
Difcretion of the Conquerors, feveral Pri- 
foners of Importance, fome of them his near- 
eft Relations, whom he could not gct out of 
their Hands. He was no fooner retnincd to 
his Camp, than out of fear that the Men of 
Ben-Ifpahan would ule Reprifals, and treat 
their Prfoners as 4/-Merdan-Kan's Soldicrs 
had been treated by his own Troops contrary 
to their Oath given, and the Law of Nati- 
ons ; he in hafte fent an Exprefs to the Kins, 
to pray him to interpofe his Authority to fave 
ther Lives, promifing that if thofe Aghvan 
Prifoners were well usd, he might expe& an 
Accommodation. The King immediately di 
patch’d an Ofhcer of his Court, nam’d Mirza 
Raham, whom the Aghvans themfelves con- 
ducted to Ben-Ifpahan. But the Officer came 
too late: He faw the dead Bodies of thofe 
Prifoners fixed upon Stakes, among whom 
were an Uncle of Myrr-Maghmud's, s, one of 
his Byothers, and two of his Coufins; and 
that Officer complaining that the Men of 
Ben-Ifpahan had been too quick, they re- 
ply’d boldly, That Barbarians who broke 
their Oaths, ought not to be furprifed that 
they had fo treated thofe Men to whom they 
had promis‘d nothing. 

This cruel, tho’ juft Execution, deftroy’d 
all Hope of a Peace by a Treaty. The Re 
bels, who by the Dfage their Fellows met 
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what they were to expe&t from the Perfians 
if they got the Maftery, refolved to give no 
Quarter; and the fame Day maflacred all 
their Prifoners, as fo many Victims due to 
the Manes of their Countrymen thus treated 
at Ben-Ifpahan. 

However, they were ftranecly difpirited by 
the Check they had juft mct with from thote 
Men. Inftcad of prefling the Siege of the 
Capital, they contented themfelves with fur- 
nifhing well the principal Pofts in the Neigh- 
bourhood of that Place, and fecuring the Pait- 
fage of the Bridge of bufabat. The reft of 
the Army returned to the Camp at Farabat, 
leaving but few Troops cven at Zulfa. 

Here was a fair Opportunity to deliver T/- 
pakan, had it been taken hold of; and that 
it Was not, wasno Fault of the Armenians of 
Zulfa. Tho’ the Perfians had accus'd them 
of favouring the Aghvans, it 1s certain the 
King had not more taithful and more intelli- 
gent Spies than they had been, from whom 
he received conftant Advice of whatever pafs'd 
in the Rebels Camp. Alyrr-Maghmud him- 
felf difcover’d fome of them, whom he put 
to a crucl Death for their Treachery. Wacen 
they faw the Dejection the Aghvans were 
fallen into fince their late Deteat, they nor 
only informed the King of it, but were the 
firft that folicited and prefs’d him to take Ad- 
vantage of that Conjunéture, and to ftifle all 
Reproaches, well or ill grounded; they ex- 
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horted him to make himfelf Mafter of Zulfa, 
fhewing how eafily it might be done, offer- 
ing to be themfelves aflifting in it, by putting 
the few Aghvans that remained there to 
Death, as foon as they faw the Royal Army 
advance. 

Tiuc it is, the Aghvans were in fuch a 
Condition that the Perfians would have met 
with no great Refiftance ; and if they had fe- 
cur'd Zulfa, the City of I/pahan had been 
delivered. The Bridge of Abufabat attack’d 
on the Side of Zu/fa and that of I/pahan at 
the fame time, could not have held out; and 
that Paflage being cut off, there would have 
been no Communication Ieft between the 
Rebels in the Pofts about I/pahan, and the 
reft of the Army cncamp’d at Farabat ; and 
had no other Profit accru’d by this Enterprize, 
than opening a Paflage for a great Convoy of 
feveral thoufand Camels loaden with Provifi- 
ons, which waited for the Moment in the 
Neighbourhood, the Place had ar leaft been 
revictualled, and the Courage of the befieg’d 
been rais’d ; for they feared Famine much 
more than the Aghvans. 

The King highly approved of the Propofi- 
tion, and immediately order’d the General to 
march with the Army, and put it in Exccution. 
But the latter, who for fome time had bc- 
tray’'d him, and was fo deeply engag’d with 
Myrr-Maghmud, that he thought juftly enough 
fic fhould be undone, and all would come 
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out if the King continu’d Matter, eluded thar 
Order by making fhew of crecuting i. He 
at firft march’d his Army out at the City 
Gates, but foon after march’d them in again 
under various Pretences. Sometimes he {aid 
he had Advice, that 4/:-Merdan-Kan’s Ar- 
my, the Defeat of which was not yct known, 
were ju(t upon arriving, and sar ene of 
their Troops would render the Execution of 
the Project more certain ; and fometimes he 
fecmed to doubt the Sincerity of the Arme- 
mans, and did not think it fit to truft the 
only Army the Stare then had on their bare 
Word. And as the Perfans ftood in need 
of him, and durft not feem to fufpect his Fi- 
delity, they were forced to accept his Excu- 
fes, and lofe the faireft Oppoitunity which 
eve. offer’d for the Deliverance of the City, 
’Twas about the fame time, that News 
came of the Defeat of 4/z-Merdan-Kan’s 
Troops, which they had not heard of before; 
and what augmented the Defolation »which 
this Musforrune causd, was further Advice 
that there was no Hope of Succour from the 
Prince of Georgza ; which happen’d thus: 
When the King was inform’d of the Lofs 
of the Batrel of Giu/nabat, the Rupture of 
the propofed Accommodation, and the Ap- 
proach of the Aghvan Army towards I/pa- 
han, and faw he was like to be befieg’d, he 
thought the fureft way to free himfelf from 
this Embarrafsment, was to fend for the Princ, 
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of Georgia, on whofe Capacity and Valour he 
might rely. The Dithculty was how he 
fhould regain that Prince, on whom the 
greateft Affront had becn put, by fignifying 
to him an Order for him to return home, juft 
as he was about breaking in upon the Lefgi- 
ans with an Army of 6cooo Men; and it 
could not bur be known that he had then 
{worn at the Head of his Forces, never to 
draw Sword for the King, or the State. The 
King was forry after he had carry’d things 
with fo high a Hand, to fee himfelf oblig’d 
to have recourfe to the Georgzan Prince; but 
fuch was the Extremity to which he was dri- 
ven, that twas refolv’d to fet every thing a- 
fide, and endeavour to regain and appeafe 
him; for which Schah Huffemm took the beft 
Courfe that could be. He fent him the moft 
inagnificent Prefents; to thefe he join’d a 
Letter, che Contents of which did not run 
fo much upon Juftification and Apology, as 
lus Sarrow and Excufes for what had pals‘d, 
ceaceived in fuch Terms as might more than 
make him amerids, coming from a King ta 
his Vaflal. He confefs’d he had been in the 
wrong to {natch the Arms out of. his Hands, 
when he was on the point of chaftifing his 
Enemies, and thofe of the State; and ac- 
knowledg’d at Jaft, notwithftanding the Sufpi- 
cions which had been without grounds rais’d 
againft him, that he never had a more true 
and faithful Friend. He then fhewed him, 
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that the Time was now come for him to prove 
himfelf fo, by giving him effential Marks of 
his Friendfhip in the prefling Neceflity to 
which he was reduced; and after having fet 
before his Eyes what he had done upon Oc- 
cafions for his Family, and his whole Nation, 
he added, that if Gratitude obliged him to 
nothing with regard to him, fomething was 
at leaft owing to the Blood of the Princes, 
Reftom-Kan and Koftrow- Kan his Brothers, 
and fo many Georgzans, whom the Aghvans 
had moft barbaroufly murder’d. On Prince 
Vachtanga’s Anfwer to this Letter depended 
the Safety or Lofs of the Kingdom; for it is 
fill the general Belief in Perfa, thar it that 
Prince had only made a Shew of marching to 
the King’s Affiftance, the Aghvans would 
not have ftaid for his coming, but have made 
what hafte they could home: Spite pre- 
vail'd on this Occafion ; tho’ when the Voice 
of Duty was too weak, that of Compaflion 
at leaft ought to have been heard. Vae>tan- 
ga faw his King fuppliant, as one may fay, 
upon his Knees, imploring his Protcétion in 
the moft extreme Peril, without being mov’d. 
A Word only would have fav’d him; and 
fuch was his implacable Refentment, that he 
refus'd him even that. But to prove that 
when a Perfon is wanting to his King, he is 
wanting to himfelf, and that when a Throne 
falls, thofe to whom it was a Support met 
fall with it, Heaven permitted that Prince 
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Vachtanga fhould be one of the firft Victims 
of his own Hard-heartednefs; for after the 
taking of Ifpahan, the Turks made an Irrup- 
tion into Georgia, when it was draind of Sol- 
diers ; and Vachtanga being in no Condition 
to refit them, was forced to fly. He took 
Refuge at Petersburgh in Auguft, 1725. and 
found there more Compaflion in his Misfor- 
tunes than he had had for his King’s; the 
Czarma giving hima very kind Reception, 
and affigning him an honourable Penfion, on 
which he has fubfifted ever fince ; a Fugitive 
outed of his Dominions, to which theie 1s 
no Appearance that he will ever return. 
When ali Hope of Succour fiom Georga was 
over, the Perfiazns began ta conceive new 
Fears. For the firft Alarms on the Arrival 
of the Aghvans, and the taking of the 
Biidge of Abufabat, had not for fome time 
given them much Difturbance ; tho’ the latter 
being in the Enemies Hands, the C:ty was 
fhut up by it, and all Communication from 
ie cut off. They hop’d the News of 
the March of V’achtanga would have ud 
them of an Enemy who block’d up the City, 
but that was all. They made no Attempt to 
force it; or if they did, they appear’d to be 
fuch Novices in Attacks of Places, that their 
Affaults were only a Sight for the Citizens 
of If/pahan, who from their Houfes Tops 
look’d on them as fuch for their Amufement. 
Tie firtt Months of the Siege pafs’d in this 
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manner, the Inhabitants of the Capital living 
in as great Security as if they had not been 
beficged. But the Defeat of all the fmall 
Bodies that were coming to their Afliftance 
at laft awaken’d them, and renewed their 
Difquicts both in Court and City, efpecially 
when they defpair’d of Vachtanga’s coming. 
"Twas belicy’d that all thofe fmall Bodies of 
Troops which the Rebels had beaten, mifcar- 
ryd in their Enterprizes more thro’ want of 
Condué than want of Zeal, and by enga- 
ging the Enemy apart; whereas if they had 
been all joined under one Chief, whofe Au- 
thority might be futhcient to unite them, and 
keep them in fome Order, their Enterprizes 
would have been more fuccefsful. 

They caft ther Eyes on Prince Thamas, 
Schah Huffern’s third Son, to be their Chief. 
His two Eldeft had already becn in their Turn 
declar’d Succeflors to the King their Father. 
Mirza-Seft, the eldeft of all of them, took a 
Difguét in a Month’s Time, as 1s feen 1 its 
placc, or perhaps we are made to believe fo. 
‘The fecond Son, who was afterwards fubfi- 
tuted in his room, was more unhappy; for 
the Eunuchs, who were Mafters of every 
thing, having taken Umbrage at his Condua, 
got him to be again confin’d in the Haram,from 
whence he had been taken. Thofe that have 
fuffer’d Outrage to a certain Point being ne- 
ver brought upon the Stage again, and the 
Name and Authority of a Son of the King 
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being wanted to unite all the Provinces, and 
all Parties under one and the {ame Command, 
the third Son was preferr’d to his two clder 
Brothers, tho’ he had not yet appear’d in the 
World. 

He was for this purpofe taken out of the 
Haram, as the Kingdonr’s laft Hope ; and to 
qualify him to compel Obcdience, the King 
declar’d him his Succeflor in the Throne with 
great Solemnity. He alfo made him his 
Lieutenant, with full Power throughout all 
Perfia. After he had been puilickly recog- 
niz’d as fuch, the Queflion was, how he might 
with Safety pafs through the Rebels, who in- 
vefted the City on all Sides. A good Efcorte 
of 500 fiout Soldieis were pick’d out of the 
Band calicd Kagzat’s for that Scrvice. They 
were hardy and trufty Fellows, of approv'’d 
Fidelity. They conduéted him to well by 
private Ways, that maugre all the Obftacles 
they met with, the Prince was in twenty-fonr 
Hours March upon a Stretch brought to a 
Plate of Safety. 

Prince Thamads was now in a Condition 
to act; but he did not find things in the good 
Difpofition which the Court flatrer’d them- 
felves with. Moft of the People in the Coun- 
try round about I/pahan were difhearten’d 
with the ill Succefs of all their Attemprs, and 
had retired into remoter Provinces. It was 
nat eafy to make them return, and reaffem- 
ble to oppofe the Rebels, As to the Troops 
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on the Frontieis, thofe that were on the Bor- 
ders of the Lefgians could not quit their 
Pofts, which, fo weaken’d were they by fe- 
veral Lofics, they could hardly maintain. The 
fame Excufe ferv’d for thofe that were potted 
on the Turk:/fh Frontiers. Others excus’d 
themfelves on account of fome pretended 
Privileges granted them by Schah Abbas, by 
vertue of which they faid they were not to 
ferye any where but on the Frontier. Others, 
quite difpirited by ul Succefics, were gone 
home, where they in Peace look’d on the 
Tempeft, by which they were themfelves to 
be foon overwhelm’d. “Twas to no purpofe 
for Prince Thamas to fend Order aiter Order, 
telling them that the Neceflities of the King- 
dom, and the Danger of the Capiral, ready to 
fail into the Hands of Barbarzans, ought to 
prevail over all other Confiderations. He 
was not able to make himtelf fear’d, and his 
Orders thercfore were not obey’d ; the leaft 
Pretence was fufficient to difobey him., Thus 
tho’ there were 50000 regular Tioops onthe 
Fronticrs, 20000 towards Karabegre on Tur- 
key Side, 9000 Kagzans on the Side of Tar- 
Zary, 120p0 towards Hyrcanta and Mount 
Caucafis, and 7.000 on the Borders of the 
Great Mogul, Prince Thamas could get little 
or no Succour. 

There was another Militia in the Kingdom 
eftablith’d by Schah Abas, which vy. ould have 
been very fcrviceable to Piince Lhamas, if 
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they had not been negle@ed in the laft 
Reigns; cfpecially that of Schah Huffer. 
It confitted of the Nobility to whom Schah 
Abas gave Lands, on Condition they fhou’d 
ferve with a certain Number of ther Vaffals 
when required ; fomething like the Tzmariots 
in Turkey ; excepting that thofe Tzmarzots are 
only for Life, and a fort of Commanderies 
which defcend not to their Childern ; whereas 
in Perfia they are Hereditary, which was the 
Occafion of raining that Militia. For having 
been a hundred Years in poffeflion of ihefe 
Lands from Father to 5on, ever fince the Reign 
of Schah Abus, they look’d upon them as 
Eftates of the Family: And the little Care thae 
was taken to keep them to their Duty, gave 
them Reaton to think fo. A Piece of Negli- 
gence the morc blameable, for that this Mili- 
tia confifted of 30c000 Men, and were a fure 
Reflource on any {udden or prefling Occafion 5 
but now were come to nothing, tor want of 
being employ’d from time totume. Whence 
it was, that hardly any of them appear’d at 
Prince Thamas’seSummons. Mott of them 
pretended they were not oblig’d to march, 
but in a general Expedition, where the King 
commanded in Perfon; and.if fome of them 
furnifh’d their Contingency, by fending a few 
of their Peafants, thefe Soldiers, ill paid, and 
worfe difciplin’d, had not march’d half Way, 
before they were as much fatigued, as others 
are at the End of a Campaign; and return’d 
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Home again. Prince Thamas finding fo little 
Zeal and Affiftance in the natural Subjcéts of 
the Kingdom, who as Perj:ans onght to have , 
intercfted themfelves more in the Prelervation 
of the Monarchy, expected much lefs from the 
Fidelity of the litle Princes dependant on 
Perfia, who did not think fo much of 
fuccouring it, as of taking advantage of the 
prefent Diforder of Affairs to fhake off their 
Dependancys a Scrvitude they endure no 
longer than they are compell’d to it, nor 
than when thcy can fet themfelves free 
with Impunity. Thus the Prince’s going 
out of I/pahan produc'd nothing of what 
was expeéted for the Relicf of the City; and 
all the Bencfit 1t did the King his Father, was 
the preferying him asa Jatt Refource for the 
Royal Family, in the Fall with which they 
were threaten’d. 

"Tis evident by what has been faid of the 
ill Difpofition in which Prirce Thamas tound 
Things when he was at Liberty to a@. that 
he was by no means in a Condition to d& any 
thing confiderable for the Deliverance of I/pa- 
fan. He coud not get out till about the 
Jatrer End of May at fooneft, and the City 
being furrounded towards the End of O€o- 
ber, the Space of five Months Time between 
them was not enough for him to get a futh- 
cient Strength to relieve it s efpecially con- 
fidering, how difinclin’d the Pcople were ta 
that Service. 

However, 
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However, there are fome who pretend this 
Prince might have done more than he did. 
What Grounds they have for it I can’t tell. 
They fay there was Defign and Artifice in it, 
and that it had been fuggefted to lim, that 
if the Siege of Ifpahan was rais'd, it might 
well happen to him, as to his two clder 
Brothers, who aftcr they had been declared 
Succetlors to Schuh Huffern, were degraded 
thro’ the Jcalouly and Intrigues of the Eunuchs, 
and confin’d in a Corncr of the Haram, 
without Hope of cver getcing out again: 
That upon this Suggeftion, he refolv‘d to Jet 
Ifpahan be taken, propofing to himfelf to come 
afterwards ar the Head of all the Troops of 
the Kingdom to drive away the Aghvans, 
wihch would fecure to him his Right of Suc 
ceflion to the Crown, and render it incoa- 
teflable. Thefe Sufpicions are perhaps ll- 
grounded: but it muft be allow’d, that Prince 
Thamas’s Gondu& contributed a great deal 
to ftrengthen them. For while his Father 
wag reduc'd to the Jaft Extremity in 1/pabhan, 
he paft his Timean Diverfions and nuptial Re- 
joicings ; infomuch, that he receiv’d the fa- 
tal News of the taking of the Gapital, the 
very Day he was married with the utmoft'Pomp, 
and in the midit of Fire- Works and IJumina- 
tions made on that Occafion. This dreadtul 
News put an End to the reftival, which was 
nog at all faurable to at. 
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In the mean time, the Citizens of Ifpahan 
finding no Advantage by the Prince’s Icaving 
the City, that the Agsvens fhut them up 
clofer every Day, and that there was no Pro- 
fpect of any Succour, grew tumultuous, and 
ran to the King’s Palace, which he had not 
ftirr’d out of from the beginning of the Siege 
to that Hour. They cry’d out, that ‘twas a 
Shame to fuffer themfelves to be undermin’d by 
little and little, without one bold Effort for 
their Deliverance 5 and iince there was nothing 
to be expected from Without, they demanded 
to be led themfelves againft the Enemy, 
while they were yet able to fight. They were 
referr’d tothe General, who nevei wanted Rea- 
fons to clude their Inftances. Sometimes he 
amus‘d them with the approaching Arrival of 
Prince Thamas: fometimes he feem’d to com- 
ply wath their Zeal, and wou'd put himfelf at 
the Head of a Number of them, as if he wou’d 
attack the Enemy ; but they were fcarce out 
of the Gates, before he had fome Excufe or 
another to bring them in again: as pare:cu- 
larly, that the Hour was nct favourable, the 
Perfians being very {uperftitious, and much 
given to obferve Hours and Seafons. 

But it not being poffible in their prefent 
Situation, to amufe the People any longer, 
who grew weary of Delays, and loft all 
Patience, they mutiny’d, and crowded again 
and again to the Haram, crying out, Let- the 
King put himfelf at our Head, and lead us 
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avainft the Enemy. Good Words were at 
firft given them, and they were put off with 
a Promife of the King’s Anfwer the next 
Day. But the People not trufting to this 
Promife, cry’d out again, that they wou'd 
ice the King ; and the Sedition increas’d fo 
much, that the Eunuchs fir’d Ball on the 
Multitude out of the Palace Windows, which 
difpers'd them, and fupprefsd the Sedition 
for that time, tho’ 4 had a very ill Effe& 
afterwards For the Citizens feeing there 
was no Hopes of any Help from the King, 
who flept over the Miferies which threatn’d 
him, and cou’d not be drawn out of his 
Palace, as much as his Life and Crown were 
in danger, loft all Courage, and every one 
thought of himfelf only, and how to deliver 
himielf from the Danger which feem’d inevi- 
table. To this‘End they withdrew in fuch 
Numbers by little and Inttle, with the tacic 
Connivance of the Aghvans, who were not 
forrv to fee the City difpeopled, that when 
the’Famine came upon'them, and they re- 
folv'd to try one Effort, there was not 
People enough Jeft to make it. 

Achmet- Agha, the brave Eunuth who fo 
well defended the Bridge of Chéras, and had 
fignaliz’d himfelf on feveral other Occafions, 
fecing how things were going, and that all 
woud foon be loft, if the People did not 
recOver their Spirits by fome vigorous Action, 
put himfclf at the Head of fome old Troops 
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which he commanded, and attempr’d to force 
one of the chief Pofts of the Aghvans. The 
Biow wou'd have been the more important, 
for that if it had fucceeded, the City wou'd 
have becn revictual’d for a !ong time, there 
being feveral Thoufand Camels loaden with 
Provifions three Leagues off, which Convoy 
waited only for the opening a Paflage to 
enter I/pahan. Achmet atack’d the Pott 
very vaitantly, and had without doubt car- 
ry'd at, af Afachmet-IVal: had contnbuted 
ever fo little towards it 5 butthe latter, inftead 
of fupporting him, bafely fortook him, and 
him{elf and his Troops were repuls’d Alach- 
met-}Valz tearing his Kemonftrance, was before- 
hand with him, and complain’d to the King, 
that the Eunuch had encroach’d upon his Office, 
and fought on his own Head; that lus Sally 
was untcafonable, and had loft a Part of the 
King’s beft Soldiers. The King fuffer’d him- 
felf to be impos’d on by this Mifreprefenta- 
tion, and being accuftom’d ‘to fall out with 
no body but thofe that ferv’d him beft, Was 
very angry with the loyal Eunuch when he 
return'd, and chid him for fighting without 
Oider. Achmet boie all his Anger with the 
Bravery he fhewéd in Battcl. He told him 
plainly he was dupe’d by a Traytor who be- 
tray’d him, and endeavour'd only to palliate 
his Treafon, when by the Extremity of Fa- 
mine he fhould be reduced to deliver him*elf 
ta the Aghvans ; that as for his own Part,

he would meddle no more, but would dye 
at his Mayefty’s Feet before the Traitor fhould 
gain his Ends ; that he might not have the Af- 
fliction to fee him pull’d from hts Throne by 
the Treachery of a Wretchin whom he cone 
fided, and who was more his Enemy than the 
Aghvans themfelves. He then withdrew, 
and his great Soul not being able to bear 
fuch unjuft Repreaches, he rook Poilon, and 
the next Day was found dead tn his Bed. He 
was generally belov’d and cftcem’d, and ac- 
cordingly univertally lamented. Every body 
mourn’d for the Lofs of the only Man tlat 
had hitherto kept up their Hopes; and his 
Lots threw thofe into Detpair, that had not 
till then look’d on their State as de{perate. 
The Aghvans never thought themtclves fo 
fure of taking the City, as when they heard 
of his Death ;\which their General took care 
to acquaint them with, as foon as himiclf 
knew it. ee was the only one of the 
Perfian Generals, whom they dreaded for his 
Cendudt and Courage; and it is ceitan, if 
he had been General in the room of Alach- 
met Walz, they would not fo obftinately have 
continu’d the Fiexe of Ifpaban. ‘Jhourh he 
was an Eunuch, he had noghing of the Me-n- 
nels of that Sort of People, and would tomes 
times {peak to the King with chat Freedom 
and Refolucion, which none were capable of 
byZhimlelf. As this one Inftance mak«s ap- 
pear; in that he ence by his own Authoriry 
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took the Meat defign’d for the King’s Table, 
and diftributed ic among the Soldiers, making 
a Jcft of the Houfhold-Servants who carry’d , 
the Difhes, and telling them, Neither the King 
nor the Courtiers would cver think of a Re- 
medy for the Famine, while their own Bel- 
lics were full. Schah Hujferm’s Lois in the 
Death of this faithtul Servant was the greateft 
he ever met with ; and tho’ he was concern’d 
at it, ‘twas not fo much as he oughr to have 
been. Thus fella Man, whom the Penis of 
War had fpar’d, by the Malignity of Envy. 
Indeed it was Schah Huffern’s Fate to do 
himfelf more Mifchief than his Enemics con’d 
do him, and to part with his moft faithful 
Servants, as foon as they were in a Condition 
to make others afraid of them. 

By what Achmet faid to the Dome- 
fticks concerning the Famisic, when he 
took away the King’s Dinner, one may be 
fure it rag’d all over the Ciry. This Scarci- 
ty was alfo a Confequence of the King’s and 
his Minifters ill Policy, who if they had been 
directed by the Aghvans themfelves how to 
behave moft for their Advantage, could not 
have dong otherwife than thty did. 

For, as if they thought there was not 
People enough in I/pahan to confume the 
Provifions there as faft as might be, the firft 
Ordinance that was publifhed on the Arrival 
of the Aghvans, even before the Paflages 
were clos'd, and one Side of the City lay 
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open, was a general Prohibition that none 
fhould leave the Capital; not only Citizens 
who had Houfes there, but Foreigners, and 
all thofe that were there upon Occafion. This 
firtt Fault was not the worft ; the next was ftill 
greater; which was an Order to admit the 
Inhabitants of the neighbouring Towns and 
Villages, driven thither by the Fear of War, 
and they were there very welcome: which fo 
fill’d it with ufelefs Mouths, and all Sorts of 
Rabble, that tho’ the City is very great, and 
the Streets very wide, there was hardly any 
pafling 1n tt. 

Though fuch a vaft Multitude muft make a 
prodigious Confumption, the Hope of Suc- 
cours to free the City in a little while, hin- 
der'd the taking any Precautions for Supplies, 
and Provifions continu’d at a reafonable Price 
till the End df May: They grew dearer in 
time, yet the Phice was ftill tolerable. In Fu- 
ly and Auguft the Citizens began to eat Ca- 
mels, Mules, Herfes and Affes, and there was 
nodther Meat infthe Markets. A Horfe’s Carcafs 
at the End of 4mpuf? was worth 1000 Crowns. 
In September and O¢tober they eat Dogs and 
Cats, of whigx fo many were deyour'd, that 
one would have thought the very Species was 
loft there. /The Author of my Memoirs re- 
ports, that’ he faw a Woman in the Hollan- 
der’s @Uarter holding a Cat in her Hand, and 
garhg to ftrangle it, and tho’ the Cat in defend- 
jng itfelf had made her Hand all bloody, fhe 
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did not Iet go her hold, but at every new 
Claw or Bite fhe receiv’d, would cry out, 
Thou fircv'ft in vain, I'll eat thee for ail that. 
Corn failing in September, a Pound of 
Bread was fold for thirty Shillings, and in 
O¢fober for aboye fifty. TheCity of Lfpahan be- 
ing fo full of Trees, that according to Tavernier 
it looks more like a Foreft than a City, Part 
of them was fell’d in the Famine Time, and 
the Leaves and Bark fold by the Pound. The 
Roots of Herbs made into Meal were eaten. 
Shoc-Leather being boil’d was for a ume the 
common Food ; at laft they came to eat hu- 
man Ficfh, and rhe Strects beng tull of Car- 
caflis, fome had their Thighs cut off private- 
ly. For this Inhumamity was not tolerated ; 
and fome being taken cating human Ficth, 
they were baftinado’d forit. Bur the Fear of 
Punifhment did not hinder the increafing of 
the Evil, which grew at laftyto an horrible 
Excets. For feveral Children'were ftolen and 
eaten, half dead as they were of Famine ; 
and that the moft monftrous | aibarities, whch 
we read with fo much Horros in the Relations 
of the moft cruel Famines, might nor be 
wanting ir that of L/pahan, tere were Mo- 
thers who kill’d and cat their own Children. 
The Mortality, which is the inevitable Con- 
fequence of the like Calamities, «as anfwe- 
rable to the Excefs of Mifery in L[fpahan. It 
was fo great, thar no Care was taken to terry 
the dead Corps, which were flung out into 
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the Streets in fo great Numbers, that there 
was no going without pafling over them, to 
wwhich People at laft accuftom’d themfelves. 
Bur notwithftanding this Diforder, which any 
where elfe would have caus’d a Plaguc, Jf- 
pahan was pretery'd by the Serenity of the 
Air of the Climate. However, there being 
{uch Heaps of Carcafles in every Street, the 
Cinzens threw them ume after time into the 
River Senderou, on that Side where it run 
neareft to the Citv. § The Quantity fo thrown 
in was fo great, that the W arc of the River 
was totally infected by it, and fo corrupted, 
that uf was a whole Year before it was diunk, 
or any of the Fifh eaten that was taken in it. 
People of Qualny fuffer’d as much as the 
Vulgar ; and one may judge of their Suffer- 
ings in general by the Stre ghts to which a 
Perfian Loid sfas reduced. This Lord having 
fold all he hact{by Piece-meal to fubfift his 
Family, finding¥hcre was no more koud to 
be had, he reflv’d to deliver himfelf and 
them from a cru] Famine, for which he faw 
no Remedy ; anfl having order’d a Dinner a 
little more fumStuous than ordinary, he pri- 
vately poifon’s all the Meat, fo that himiclf 
and all his FAmily, even to the meancft Do- 
meftick, foAnd an End of their Miferics ; 
none Bo em, himfelf excepted, knowing 
how-ff came 











But what is more furprifing than all I have 
faid, is, there was a poor blind Man in [/pahan, 
who 
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who before the Siege, and during the whole 
Courfe of it, liv’d only by begging, and was alive 
when the Aghvans made themfelves Matters 
of the City, where he continu’d his old 
Trade of begging, and ftill livid by it under 
their Dominion ; which was not a little ex- 
traordinary, that in a [lace where the 
Wealthieft dy’d of Hunger by thoufands, Pro- 
vidence fhould take care of the Subfiftence of 
a Beggar, who deprivd of Sight had nothing 
but his Voice to help him. This Example 1s 
at leaft proper to fhew us, that Beggary has 
Refources which fometimes are not found in 
the greateft Riches. 

I cannot better finifh this Account of the 
Mortality in Z/pahan, than by a Computati- 
on of the Number of thofe that dy’d, which 
the Author of my Memorrs tells us he fhould 
have been better able to give in, if he had 
not found Means to get out oftI/pahan before 
the End of the Siege. H* reports, that 
when he arrived in Lurope, ‘he read Letters 
from the Armenians of Zulfa-to fome of their 
Countrymen in the Place where he was, im- 
porting that there dy’d in Lf, 2han during the 
Siege 10,4.0000 Perfon. Uportavhich he fays, 
that as he durft not affure one tha¥ the Number 
of the Dead ran up fo high; f® that after 
having been on the Spot himfel¥, he durft 
not deny it. Certain it is that the Cv of 
Ifpahan is a great deal bigger and more po- 
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pulous than Conflantinople ; that by the Con- 
courfe of the People from the Country Towns, 
and Villages in the Neighbourhood who fled 
thither on the approach of the Aghvans, 
there was more thandouble the Number of Peo- 
ple inthe City than before. And atter 1 was ta- 
ken, there were not 109000 Sonlsin the Place. 
Upon all which, the Reader may compute 
as he thinks fit; obtferving (as does the Author 
of the Mcmoirs,) that from the Arrival of 
the Aghvans at Farabat, not 20000 had pe- 
rifh’'d by the Sword. As forthe Aghvans, 
they loft very few Mcn after they began to 
inveft the City. Not that they were not 
within reach of the Cannon of I/pahan,where 
there were 400 mounted in feveral Places ; 
but tho’ every one of thofe Pieces was dif- 
charg’d 400 times at leaft, which makes 
160000 Shor, shey were fo ill fir’d, that there 
were not 400 ‘4ghvans kill’d by it. One 
may judge one Saul of the Perfan Lngi- 
necrs, by a QueBion of the Topl:-Bafzy, or 
Great Maftcr of tthe Ordnance, who when 
the Rebels ai at Giulncbat, ask’d the 
Englifh at Ifpalvan, if wnere were Cannon in 
Europe thai would carry twelve Miles ; and 
if they shape? there were any Guns among 

his, that wodld carry o- far as Gzulnabat ? 
When Myrr-Maghmud was inform’d by 
his Spses, that he had nothing to apprehend 
on che King’s Part, who was depriv’d of all 
Means of doing him Hurt by the Divifions at 
Court 
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Court aid ul Councils; that the City was 
every Day more and more weaken’d by the 
Mortality and the Defertion of the Inhabitants ; 
and that the Eunuch Achmet. Agha, the only 
Man he fear'd was dead, he thought of no- 
thing but ftrengthning his Pofts, and fecuring 
the Avenucs to J/pahan, to hinder any Suc- 
cors entring the Place. And as he doubted 
not but he fhould foon reduce it by Famine, fo 
he made no Attack for two Months together. 
He fent back thofe Perfians that had yielded 
themielves to him; and fomcet:mes he mafla- 
cred them to {trike Terror into the reft. Ne- 
verthelefs, he ftill carry’d on a Negotiation 
with the King for the Surrender of the City: 
and tho’ this Prince confented to every thing, 
even to his Abdication, M/aghmud ipun out 
the Bufinefs into Length, purcly to augment 
the Mifery of the Citizens. 

Tis truc, he might havdforced the City 
in the Beginning of Odfoder, 1f he had florm’d 
it, as his principal Ofhcersr wou’d have had 
him do, reprefenting to hum that the Con- 
fternation which would féze all Perfia on 
the News of the Sack of \he Capital «ould 
very much facilitate the Conqueft of the reft 
of the Kingdom : and that befides, he could have 
no better Title, according to the Laws of the 
Alcoran, to mount the Throne, -ban by con- 
quering Sword in Hand But Myrr wéyvhmud, 
who knew well that he ran no Hazard by 
delaying, and was not willing to abandon the 
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King’s and Grandee’s Treafures to Pillage, 
which muft have been done, had the City 
been taken by Storm, put it off on various 
Pretences, whatever Inftlances were made to 
him to give the Affault. Sometimes he pre- 
tended a Regard for his Troops, which 
were too dear to him to be needleisly ex- 
pos’d ; and at other times, chat fomebody at leatt 
fhou’d be left alive for them to command in 
Lfpahan. 

Whule he was thus cluding the Sollicitations 
of his chicf Captains, the Negotiations with 
the Court were ftill carry’d on; and the Ex- 
tremity of the Famine having at laft taken 
hold of the Kang’s Palace, as well as the reft 
of the City, Neceflity reduc’d that Prince to 
follicit the Conclufion of a Treaty, the firft 
Article of which was his own Dethronement, 
whith he feem’d more eager about, than 
Myrr-Maghm\4 himfelf. 

In fine, on Whe 28th of Odfober, Schah 
Huffern, who had nothing left 1n his Palace for 
his Subfiftance, came to his final Refolution; 
and to prepare ie Minds for it, after ha- 
ving cloath’d Mimtelf in Black, he went 
out of his Paiace, and ran thro’ the prin- 
cipal Streets fof the City of Lfpahan, deplo- 
ring his and/his Kingdoms Misfortunes with 
Sighs and-Groans. The Mitery and Delo- 
lation-to which he faw the People reducd, 
touch’d him when it was too lare. He 
did his utmoft to comfort them, telling 
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them that the new King wou’d govern them 
better; excufing his own ill Condu@ by the 
Advice of his Minifters, for which he ap- 
pear'd mightily troubl’d. The melancholy 
Words, and the Fall of a Prince who was 
driven from his Throne after a Reign of 
twenty-eight Years, had all the Effect one 
can imagine on his Subjeéts, who never had 
an Averfion to him; and by his extreme Hu- 
manity, a Virtue little known to his Picde- 
ceffors, he had always made them bear with 
him, tho’ they defpis’'d his Indolence and his 
flavifh Subjection to his Eunuchs. But what- 
ever Reafon there was to condemn his Mil- 
government, and tho’ by his Weaknefs and 
Carelefsneis, he had dug the Pit into which 
he was falling, yct his Faults were torgotten, 
and their Hearts were wholly taken up with 
his Mifery. The Greatnefs Pf his Difgrace, 
fwallowed up all other Reffe@ions; and the 
People being more troubl’d fir their Kurg than 
for themfelves, abandon’d taemfelves to La- 
mentation, and made mose piercing Cries, 
than all the Horrors they hyd endur’d during 
along Siege cou’d force fyom them; which 
were heard even as far as Zaulfa. 

In the midft of this dreadkul Defolation, 
Schah-Hufferm return’d to his Palace; and the 
next Day, the 22d of O¢fober, ‘he difpatch’a 
Pleniporentiaries to the Camp of the 4gh- 
vans, to conclude and fign the Articles 
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of Capitulation ; which were agreed on and 
fign’d the fame Day. 

And on the Day following, the 23d of 
Oéfober, remarkable for {0 ftrange an Event, 
the Aghvans {ent Hortes for the King, and 
his principal Officers; there being nor one 
left in Z/pahan, where all were eaten during 
the Famine. Schab Huffeim and his Train 
mounted the Houtes the Aghvans had tent, 
and went thro’ the City towards their Camp. 
Tho’ the People had* been prepared tor this 
Ceremony, they had much ado to fupport 
themielves at the Sight of it. They did not 
burft out into Cries, as they had done two 
Days before. A fullen, doleful Silence ex- 
prets'd more Sorrow, and was more moving 
than their loud Laments. And in their won- 
dring, ghaftly Looks onc mnght fee thar fuch 
Aftonifhment, “ity, Contternation, and De- 
ipair had feiz’d thei Hearts, as ftified all Com- 
plaints. In the mtean time, Schah Huffemm ad 
vanced for-owfulty to hus fine Houle at Fara- 
bat, in an Equipage very different trom the 
Royal Porap bias which he was wont to 20 
to that Palace of Pleafure, adorn’d with all 
that Coft and Art could produce t@ render it 
delig.ttul. I; was the only Houfe whofe 
Pretervation he had at heart, as has been al- 
readv obterv’d, and the firft which his Rebel 
Suv,<4s took from him. His Munifters and 
Otficers gricv’d more for their Mafter’s Dit 
grace than he did himfelf; becaufe they 
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forefaw better the difmal Confequences of it. 
They tollow’d him with down-caft Looks, 
and an Air of Confufion and Detpair ; in 
which might alfo be difcovered the {ecret In-’ 
dignation of mortify’d Pride reduc’d to creep 
to Barbarians, whom tie Jeaft Subalterns at 
Court were wont to ticat with the urmoft 
Contempt and Infolence. 

While Schah-Huffein was drawing near the 
Camp of the Aghvans, the Chiets of that 
Nation endeavoured, cho’ in vain, to prevail 
with Afyrr-Maghmud to go forth and smcet 
him ; wiich was decent for him to do, iat 
much as the King was to be his Father-in-law : 
But Ayrr-Maghmud, as 1s common with Per- 
fons advanccd on a fudden above their natu- 
ra] Sphere, who are always fearful of doing 
too much, was not gain’d by ther Reprefen- 
tations, but ,roud'y refolv’g to expect the 
King in one of the Hails or the Palace 3 and 
when he enter'd, would eae move a ttep or 
two to receive him. 

Schah-Huffem, on the conttany, no fooner 
faw him, than he ran to hip with open Arms, 
and aiter having embrac’d hym, and kils’d him 
with gicat Tokens of Friendfhip, he toox his 
Cowan out of his Boiom, and pur it on his 
Head, declaring him, in Pretence of the Gran- 
dices of both Nations, Ins Succeflor to the 
Thione, to the Exclufion of his own Chil- 
dren and their Poiteriry. He then pray’d him, 
according to the Conditions of the Treaty, 
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to regard him for the future as his Father; not 
to meddle with his Wives ; to treat the Prin- 
ces of the Blood Royal as his younger Bro- 
thers, and to rake care that they wanted no- 
thin. in the Haram, where they were to be 
fhut up according to the Cuftom of Perf. 

He alfo recommended to him the good 
Government of the Kingdom; an cxact 
Diftribation of Juftice ; not to overburthen 
the People with extraordinary Taxes, and 
to content himfelf with what they had been 
accuftom’d to pay. 

Wacether it was that Alyrr-Alaghmud ob- 
forv'd that his Haughtinefs had difpleas’d 
the Grandecs of his own Nation, or that the 
King’s humbling himielf and yielding up 
the Rovaity fo frankly, had mollity’d his 
hard Heart, he began to fhew a little more 
Humauny, and invited Schah-Huffein to fic 
down witit hin on a Sopha; where he 
took a towcr seat tor hi nfelf, and gave him 
the lefr Hand, wich ts .be Place of Honour 
in ‘Persia Schah Huffer, after this, deli- 
verd to him asWritng fign’d by himfelf 
and all his Munifters, whice transterrd the 
Sov.reigniry to him and his Family 5; with- 
out fhpalating any thing more tor the King 
aud his Children, than the Prefervation of 
his own tonour and the Lives of his Chil- 
dren. Upon which the Myftz, or Chief 
Prieft of the 4ghvans, advanc'd; and having 
faid fome Prayers over the depos’d King 
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and the new one, both bending before him, 
he pronoun’d afet Form of Curfes and Ex- 
ecrations which he threaten’d fhonld fall on 
the Head of either of the two who broke 
the Articles both had agreed upon. 

As foon as this Ceremony was over, the 
Grandees of both Naticas did Homage to 
the new King according to the Manner of 
Perfia: that 1s, by proftrating themfelves 
thrice before him and afterwards kifling his 
Knecs. The fame Day the dghvan Troops 
were fent to take poffeflion of I/pahan. 
They pofted themfelves in the  principat 
Quarters of the Ciry, and fecured the Royal 
Palace, which was open to them. Art the 
fame timc, a Gencral Amnefty for what had 
pat, was proclaim’d: and the next Day, the 
new King, attended by the, Perfian Mini- 
fters, and the Chicf Officerstof his Army, 
march’d to I/pahan; while’ Schah- Huffein 
with an Efcorte of Agévays took another 
Way to it. 

Sultan Maghmud, (for fo we mutt now 
name him,) made his Entry into the Capi- 
tal with all the Splendour:of a Conqueror. 
He went dire€tly to the Palace of the Per- 
fian Kings; and being conduéted to the 
ftatcly Hall, where thofe Kings were inftall'd 
at their Acceflion to the Crown, and re- 
ced the Homage of their Subjects, he 
plac'd himielf on the Throne, and took the 
Oath of Fidelity of the Minifters of State, 
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Eunuchs, the Grandees of the Kiugdom, the 
principal Citizens of I/pahan, and the Mili- 
tary Officers: All whom he afterwards mag- 
nificently treated. The fame Day Provifions 
were brought into the City in fuch Quan- 
tities, that as much Bread might have been 
bought for one Crown, as the Day before wou'd 
have coft two hundred: which was a great 
Relicf to the famifh’d Citizens... The Procla- 
mation of the Peace, *and the Security which 
was in Ifpahaw, by the good Order and 
Difcipline of the Aghvan Soldiers, invited 
all thofe together again that had left it du- 
ring the Siege; by which it was foon re- 
peopled. 

Myrr-Maghmud finding himfelf in the 
peaceable poffefion of the Throne, figna- 
hz’d the Begfnning of his Reign by an 
Ac&t of Juftice which one would not have 
expected from an Ufurper; and he was 
very politick i: doing it. He caufed all 
thofe who had correfponded with him to 
be feiz’d and executed for Treafon in be- 
traying their Sovereign; their Memory was 
branded with Infamy, | their Eftates confifcated, 
and their Bodies left without Burial. There 
was none but Machmet-Wal:, General of 
Schah Huffen's Army, whom he was con- 
tent only to imprifon for Life; becaufe as 
*ewas beliey’d, he had taken an Oath not 
to put him to Death. But he feiz’d his 
Eftate, and beftow’d the Hereditary Princi- 
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pality of Havufa upon a Coufin-German 
of Machmet’s, who had furv’d iu the Agh- 
van Army; engaging to pur him ‘ry pof- 
fellion of it, as foan as he could lw his 
Arms that Way. He declar’d opens: that 
there was no Good to be*expscted srom 
Men who had betray’d ther King; au’ chat 
they would betray him in lus Turn, it Op- 
portunity offer'd. 

On the contrary, he fhew’d a great deal 
of Efteem for the Athemat-Doul:t who 
had been very fathful to iis King, and 
teflify’d publickly, that he took well his Re- 
ftiidlions to the Oath of Ailegiance when 
he was fworn; and humbly pray’d thar it 
might not be expected of him to draw his 
Sword againft Prince Thamas. Which was 
a laudable Inftance of Fiduliry: but we 
mutt allow chat it came a little too late, 
after the bad Service he had done his old 
Maiier in turning his Back fo unteatonably 
as he did at the Batre! or Grulnabat. "Tis 
truc, what he then did was more out of 
Jealouty of his Colleague ih the Generaithip, 
than with Defign to betray his Mafter: but 
the Damage done Schah Huffem by it, was 
nor the lef; and that Desercron was the 
firft Caufe of his Ruin, 

Nothing can be more reafonable and 
wife, than Sultan Afag/mud’s Condué in 
his Difpofal of the Adininiiation of his 
Government. He confider’d that if he em- 

ploy’d

ploy’d Minifters of his own Nation, it 
would be long before they would under- 
_ftand the Management of Affairs: and be- 
fidcs, the Publick would not have the fame 
Confidence in Foreigners, as in their own 
Countrymen. On this Account it was, that 
he kept the Prime Miniter in his Place, 
and had a particular Efteem for him: 
and all other Minifters in their feveral Ju- 
rifdi@ions were continued. But nat to truft 
too blindly to their Fidelity, he joyn’d one 
of his own Nation to each of them; from 
whence he reap’d double Advantage: for 
at the fame time that thefe Overieers had 
a ftri& Eye on the Condudt of the Perfian 
Officers, They alfo inftruéted themf{elves in 
the Bufinefs of zhe feveral Offices. 

There was Snly one Poft, that of Di- 
van-Beg, or Chict Juftice, which he be- 
ftow'd on an Aghvan, a Man of known 
Probity, as the Per/ians themfelves acknow- 
lede’d, in the Courfe of his Miniftry; and 
were furpris‘d to fee Juftice difpeis’d with more 
Integrity, Uprightneis and Difinterctednefs 
by a Forezgner and a Barbarian, than it 
had ever been by ther own Magiftrates. 
Indeed the new King fo well regulated Mat- 
ters, and govern’d with fo much Equity and 
Moderation, that it may be faid of him, 
that he oniy wanted a lawful Title, and a 
Right to reign, betrer acquird, and Iecf{s 
odious, to be a Prince without Reproach. 
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Sultan Aaghmud employ’d a Month in 
fettling Matters in the Capital; and having 
well eftablifh’d his Power there, he thought | 
of fecuring it abroad. He had the old King 
and the Princes of the Llood, except Prince 
Thamas, at his Mercy ii I/paban; and no- 
thing could have given him any Difturbance 
in the poffeflion of the Throne, if Prince 
Thamas had been alfo in his Hands. He 
judg’d rightly, that as long as there was a 
Spng of the Royal Family remaining at li- 
berty, it would not be cafy for him to fe- 
cure the Sovereignty in his own; and that 
the Perfians would always be ready to take 
hold of any Opportumity to return to the 
Obedience of their old Mafters: which de- 
termin’d Sultan Maghmud, to reduce the 
City of Cashin, where he uxderftood Prince 
Thamas then was. 

He gave this important Commifiion to 
MAman-Ulla, a Commander in whom he put 
moft Confidence, and who was next to 
himfelf the chicf Man in the Nation and 
Army. He gave him 8000 Men of his beft 
Troops, and fent him about the End of 
November to Cashin, with Orders to demand 
the Place:” and in cafe it was not furren- 
der'd to him, to take it by Force; and 
efpecially to feize Prince Thamas, and fend 
him to I/pahan. He reckon’d that if he cou’d 
once make himfelf Mafter of the City of 
Castin, which heretofore was the Capital of 
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the Kingdom, till Schah-Abas the Great 
removd the Court to Ifpahan, the other 
Cities of Perfia would follow her Example 
and fubmit. 

The City of Casha was very much fal- 
len to Decay in 150 Years time; for fo long 
ago it was that the Kings of Perfia ceas'd 
to make it the Place of their RKefidence. 
Tavernier {peaks of it as a great Village, per- 
haps becaufe tis encompals'd with Walls, and 
half of it 1s Gardens: but fo are moft 
of the Cities in Perfia. “Tis fituated in the 
Province of Hrerak- Agemt. 

Prince Thamas, who was then there, having 
Information of the Aghvan General’s March, 
and of his.Defigns, lett the Town which was 
defencelefs, bids+he Inhabirants make the beft 
Terms they ccadld wath the Rebels, and re- 
ferving himfclf for tome other Océafion, re- 
tir'd to Taures. 

The Citizens of Cash being taken un- 
provided in a City open on all Sides, and 
having no Troops to oppole the Aghvans, 
receiv'd them without any Refiftance. Aman- 
Ulla finding himfelf Mafter of fo great a Ci- 
ty, did not forget himfelf, but refdlv'd to do 
there as Maghmud had donc at Ifpahan, and 
got as much Riches as he could; which he 
exacted in fo violent and tyrannical a manner, 
that he provok’d the Inhabitants to enter into 
a fecret Confpiracy againft him and: his Agh- 
vans, who being difpers'd up and down the 
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City in Caravanferas, and publick Honfes 
as well as private, were the more eafily to be 
mafterd. The Confpirators, who were in- 
deed the greateft Part of the Citizens, agreed 
to fall upon them in the Night-time ; and 
becaufe an extraordinary Signal might have 
alarm’d the Aghvans, there was to be no o- 
ther than blowing a Horn, the ufual Way 
of calling People to the Bath. Meafures be- 
ing concerted for this Enterprize, the thabi- 
tants obierved that the Aghvars got toge- 
ther in the Afternoon preceding the Night 
when it was to be cxecuted, in greater 
hafte than ordinary. They thoughr by 
this that they weie difcover'd; and to go 
through with their Woik before they were 
prevented, they took Arms :mmediately, and 
fell upon the Aghvans, wht tno’ furpriz’d, 
defended themfelves at firft well enough, but 
at laft were overpowerd by Numbets, and 
4000 of them put to the Sword. The reft 
fied in the greateft Diforder imaginable, Jea- 
ving their Baggage and all their Pillage be- 
hind them. 

Had the People of Casbzn, when they laid 
this Plot, got Troops ready to intercept the 
Runaways, or had Prince Thamas known of 
it, and placed an Ambufcade to cut them off, 
which he might eafily have done, and then 
have march’d to Zf{pahan, where the Inhabi- 
tants would infallibly have rifen at his Arri- 
val, he without doubt would have recover'd 
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the Crown, and not an 4ghvan would have 
been left alive. Of the 8000 Men whom 4- 
.man-Ulla brought to Cashin, the choicett 
Troops of his Nation, half were kill’d in 
Casbin ; 500 of thofe that efcap’d the Fury of 
the People retir'd to Candahar ; and as tothe 
others, of whom the greateft Part were wound- 
ed, feveral dy’d of their Wounds, of Cold, 
Hunger, and Want, f{carce 1000 of them fit 
for Service returned tol /pahan. Their Gene- 
ral Aman Ulla, ho washim{elf wounded dan- 
geroufly, was curd by the Skil and Care 
of a French Surgeon named Hermet ; but out 
of too great Greedinefs of Wealth, he not 
only loft what he had pillag’d at Casézn, but 
alfo what he had heap’d up before, which 
with his Baggage ‘he Icft to the Difcretion of 
the Men of Cusdzn. 

The Remains of this broken Army returned 
to I{pahan in Fanuary 1723. The Confterna- 
tion which feiz'd the Aghvans on the News of 
this Defeat, and of the fad Condition which 
the few Soldicrs who fav’d themfelves were 
in, was fo great,” that if the Perfans of If- 
pahan had known how to make their Advan- 
tage of it, they were able to havé deftroy’d 
their Conquerors by a general Rifing: But 
there being no body to head them, and each 
Man jealous of his Neighbour, and all be- 
traying one another, they gave the Aghvans 
time to look about them, and recover out 
of the Fright they were in; after which 
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Maghmud a&ed the moft cruel and bloody 
Tragedy that ever was known. 

This Ufurper, who faw with a Glance of 
his Eye the Danger he was in, and that he 
ow’d his Safety only to the Cowardice and 
Batenefs of the Perfians, perceiv’d that with 
the few Aghvans he had, who were not the 
tenth Part of the People of Lfpahan, he was 
every Day exposd to Deftruttion, if they 
fhould ever come to the Knowledge of their 
own Strength, or any Perfian Lord have 
Zcal and Refoluiion enough to undertake any 
thing: This Confideration ftruck him fo 
home, that not thinking himfelf fafe in I/pa- 
han, as long as there were Perjians enough 
left there to make head againft him, if they 
had a mind to it, he refdlved to maffacre 
them, as we are about to relate. 

He chofe the asth of Fanuary for this 
ftrange Execution. In the Morning he fent 
to invite 300 Perfian Lords and chief Citi- 
zens to a royal Feftival, and as faft as they 
came they were murder’d, and their dead Bo- 
dies, after they were ftripp’d, flung naked in- 
to the Square of Metdam, jut before the 
King’s Palace. None of the maflacred Per- 
fans was more pity’d than the Son of Mirza 
Rofiom, of the Houfe of the Princes of 
Georgia. He was a Youth of about twelve 
Years of Age, who had been adopted even by 
one of the Aghvans. He threw himfelf in- 
to the Arms of fome of the Chiefs of that 
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Nation, conjuring them with Tears to fave 
his Life. They kept him in the middle of 
them, and would have fav’d him, but he was 
{natch’d from them, and as he ftuck toa Tree, 
the crucl Butchers flew him without Mercy. 

Maghmud was not contented with the Death 
of the Perfian Lords; that there might re- 
main none of their Race, he causd their 
Children to be alfo maffacred with the fame 
Barbarity, or greater if poflible. Therc were 
about 200 young Gentlemen, as well Perf- 
ans as Georgians, who werc bred up in a 
College to acquire Learning, and the Know- 
Jedge of military Exercifes. Thele were ta- 
ken thence, and led out of the City ; and 
when they were in the Country, the Agh- 
vans \et them go, and bad them run for 
their Lives; which the poor Lads endeavour- 
ing to do, thofe Barbarzans follow’d them, 
as if they had been hunting of Game; kiull’d 
them in Sport, and ftrow’d the Field with 
their Carcafes. The Pretence for fuch hor- 
rible Cruelty was a fham Plot faid 
to be formed hy thefe young Gentlemen 
againft the Life of Maghmud ; but the Ufur- 
per’s Aim was to fecure his Ufuspation by 
the Extin@ion of all the Nobility. 

The unmerciful Fury of this Barbarsan 
ftopp’d not there. There remain’d about 3000 
Perfiam Soldiers of Schah Huffein’s Guards, 
and others who had tworn Fideury to the U- 
furper, and. had been incorporated in his 
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Troops. He was afraid thefe Men would up- 
on Occafion turn againft him; and to free 
himfelf from that Dancer, he order’d them 
to be drawn up in one of the Courts of the 
Palace, under colour of receiving a Bounty, 
which the Kings of Per/ia were wont to give 
their Guards, and confifted of a Feaft ot Pi- 
fau, Race and Meat nixed together ; and while 
they werc eating it, their Arms were taken 
from them, and then the 4ghvans fell upon 
them and flew them 4l], ’Tis certain, the 
Ufurper ran a great Risk here, and if thofe 
Wretches, knowing they were to be difarm’d, 
had defended themfelves, ’twou’d have caus’d 
an Infurreftion in the City, and probably 
have ended in the Death of every Aghvan 
in if. . 

This is what happen’d onthe 25th of Fa- 
nuary; but on the following Days there was 
a continual Search made after the Perfian 
Soldiers, and all Perfians fit to bear Arms; of 
whom $0 great a Number were maffacred, that 
many Houfes were left empty; and as the 
Carcafles were always flung out into the Gar- 
dens, there were none even in the moft by- 
placcs which were not full of them. 

The Confpiracy at Casbin had infallibly 
been the Ruin of the Aghvuns, if it had 
been carry’d on in Concert with I/paban; 
but what the Perfians ought to have done, 
the Ufurper fuppos‘d they defign’d to do, and 
that they would rife in the Capital as they 
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rofe in Casbin, if he had not prevented it 
by murdering the Ringleaders of it. To 
give a Colour to this Accutation, he f{par’d 
the Lives of about twenty-five Perfjzn Lords, 
to have it thought that they had ditcover’d rhe 
Plot. Buc the true and only Motive of this 
Butchery, was the Neceflity he faw himfelf 
under, having fo few Aghvans with him, to 
difable the Perfians to undertake any thing 
againft him. However, this great Slaughter 
was fo little a Secunty to him, that he pro- 
pos'd to difpeople the City of L/pahan, and 
put Foreigners in the Places of the Perfians, 
as be did not long after; and todo it with the 
leaft Risk, he began with caufing it to be 
publifh'd, [hat he gave Liberty to all Perf- 
ans to retire ; which was not fo much a Per- 
million, as a rast Command to them to be 
gone, at Jeaft to all thofe that were able to bear 
Arms: for though a great Number left the C1- 
ty, the fecret Search for the reft was continu’d ; 
and the Larbarzans having made choice of 
a certain Numbcr of young Perfians, to 
train them up yn Arms, the fame Pretext 
was made ufe of to take off the others, whofe 
Throats were cut in private . 

If all this Slaughter was tamely born by 
the Perfians ot Ifpahan, without daring to 
detend rthemfelves, or even to murmur, it 
was not the Fault of the Men of Ben If- 
paban, their Neighbours, who atter the Ca- 
pital was taken, did not give over follici- 
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ting them torife, promifing them all manner 
of Affiftance on their Part. Nay they went 
farther: for tho’ the I/pahaners attempted 
norhing againft ther Tyrants, the Men of’ 
Ben-Ifpahan made Excurfions in the Night- 
time to the very Gates of the Capital, where 
they kill’d feveral Zehvans, and from whence 
they brought off {everal Pieces of Cannon. 
It is more than probable, that if Prince T/a- 
mas, who amusd himfelf elfewhere, had 
come then with fome Troops, as the Per- 
fians gave out to their great Damage, he 
woud infallibly have caus’d a great Revo- 
lution in the City by the Help of the Men 
of I/pahan. But nothing could ftir them 
up; fothat the Aghvans cxercis'd their Cruel- 
ty, and glutted their Avarice withcut Con- 
troul. I fay ther Avaric, for that was 
uppermoft in all their Barbarities: and 
*’rwas obferv’d that they fell upon the moft 
rich, without giving much Difturbance to 
thofe by whom they cou’d get nothing, and 
whofe Poverty was their Safeguard. And 
tho’ according to the Cuftom of the Jz 
dans, and the Nations bordering on them, 
the Aghvans made it a Duty of Religion 
to appeale the Manes of their Countrymen 
flain at Casbin, by the Effufion of the Blood 
of the Perfians, they chofe no Sacrifices but 
what wereiich, and the more willingly they 
made Vidtims of them, becaufe the more 
Wealth was to be got by their Spoils. 
Tho’ 
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Tho’ a great Quantity of Provifions had 
been brought into L/pahan after the End of 
the Siege, and the Reticat of a great Mul- 
titude of Perfians who took hold ot the Per- 
million that was given jthem to go forth, 
had diminifh’'d the Confumption; yet the 
Aghvans had not been there three Months, be- 
fore the Scarcity began again to be teits 
and it was not poflible for it to be other- 
wife. The Neighbourhood of [/pahan was 
deftroy’d during the Siege ; and the Towns 
and little Citics that ftood out againft the 
Rebels while the War Jafted, continucd to 
do fo after the Treaty was concluded, re 
pulfing them as oft as they came to attack 
them. So that the Provifions which the 
City was fupply’d with at firft being con- 
fam’d daily, wtchout any new Supplies, the 
Aghvans were near ftarving in the midft 
of all their Conquefis. 

It was therefore rcequifite to fend fomes 
body to fetch in Neceflaries, which none 
were in hafte to furnifh them with. Nasyr- 
Ulla, one of the principal Captains of rhe 
ghvans, a Man us'd to robbing, at which 
he was very dexterous, was pickd out for 
this Commiffion. He took 3000 Men with 
him, and was order’'d to compel the Towns 
and Villages of the Province to carry their 
Provifions to Ifpahan, a.d to plunder the 
Places that refusd to do it. He accoid- 
ingly fubdued fome Towns which were de- 
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fencelefs; forc’d others, and fold the Inha- 
bitants for Slaves. But finding more Refift- 
ance than he expected, moft of them rcpul- 
fing him very couragioufly, he refoly’d to 
break into the Middle of Perjia, and fall on 
thoic Provinces that had not fuffer’d in the 
War. To this Purpole, he drew off to North- 
welt of Lfpahan; and, crofling the Defarts, 
he made an Irruption of two hundred Leagues 
in length by Ways which were thonghe im- 
practicable . and coming on the Provinces on 
a fudden, he flruck T error into all the Country, 
each Man providing for his own Safety. 
The Towns, Villages and Houfes were for- 
faken, and the Enemy became Matter of 
All, without ftriking a Stroke: and he ma- 
nagd his Matters fo well, that at three 
Months End, he return'd to Ifpahan with 
go0009 Camels loaden as well with Provi. 
Sions as other Booty. “Iwas high time for 
that Supply to arrive, or J/pahan mutt have 
endui’d a fecond Famine. Whar 1s moft afto- 
nifhing, 1s the Indolence of the Perfians 
from whom Nasyr-Ula met with no Re- 
fiftance in the Compats of above 400 Leagucs 
going and coming, with Ieis than 3000 Men; 
evcry one contenting hinifelf with getting 
into a Place of Security, and looking quietly 
on, while their Country was pillag’d, and 
their Goods carry’d off by a Handful of Bar- 
barians, againft whom no body durft make 
head; except a Stud-Keeper who had about 
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2000 Men with him, as a Guard to the 
King’s Horfes feeding in the Fields of - 
rabia. We had the Courage to attack this 
hitcle Army of Aghvans; and fucceeded fo 
well as to bring off a good Number of Ca- 
mels Joaden with fufficient Booty to make 
amends for the lofs of the King’s Horfes, 
which he nad been oblig’d to abandon in 
purluit of the Enemy. 

Onc of the greatef} Advantages which the 
Ulurper Maghmud got by Nazyr-Ulla’s Ex- 
curfion, and which he was very plad of, 
was the repeopling of I/pahan by it: Nazyr- 
Ola dringing back with him a Colony of 
People, whote Fidelity was not fufpected. 

Between Babylon and Hamadan, there 
was a Nation tliat occupy’d the Plain, and 
hiv’d the greateft Part of the Year in Tents. 
This Nation was call’d Dergefins. They hivd 
heretofore in Mefopotamia, when Schab- 
Abas, the Reftorer of the Parfian Monar- 
chy, made them pafs the Zzgrss, and gave 
them thofe Plains to inhabit; permitting 
them to follow the Sect of the Sunnes 
in their Religion, which was Mahometan, 
and the fame as the Turks, and wis profefs'd 
alfo by the Aghvans. 

Nazyr-Ulla having penetrated as far as 
their Country, gain’d upon them fo much, 
that he engag’d them to quit it to go and 
fettle at Ijpahax. “Tis pretended that the 
principal Perfons pai Nation invited him 
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to come amongft them, on purpofe to ne- 
gotiate with him on this Tranfmigration ; 
which the other Dergefins were not very | 
well pleas'd with, preterring ther Tents to 
the fine Houfes at Ifpahan. There was a- 
bout rooooo Souls in all their Families, a 
ftrong robuft People, of whom a good Num. 
ber lifted in the Aghvan Troops, and form’d 
a Body of 6coo Men. 

But with thisnew Reinforcement the 4gh- 
van Army was not half to numerous as 
whei they came before I/pahan; and the 
Tranfmigration of the Dergcfims did not fili 
a tenth Part of the vacant Places occafion’d 
by the Siege. Wherctore the Uturper Afagh- 
mud took other Meafures to recruit bis Army, 
and rcepeople the Capital. » He tent B/ezk- 
Aghafi, Mater of the Houfhold, with great 
Sums of Moncy to Candahar to raife Men. 
He was alfo loaden with Prefcnts fer the 
puncipal Families in that City, and for his 
particular Triends. And feveral of the 4¢h- 
vans out of Love to their own Country 
and their Families, having return’d by Troops 
to Candahar, and even whole Companies ha- 
ving march’d back with flying Colours, 
without demanding a Difcharge: To pre- 
vent the like for the future, Afaghmud or- 
der’d that the Familics of thofe that were 
lefe with him, and the others that were to 
be lifted, fhou’d tranfport themfelves to Jf- 
pabaw. For which Tranfportation he fent 
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8600 Camels to Candahar, befides thofe that 
were taken up by the way for thar Service. 
The firft Caravan that came from thence to 
Ifpahan, airv'd in Func, atter a March of 
three Months; for ‘tis no leis from Canda- 
har to the Capical. 

Other fuch Tranfpoitations were made in 
the two following Years, but none fo lage 
as the firft we imention’d. Nay, the Jaft 
Caravan confifted qnly of 3000 Came!s, 
which came in Afaghimuds’s Lite time, and 
with which atrin’d his own Mother, 1n an 
Equipage that il fuired with the Greatnefs 
of her Son’s Fortune. Since the Death of 
Myrr-TVeis, fhe had mained an Othcer of 
the “Fanzfartes nam’d Ofman-Pafha. She 
Jet the fit Caravans go witkout her, be- 
caufe fhe coud nor refolve to Icave her 
own Country, and perform a March of 
three Months crofs Defarts and Places unin- 
habited to fee her Son. But fhe was told 
fo much of his Power and Riches, thar at 
Jatt her Cuniofity and Ambition were niov’d 
by it, much more than her motherly Affe- 
ion: the fet out with the Jaft Caravan, and 
arriv’d at I/pahan, mounted on a Camil 
which, except Scarlet Houfing, had nothing 
to diftinguifh it trom the reft. She had 
no Women, no Officers, no Servants with 
her when fhe cro(sd the Merdan, and came 
to the pzincipa! Gate of the new King’s Pa- 
Jace half naked, and what Cloaths fhe hid 
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all in Tatters, ravenoufiy gnawing a great 
Rhadifh fhe held in her Hand, more like a 
Witch than the Mother of a great King. 

The 4y/ vans muft needs haye a great Con- 
tempt ior the Perfians, to undcrtake thefe 
Tranimigrations with to few Precautions as 
they did. “I was three Months Journey from 
Candakar to Ifpahan: The Aghvans were 
not Maficis of an Inch of Ground in all that 
Way. Befides, the Perfans had a ftiong Ga- 
rion cight Days Journcy from Candahar, 
called Syffan, by which the Aghvans mutt 
neccflarily pafs, after a very troublifome and 
fanguing March over fundry Defarts, where 
theie 15 not adiop of Watcr. Further, they 
mufl march thro’ Defiles, where a frnall Body 
ot Troops might flop whole Armies. Never- 
theicis, tho’ the Caravans had but very weak 
Convoys, they always travell’d quietly, none 
offering to give them the Icaft Difturbance. 
In which one can’t tell what moft to admire, 
the Negligence of the Perfiams, or the Secu- 
nity of the Aghvans, who would foon have 
been reduc’d to a very fmal? Number, if the 
Communication between Candahar and If- 

ahan had been cut off, and no Recruns 
could have come from the former, withour 
which the Aghvans could not haye main- 
tain’d themfelves ; but would have thought 
themfclves happy, if they could have got 
home again by abandoning their new Con- 
queft. Their Army being reinforc’d, as well 
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by Recruits from Candahar, as by the 6000 
Dengefins whom Nasyr-Ulla had lifted, as 
alfo by a good Number of Turks taken into 
Machmud's Party, he began to think of em- 
ploying them abroad, having nothing at home 
to oppoic him; and Prince. Thamas giving 
hin Leifure by very unfeafonable Occupations, 
as will be fecn hereafter. 

Though the 4zhvans were Matters of I/- 
paban, their Dominion did not catend be- 
yond the Walls of the Capital, where they 
were, as one may fay, invefted by the little 
Towns round about it, which ftill held out 
avainft them. Thole thar Nazyr-Ulla had 
fubdued in his Excurfions, remained not 
Jong in Subjedtion : They took Arms 
with more Heat than before. So that Magh- 
mud was forced to fend another Army to 1c- 
duce the neighbouring Cantons, befoie he 
venturd to let them penetrate farther into 
the Kingdom. eberdefl-han was charg’d 
with this Commiflion. He was not an dgh- 
van by Birth, but having been taken by them 
in an Excurfion rwenty Years before, when he 
was very young, he had diftinguifh’d himfelf 
very much amongft them ; and teom a Slave 
and a Mule-Driver, as he was at firft, he like 
another Ventzdius was advanced to one of the 
chief Commands in the Army. Ventidmus, 
as 1s well known, was taken in Afcolz, and 
led in Triumph by Pompey’s Father. He alfo 
was a Mule-Driver at firft, but he rofe to be 
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General of Mark Anthony's Army againft the 
Parthians, whom he vanquifh’d in two fet 
Barrels, in the laft of which their King Pas 
corus was flain. The Fortune of Zeberdeft- 
Kan was not unlike that of the Roman Ge- 
neral’s ; and in the Execution of his Commil- 
fion, he did not ftand trifiing about Towns 
and Villages as Nazyr-UHa had done, but 
attack’d a Caftle, called Greg, three Hours 
Journey from [/pahan, being convinced that 
it he made himielf Mater of that Place, 
which was ftrong for a Perfian Caftle, all the 
Towns and Villages of that Canton would foon 
fubmutto him. However, he would not eafily 
have mafter'd it, had it not been for a Gaure, 
who being us‘d to dig up the Earth for ma- 
king Pits, dug a fubrerraneous Paflage, by 
which he conducted him into the Middle of 
the Caftle, where he furpris'd the Garifon, 
when they leaft fufpeéted any fuch Defign a- 
painft them. The taking of this Caftle, which 
he fuinifh’d with good Troops, made ali the 
neighbouring County yield to him; and 
whac was of much more Importance, difposd 
the Inhabitants of Ben-I/pahan to cnter into 
a Treaty of Accommodation, which till then 
they would never hear of. 

It has been fhewn already, thac no City in 
Perfia had given the Aghvans fo much Trou- 
ble as thar Town had done, whofe Reputati-e 
on only had kept the neighbouring Cantons 
from iubmitung. Zeberdeft-Kan, who had 

before 
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before been tampering with them, had no 
fooner taken the Caftle of Gzez, than he 
renew’d his Negotiation, offering the Men of 
Ben-Ifpahan, in the Name of the Ufurper, 
not only their own Conditions, bur alfo to 
have them fign’d by all the Officers of the 
Army, who fhould be Guarantees for the Per- 
formance of them. The taking of the Caftle 
of Grez, the Diftance of Prince Thamas, who 
fhew’d no Life in him, and the little Likeli- 
hood there was that they fhould long hold 
out by themfelves againft all the Power of 
the Aghvans, made them more inclinahle to 
hearken to his Propofals; to which they at 
laft agreed, and came to an Agreement with 
the Ufurper. But as much as they had been 
his Enemies before the Accommodation, they 
were as faithful to him after it; and ‘twas 
well for him they were fo. Afaghmud not 
forgetting the Mifchiefs they had done him, 
efpecially the Death of one of his Brothers, 
and of feveral other of his Relations, whorn 
they cruelly murder’d after they had defeated 
him in Batrel, fet divers Machines at work to 
make them take a falfe Srep, that might jufti- 
fy his breaking the Capitulatione He (ent 
Emiffaries to propofe a Rifing, and fuggeft to 
them the taking up Arms again. Tho’ thefe 
Emiffaries were not fufpected at Ben I/paban, 
but were thought to ad fincerely ; yet the 
Force of the Oath they had taken to Magh- 
gid, and the first Obligation they took them- 
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felves to be under by it, prevail’d over all 
other Confiderations ; infomuch that very far 
from hearkening to thefe treacherous Emifla- 
ries, they fent them bound to Alaghmud, 
who by this A& of Fidelity began to be re- 
conciled to the People of Ben-Ifpahan. Bur 
that which gain’d his good Will entirely, was 
a fignal Piece of Service they did him by de- 
livering up Luft-Alt-Kan, the Man whom 
he moft dreaded of all the Perfian Nation. 
The Ufurper was fo pleas'd with Zeberdeft- 
Kan’s good Condué& and Succefs in the Expe- 
dition of Gzez, that he preferr’d himtoall the 
Officers of his Nation in his Choice of a 
Gencral to fucceed Nazyr-Ulla, the moft 
flout and fuccefstul of all his Generals, who 

dy’d in the manner we arc about to relate. 
At the fame time that he fent Zrherdeft- 
Kan to reduce the Cantons about the Capiral, 
he order’'d Nazyr-Ula to march againft Chz- 
ras near the Perfiam Gulf with the Aghvans 
under hiy Command, and the 6000 ‘Derge- 
fins who had lifted under him. ’Tis twelve 
Days March from Ifpahan to Chiras. The 
Terror of his Name only made him Mafter of 
all the Towns in his Rout; for he was the 
moft famous of all the Aghvan Generals. 
Several Cities fent their Keys to him; and 
tho’ he expected to find more Refiftance at 
Chiras, he doubted not to take the Place after 
fome Attacks; but a Musket-fhot took him 
in the firft Aflault, and by his Death put an 
end 
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end to all his Hopes, to the inexpreflible Grief 
of his Army, which he usd to lead to Con- 
queft; and who gave too fenfible Tokens of 
their Grief, by the cruel funeral Rites with 
which they honour'd him, according to the 
barbarous Superftition of that Nation, who 
learnt it of the Indians. For after the whole 
Army had march’d round his Body with Co- 
Jours downwards trailing on the Ground, they 
made their Slaves and Per/an Prifoners perform 
the fame Ceremony, and then cut their Throats 
athis Feet. They flew the fineft of his Horfes, 
cut'their Carcafics to bits, and divided the Fleth 
among the Soldiers for a funeral Feaft, as is 
the Cuflom among the dghvans ; and no 
funeral Oration could fit him better, than the 
Dejegtion his Army fell intro on his Death. 
They loft moft of that warlike Fiercenefs 
which they acquird by fighting under him, 
who never was beaten, and whom they thought 
invincible. They confefs’d they did not ex- 
pect to have fuch another General; and if 
they themfelves had not then known the Im- 
portance of their Lofs in him, the fudden Re- 
volution caus’d in the Canton where they 
were would have convine’d thenr of it. In 
effedt, no fooner was the Death of Nazyr- 
Ulla known, than all the Places that had 
fubmitted to him in his March revolted 
and took up Arms agen, as if they had 
yicldcd more to the Reputation of the 
General than the Streneth of his Armys 

and 
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and this one Man being dead, all the reft 
of the Aghvans could not make them afraid. 
He was very human to thofe that fubmitted, 
to him, contrary to the Cuftom of his Ma- 
fters. In an Irruption he made on the Side 
of Perze-D1faret, three Days Journey from 
Ifpahan, he found feveral great Towns in- 
habited by Georgzans of the King’s Guard, 
who {wore Obedience tobhim. Schah-Abas 
after having drawn their Anceftors from 
Georgia, placid them in this Canton, which 
they began to inhabit one hundred thirty 
Years before. He oblig’d them at the faine 
time to embrace the Alehometan Religion, 
difpenfing with their drinking Wine, with- 
out which they wou'd not have conform’d 
to Mahomet’s Dottune. Nafyr-Ulla being 
inform’d of thefe Particulars, was the firft 
to prefs them to return to their old Reli- 
gion. In order to which he fent for a 
Georgian Pricft from L/pahan; which he 
did lefs out of Affeétion to Chriflian:ry, than 
out of Hatred to the Se& of Raff, which 
is that of the Perfians; A-Se& much more 
odious to the Sunnzs, or Followers of Omar, 
fuch as the Turks and the Aghvans, than 
Chrifizanity itfelf. He was pretty tall, bue 
otherwife ill fhap’d enough. He was 2a 
great Friend to the Armenzans, and their 
declar’d Prote€tor. He was term’d Kzor-Sul- 
tan, ot the Blind Lord, becaufe he usd to 
keep one of his Eyes fhut. He learn’d the

Trade of War by robbing: for before the 
Jaft Wars of Candahar, he often plunder’d 
the Caravans, and fometimes made Incur- 
‘fions as far as I/pahan. The Ulurper Magh- 
mud, who knew what a Lofs his Death was 
to him, caus a ftately Monument to be 
erected for him near the Armenzan Church- 
Yard, and gave an Endowment to two Priefts 
to pray for him near his Tomb, and to kcep 
a Holy Fire there, he being of the Religion 
of the Gaures, who Worfhip Fire. As he 
was always fuccefstul in his military Enter- 
prizes, he was fufpected of Sorcery, which 
"twas faid he learn’d of the Ludzans, always 
made ufe of in War, and ow’d fome of 
his Victories to it. But as much a Sorce- 
rer as “tis pretended he was, he could not 
ward off the Musket-ball that kul’d him: 
and whatever Sufpicion he lay under on 
that Account, it does not hinder the h- 
vans from visiting his Tomb with great Ve- 
neration, and honouring him not only as 
a Hero but asa Santon, or Saint of the 
Nation. 

How difcourag’d foever the Army before 
Chirgs was at the Lofs of this famous Ge- 
neral, they did not give over the Siege. They 
refum’d it with more Vigour than before, un- 
der the Command of Zeberdeft-Kan, who 
was fent to be thar General, and had rhe 
Glory to be preferr’d to all the general Ofh- 
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cers of the Nation, in fucceeding the moft 
renown’d Captain in thei: Armies. 

The Governor of Cheras, who till then had. 
diftinguifh’d himfelf above all the other Go- 
vernors of Placesin the Defence of this; and 
had been verycareful to get it well fortTfied, 
forgot however one thing, without which, 
all the Fortifications inthe World fignify no- 
thing: and that was to furnifh it well with 
Provifions. He grounded his Hope of keep- 
ing the Place, much leis in his Ability or 
the Valour of his Garrifon, than on the Ca- 
pacity and Experience of an old Arabian 
War-Officer nam’d Hag Bakir, who was 
grown old in the Trade of Arms. He gave 
him a great Sum of Moncy to engage him 
to defend the City during the Siege: and 
promis‘ him a much greater in cafe it was 
rais'd. It was therefore this old Officer who, 
properly fpeaking, commanded in the Town, 
where nothing was done without his Or- 
der. 

The Governor of Chzras’s good Opinion 
of his Lieutenant, made him commit a Fault 
which was prejudicial to the Prefervation of 
the Place. For thinking himfelf fafe in a 
Man whom he look’d upon as perfect in 
the Trade, he took no Care about. any 
thing elfe. Inftead of taking Advantage of 
the good Difpofition of the Inhabitants, who 
by frequent Sallics on the Befiegers, had fo 
fatigu’d them, that they deipaur’d of eo 

able

able to continue the Siege, he would not 
permit any more Sallies, and ftifled, very mal 
a propos, the A1tdor of a People difpos'd to 
do well, by keeping them fhut up in the City. 
But Provifions beginning to fail, the Garifon 
was foon diminifhed by the Flight of thofe 
who found Means to make their Efcape by 
By-ways. They could do it the more eafily, 
becaufe the Aghvans were glad to {ce the 
Town growing empty, and lent them a help- 
ing Hand, by opening or felling a Paffage to all 
that would leave it. The City not being able to 
hold out long for want of Vidtuals, Hagz- 
Bakir made the aft Effort to fupply it. He 
fally’d at the Head of 6000 Men; but when 
he would have re-enter’d the Town, his Re- 
treat was cut off by a Body of 800 4ghvans, 
who routed his little Army,and kill’d Hag:-Ba- 
kur himfelf with 200 Men, who ftood by him 
and fought to the laft Gafp. As victorious as 
the Aghvans were, they would have been 
oblig’d to raife the Siege for want of Provi- 
fions, 1f the Convoy that Hagz-Baker fally’d 
our to meet had not fallen into their Hands, 
by which they were enabled to continue ir: 
For if the Scarcity was great in the City, 
‘twaS greater in the 4ghvan Camp, by the 
Preeaytion that was taken to fhut up all the 
neighbouringOwns. But that Convoy brought 
Plenty into the Camp, aud then the Befiegers 
waited with Tranquility for the Surrender of 
the’Befieged to their Mercy 5; which the Citi- 
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zens of Chiras were foon compell’d to do, 
afrer having loft about 20000 Men, who dy’d of 
Famine. The Governor finding he could 
hold out no longer, fent his Brother to the’ 
Aghvan Camp to treat; but he found then 
the Truth of that great and old Maxim of War, 
That there is no Time more dangerous, nor ne- 
ceflary to kcep a Guard, than that of treating ; 
for the Aghvans detaining the Officer that 
was fent tothem, gave the Affault when ’twas 
leaft look’d for, and found fo little Refiftance 
from the Befieged, who expecting a Capitula- 
tion had negletted their Pofts, that they car- 
ry’d the Place, and put all to the Sword whom 
they could lay hands on. All the reft would 
have had the {ame Fate, if the Officers had not 
put a ftop to the Fury of the Soldiers, and 
fav’d the reft of the Inhabieants from Slaugh- 
ter, that there might be fome left wnom they 
might command. 

But tho’ the Men’s Lives were fav’d, their 
Goods were abandon’d to Pillage; and the Agh- 
vans did on this Occafion a Piece of Juftice 
much to their Honour: for while they were 
pillaging the Houfes, finding in a private 
Man’s Houfe, more Corn than would, have 
fery'd the Garrifon u»ree Months, they were fo 
fhock’d at the Hardheartedncts of that rich -o- 
verous Wretcii who had facrice’d hys Coun- 
try, and the Lives of above 20000 Men ta 
his Avarice; that tying him up to a Stake 
in fight and in the middle of his Granary, 
they left him there to be ftarv'd to Death. 

Such 
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Such was the End of the Siege of Chiras, 
which Jafted ten Months. Tite Aghvuns lott 
2000 Men, without reckoning the “Derzefins. 
As many of the City Gattton peufli'd, The Lofs 
on both Sides, was at the firtt Irrupuon of the 
Aghvans, and at the Salles which wore per- 
muted in the Beginning of the Siege: but 
afrer the Governor forbad them, there was 
hardly any body kill’d ; the -lehvans having 
given no Affaule cacept tat by which they 
forc’d the City without much Refiftance. 

After they had fupplied C/yras with a iufh- 
cient Garrifon, they fent a Detatchment of 
400 Men towards the Perfian Guiph, who 
penetrated as far as Bender-Adgafff. at the 
News of this Irruption, the tew Perfians who 
were fcatter’d up and down in the Farms and 
Houlcs abour rhe Country, retu’d with 
ther Effects to the Ifie ot Ormus. The En- 
Llib and Dutch Compan Factors kept clofe 
in ther Houtes, where the 4z/ cans duit 
not atrack them. They got oft tor fome 
Provifions, with which they tuinifhd the 
Soldiers, withoursadmitting them into their 
Houfes. Thus after an Excutfion of two 
Months, and without reaping any benctit ex- 
cept. teinfying thas ans, the Aghvans 


rewrtad Icts Sumbor than they came, 
For th Aya Bender- Abaffi being very un- 
healthy, and even morta: tor Strangers the 
greatett Pare of the Year, the Malignuty of 
the’ Climate carry’d off moft of the 400 
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Men, of whom not: above 40 joyned the 
Army. 

The Reader no doubt is in Pain to know 
what is become of Prince Thamas all this 
while ; and here it is proper to {peak of him, 
fince ‘twas during the Siege of Chiras, that 
he began to put himéclf in motion againft the 
Aghvans. He \cft Casbem at the Approach 
ot Aman-Ulla who poflets’d himfel€ of that 
Place, at the head of 8000 Men; &hd from 
Casbin retir'd to Tauris. He was {carce ar- 
riv’d there, but forgetting the Situation he was 
in, which render’d the Way of Infinuation 
and Intreaty More proper than that of Au- 
thority and Command, he fent to fignify to 
Vachtanga, Prnce of Georgza, with as much 
Haughtinels as the moft powerful and abfo- 
lute King of Perfia could have done, that 
he fhould come to Zaurzs to do him Homage 
and receivé Orders. 

There was no likelihood that Vachtanga, 
who did not hearken to the Supplications of 
the Father, would be in a Humour to fub- 
mit to the imperious Command of the Son. 
And indeed he received it with a Difdain and 
Contempt, which Prince Thamas, weak and 
impotent as he was;wiid vot think fir to put 
up. So thar inftcad of tfsuking to -dxve 
the Rebels out of the Capita. aru” feverai 
other Cities of the Kingdom which they had 
feiz’'d, he went very unieafonably to reduce a 
Vaflal who remain’d at home in Quiet, and 
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whom it had been eafy to have brought to 
Reafon, if he had rid himielf of the Agh- 
vans. Both Sides. wafted themfelves in a Ci- 
vil War, the Confequence of which was oa- 
ly the weakening of both. The Lefgzans, 
Neighbours and old Enemies of the Georgzans, 
prefently made their Advantage of the Weak- 
nefs to which Georgza was reduced by this 
War. | The Turks bioke into the Province af- 
terwards, and made themfelves Mafters of it 
without much Oppofition, and are its Mafters 
to this Day. 

Prince Thamas did -not behave better with 
re{pe& to the Armenians, than he had done 
towards the Prince of Georgra. For inltad 
of gaining by good Ufage a Nation from 
whom he might have drawn gteat Succours, 
he began with over-burthening them with 
‘Laxes and exceflive Contributions, which he 
levy’d without any Mercy, and with all 
manner of Rigor. Not content wath rnning 
them, he would alfo force them to take 
Arms for him, and thought to reduce them 
to ic by Terrors, tn pillagimg and facking {offte 
of their principal Towns. The Armenians 
teeing; themfelves driven toythe laft Extremity, 
and having ach ent: betrer treated 
oe oO had no manner of Regard 
‘to then Aft took Arms, and canron’d ro 
the Number of 40000 1n rhe Mountains of 
Kapan near Taurts. Prince Thamas would 
pceds force them with the few Troops he had, 
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but was fo well beaten every time he attack’d 
them, that after feverat ufclefs Attempts, 
whercin his Men were cut to pieces, he grew 
difcrcet at his own Expence, and found 1t 
neceflary to fend to them for an Accommo- 
dation. Both Sides treared with Sincerity ; 
and the Prince was fenfible of the great Af- 
fiftance he might have had trom them againft 
the Uturper and the Rebe's, by the important 
Services they did againft the Turks, 1f inftead 
of provoking them by the moft crying Ex- 
toition and Indigmities, as he did at firft, he 
had carry’d himf{e!lf moderately towards them, 
and gain’d their Affection, which they were 
well inclin’d of themicives to give him Proots 
of. In the mean ume the Siege of Chzras 
continuing flill, made him turn his Eyes 
thar way ; and he ar Jaft {cem’d to call to 
mind that the moft dangerous Enemies he 
had, and thofc whofe Progrefs ought moft to 
alarm him, were the dghvans. He had then 
with him 8000 chofen Troops train’d up in 
Wars. They were few in Number, but as 
many as were neceflary to deal with the Agh- 
vans, whofe {cparate Body before Chsras was 
not numerous ;° and had thofe 8000 Mer been 
well led, they might have vromis'd themfelves 
Succefé upon Occafions. Bis Prince Thaizxzs 
hum({elf ruin’d all his Hopes itithae Telpect 
by the ill Choice of a General, whom he pla- 
ced at the Head of this little Army. He was 
a Man of no Ment, efpecially as to War, and 
ought\ 
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ought to have been fufpected by him with re- 
gard to the 4ehvans, he being of the fame 
»Sect in Keligson with them, His Name was 
Fredon-Kan, and as toon as he had got the 
Command of the Army, inftead of marching 
avant the Aghvans, he fell on the Arme- 
mians of ‘Perze, He charged them with haying 
couited Protection of the Aghvans ; and un- 
der that Pretence hie fack’d their Towns, and 
according to the barbayous Cuftom in Per/ia, 
he tent Punce Thamas tome hundreds of Heads 
or the Prifoners he had taken, as if they had 
been Heads of Aghvans kill’d in Fight. He 
did this with fo hitle Precaution, that ‘twas 
fecn by the Tonfure of the Pates, that fome 
of the Perfons flaughter'd were Armenzan 
Pricfts. He retir'd after this notable Exploit 
tothe City of Keulpekcent, where he fettled his 
Camp; bur as foon as he heard of the Ap- 
proach of the Aghvans, he ran away, and 
his Army follow’d his Example. 

The City of Avulpekzent had till then ftood 
out againft the Aghvans, and repuls’d them 
as often as fhe Nad been attack’d; but fhe 
loft Courage now, teeing herteif abandon’d 
by the very Army that wasacnt to her Aslitt- 
ange: and a bail ct4eke@Lant approaching the 
Watis.to makga Breach, fo terrify’d them, 
that cvOsmeenic { cd towards a Fort joining to 
the City, Bur ice Aghvans came too clofe 
on the Heels of them, cut off their Retreat, 
and flew the greateft Part of them. The few 
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who got into the Fort were fo frighted at the 
enormous Size of the barb’d Elephant that 
appear’d in Sight from the Walls, that they 
prefently iurrender’d, and fubmitred to the 
Conqueror ; fo that in lefs than an Hour, the 
Ulurper Magkmud, who was in Perfon in this 
Expedition, routed an Army, forc’d a rich 
City, and reduc’d a Fort that was in a good 
State of Defence. 

The Lots of Kzulpebrent drew after it that 
of Cachan, one of the moft famous Cities of 
Perfia. ‘The Inhabitants of this City had 
already fuffer’d much by Famine; and the 
Wate the Aghvaus .had committed in ail 
the neighbouring Towns and Villages, depriv’d 
them of all Means of Subfiflence by Sup- 
plies from thence: fo they jude’d nightly, that 
if they were attack’d, ther beft way would 
be to furrender. 

But when they underftood what haa pafs'd 
at Kutlpekient, they theught it moft advifea- 
bic to be betorehand with the Conqueror, and 
fent to invite Maghmud to come and take 
Poffeffion of their City, Where he was re- 
ceived with great Pomp. The Ufurper flaid 
there fomé Days sand that the good Tre at~ 
ment this Ciry met wit for fubmutting’ to 
him of herfelf might tempt wther Cinés to 
do the like, he behav’d towards ‘tic’ Citizens 
of Cachan with great Generofity and Huma- 
nity. He then returned to Lfpahan full of 
Glory, and highly pleas’d with his new Con- 
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quefts, which were celebrated with Fire- 
works, aud all publick Demonttrations of Joy 
ufual on the like Occafions, 

The Ufurper Maghmud enjoy’d in Tran- 
quility all the Satistaction which he could 
take in his late Profperity, when 1t was trou- 
bled by a bold Stroke of Aman-Ulla, one of 
the Chiefs of the Nation, who pretended to 
be upon a Par with him; and complaining 
that he had not kept the Agreement they had 
made, offer'd to retire with his Troops. 

To have aright Notion of this Matter, we 
mutt fuppofe that when the Aghvans under- 
took this Expedition in the Year 1722, they 
thought of nothing iefs than of dethroning 
the King of Perfia their old Mafter. Their 
Views reach’d rfo farther than the making 
themfelves Mafters of Kzrman, to {ccure their 
Retreat when they made Incurfions into the 
Piovinces on the Borders, and fometimes in 
the Heart of the Kingdom. 

As Aman-Ulla was independent of Afrr- 
Maghmud, and had a Body of Troops of his 
own, he engaged with Maghmud on an equal 
Foot, and nor as an Infcrior or Subaltern ; 

d the Agreement was, sfat they fhould di- 
vade in halves what giny fhould get by their 
Enterprize, heir what it would. 

Thisge:ilaving fince taken a more advan- 
tageous Turn than they expeded, as foon as 
dfyrr-Maghmud (aw himtelf feated on the 
Perfian Throne, that he might avoid a 
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Competition with dian Ulla, he gave him 
gooo Men, good Troops, to feize Cashin, 
and fcetrle himiclt there as he was fettled at 
I[pahan. Aman-Ulla entcr’d at without Re- 
fiftance : But as he was accountable to no 
bod) tor his Actions, and did not think the 
Terms of theu Treaty futhicicntly madc good, 
til he had diawn as much out of Cashza, 
as his Aflociate had done out of J/pahan, ic 
fo piovok’d the Citizens o1 Cashin, by his 
Ex:oitions and Violences, that they rote, as 
has been faid in irs Place, and drove him 
out of thar Town, very much wounded, and 
ftiipp’d of all he had, atter having kili’d 4ooo 
of his Men, and reduced the reft of his little 
Aimy to avery fony Conditien., 

Aman Ulia, difappointc. in kis Hopes of 
enriching lauileit by the Plunder ef Casbne, 
was no fooner curd of his Wounds and re- 
turn’d tol; han, than he trump’d up tne reaty 
betwen him and Maghmud. He taik’'d biz 
of his Rights, and pretended io the Halt 
of whatever had been taken, even the Trea- 
fures of Schah-Huffezn, and to be yoynt King 
with Alaghmud, puriuant to ther Agrec- 
ment. 

His Pietenfions Wer .according to the 
Lotter of that Treaty 5 Pere “SY laghm ud cca, 

take no Advantage of his having DQIr Fy ‘done 
of Schceh-Huffern’s Daughters, fince Aman 
Ulla had efpoufed another of them. So that 
they were on the fame Terms with refpeé 

ta 
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to their Right by Mainiage. He prefs'd him 
daily mot and more; and perceiving Aflagh- 
yind © aded his Inftances, without doing him 
“Jat ) an dividing the Kingdom and Schah- 
‘AL. fuses Trealures, he fell out with han, and 
fudy cenvine’d him, that every thing was 
to b exeected from his Refenrmentr. 

The Piimnecets he had married, finding him 
in this Difpofition, did not mufs that Oppor- 
tunity to do her Brothe: Prince Thamas Ser- 
vicc, and fer him {fo againft Afaghmud by 
avgravating his Treachery, and teprefenting 
him asa crucl Tyraur, capable of facrificing 
every thing to his Ambinon and Intereft, that 
fhe determined him to joyn Prince Thamas 
and act againfl the Ufurper, whofe Spoils 
wee to be divided’ between them. 

Thefe Remonttrances had all the Effe@ the 
Princeis promw’d to hericlh Aman Ulla 
maich’d fiom ILfpaban ar the Head of his 
Troops about the Ind ot Derember 
1723 and taking the Crown with him, die 
rected his Match to Candahar. But inttead 
of continuing that Rout, he tarn’d off to. 
wards the Provinces wheie Prince Thamas 

s Matter, without declar,f@ his Intentions. 

he News of ths,.f3on reach’d Ifpahan; 
jai Maghiwndswas 10 frighten’d at it, that 
he mounts + his Horfe immediately, and wirh 
the few People that were ready to accompa- 
oy hum, he rode after dman-Ulla 5 Icaving 
Orders 
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Orders for his Troops to follow him with all 
poflible Diligence. 

He overtook 4man-Ulla at four Days end ;~ 
andthe Remembrance of old Friendfhip ftufling 
all Reproaches which they might have made 
each other, they embrac’d with great Affection : 
and Aman-Ulla was won by Maghmud’s Ca- 
reffes and Promifes. But the Ufurper con- 
ceiving the great Danger he fhould have been 
in by his Friend’s Defertion, took Care to 
provide againft it for the future, by making 
himfelf fure of him in a way which fhould 
not offend him. He caus’d him to mount his 
own Horfe to do him honour, equip’d with 
all the Pomp which 1s fuitable to Royal Ma- 
jefty: And after having embrac’d again, and 
renewed their former Oaths on the Points of 
their naked Swords, he fent him back to Jf 
pahan with a Body of Cavalry, which un- 
der the Name of an Efcort was his Guard. 
He alfo direfted the Governor of the 
Capital to have a watchful Eye over 
him till his Return, but not to feem 
to have any Intention to ‘et a Guard upon 
him. In all other refpeéts he was to do him 
all fort or Honovrs, and fee that he wanted 
for nothing to his ext:r> Satisfattion, Bat 
notwithftanding fo much Re‘pect and Cerc. 
mony, Aman-Ulla perceiv'd that iiudeed he 
was no better than a Prifoner; and refented 
it fo highly, that when Maghmud came bck 
from his laft Se he could not be pre- 
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vail’d upon to wait on him. He thought he 
was more at Liberty than when the Ufurper 
was prefent. But Maghmud foon convinced 
him of the contrary. For Aman Ulla going 
from Ifpaban with his ufual Train, to vifit his 
Brother's Tomb, Maghmud {ent an Officer af- 
ter him withOrders to thruft hisSpearinto Aman- 
Ulla’s Horfe’s Belly ; which was done accord- 
ingly. °Tis true he had another given him 
to carry him back to.J</pahan, but he was fo 
exafperated at this Affront, that when he 
came back, he kill’d with his own Hand, the 
the fineft Horfes in his Stables; and perhaps 
had done more Mifchief, if Maghmud had 
not run to appeafe him. 

They were again reconcil’d at this Inter- 
view ; and the Ufurper gave him his full Li- 
berty, tho’ to his own Prejudice; for Aman- 
Ulla made no Ufe of it, but to deftroy him; 
being one of the Heads, and the moft zealous 
one of the Confpiracy which was form’d a 
gaint Maghmud, who was their Victim not 
long after. 

When he fent Aman-Ullato Ifpahan, at 
the time he prevented his going to Prince 
Ppamas, as has been relat-d, he nlade 4man- 

la’s Troops taka Oath of Fidelity to him, 
dnd yoyn’d thento his own. He then march’d 
towards that Part of Arabza call’d Kzok-K:lan, 
which depends on Perfia, to bring it under 
Subsection to him. But he fuffer'd fo much 

from

from the bad Air of the Climate, and the In- 
curfions of the Arabzans, that he loft all his 
Baggage, and almoft all his Troops; not a 
fixth Part of them returning with lim. Nay, 
there would not have been a Man fav’d, had 
it not been for the Afliflance given him by 
Kajin-Kan, a Perfian Lord, who poffeisd a 
Principality in that Neighbourhood, aud had 
been always faithful to Maghmud fince his 
Acceflion to the Crown oF Perfia. 

The Ufurper came to L/rahan with the fad 
Remains of his fhatter’d Army, himlelf very 
much vex'd and dejected. He would not be 
receiv'd in a folemn Manner, as he had been 
Jatt Year. He only diftributed s0000 Toa- 
mans,about 300000 Pounds among his Troops, 
as fome Amends for the Lofs of their Bag- 
gage, andto help them to buy more. Bue 
they were fo diminifh’d, that they could do 
him no great Service, fo he cmployd them 
in reducing the Towns and Villages in the 
Neighbourhood of Ifpahan. 

During thefe Trantaions, Prince Thamas 
who did not think himicif ftrong cnough 
to drive out the Aghvans, bounded his Am. 
bition with the ‘Vxefervation of Tauris, apd, 
what was left of thesPerfiza Monarchy wn- 
congquer’d by the Barbartans. .Bur ona fud. 
den he found he had an Enemy on his Hands 
more formidable than the Aghvans. The 
Turks, not contented with feizing Georgig, 

enter’d 
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enter'd Perfia, and advancing to Zawrgs laid 
Siege to it. 

Happily for Prince Thamas, he had juft put 
an End to the domeflick Diffentions among 
his Party ; and by his mud Behaviour gain’d 
over thofe whom his untfeafonable Pride had 
difeufted ; efpecially rhe Armenians of the 
Mountains of Capan, who by joyning him, 
put him in a Condition, not only to make 
head againft the Turks, but alfo to attack 
them in their Intrenchments: which he did, 
and with fo much Vigour, that he obrain’d 
one of the moft glorious and compleat Vidto- 
rics, that had been known fince the Begin- 
ing of the Perfian Troubles; for there were 
20000 Jurks flain in the Battel, and almoft 
as many taken Prisoners. The Luropean Ga- 
zettes attribute this Victory to Myrr-Magh- 
mud, whichis the more falfe, for chat the 
Aghvans never came to Blows with the 
Turks, whom they look on as their Brethern, 
being of the fame Alahometan Se&, and al- 
ways living with them in a good Under- 
flanding. 

At the fame time that the Turks befieo’d 
Tauris, another Army of «heirs, eunder the 
Cdmmand of Achmet Batha of Babylon, laid 
Siege to Amaaan, a City famous for the 
Tombs of Mordeca: and Efther, as is pre» 
tended in Perfia. As fon as Prince Tha- 
mas had deliver'd Taurzs by the Defeat of the 
Turks, he fent Part of his Army under the 
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Condu& of Flagella-Kan, againft the Bafha 
of Babyion, to oblige him to raife the Siege 
of Amadan. But whether that General had 
not fo much Capacity as was neceffary for 
fuch an Enterprize, or that Fortune repented 
of her favouring the Perfians, they were 
routed by the Bafha, who found himfelf at 
liberty to continue the Siege without Intes- 
ruption. 

However, the Befieg’d, notwithftanding the 
Defeat of the Forces fent to their Relief, de- 
fended themfelves ftill with great Refolution ; 
and the Turks had lain before the City two 
Months, without making much Progrefs in 
the Siege, when a German Renegado, a good 
Engineer, gave them Entrance into the Town 
by a Mine. There would have been nothing 
but Fire and Sword, if the Bafha had not in 
Compaflion to the Inhabitants, caus’d one of 
the Gates to be open’d, for all that cou’d to 
make their Efcape that Way; which meft on 
that Side of the City did. All the reft, with- 
out Diftin@ion of Age or Sex were put to 
the Sword. 

Prince Thamas was greatly afflicted at this 
Lofs, as well as ts, the Defeat of his Troops, 
He was angry with F/agella-Kan, and had 
Reafon to be fo. But inftead of a mode- 
rate Reprimand, which that Officer deferv’d, 
he infulted him in fuch a Manner, as only 
ferv'd to fowre him yet more. He fent hyn 
aCalaat or Veltof Gold Brocard, being of that 
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fort wotn by Women ; to fhew him he was 
fitter to handle a Diftaff than a Sword: 
which Aftront Flagella {o highly refented, 
‘that he immediately went over to the Ufur- 
per Maghmud, and carricd 400 Men with 
him. 

About this time happened the Adventure 
of the Georgsan Woman, famous for her 
Courage, and the Novelty of the Refolution 
fhe took to revenge the Death of her Husband. 
Being informed that hé was flain by the 4g4- 
vans at the Battel of Giu/nabat, fhe departed 
from the furthermoft Part of Georgza dif- 
yuifed like a Man, and travelled above 400 
Leagues to Lfpaban, where mingling among 
the Aghvans, ‘tis reckon’d fhe kill'd above 50 
of them at feveral times, as Sacrifices to the 
Manes of her Husband. She was at laft ta- 
ken in one of thofe Executions, and brought 
before Maghmud full of the Wounds fhe had 
received, and thofe ne had given herfelf to 
efcape the Cruelty of the Aghvans. Her 
Sex bang known, the Barbarian could not 
but admure the Greatnefs of her Soul. He 
order’d Care to be taken of her, and that fhe 
fhould be treated with all rhe Refpect duc to 
het Sex and Courage. 

He was very impatient for the new Le- 
vies from Candahar, who atriv’d towards 
the End of the Year 1724. He hited a 
good Number of Dergefins at I/pahan out 
of thofe of that Nation who had lately fertled 
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there, and with fome Tu7kifb Troops taken 
into his Pay, he form’d as fine an Aimy as 
that with which he at firft fare down befoie 
the Capital. 

Finding he fhould frequently be s:eceftita- 
tcd to have Recruits from Candahar, and that 
therefore nothing would be of more Impor- 
tance, than to fecure the Communication be- 
rween that City and [/pahan ; he thought he 
could not better employ his Troops than in 
the Execution of this Projet. 

About ten Days Journey from J/pahan, in 
the Rout to Candahar, there isa pretty ftrong 
City, called Fe/?, or Yefd, which was a great 
Obftacle to that Communication, and very 
lately had given him a Proof of it by the 
Lofs of 2000 Recruits coming from Canda- 
har. The Menof Feft attack’d them in their 
Paflage, and gain’d fuch a compleat Vidtury, 
that hardly one of them was Icft alive to car- 
ry the News to L/pahan. 

This was not the firft Vexation this City 
had given him ; he ftill remember’d that two 
Years before, when he was marching towards 
Ifpahan, he was repulsd from this City, 
which he shought to carry by Affaulr, with 
the Lofs of abundance of Men. Tho’ this 
Check griev’d him much, yet he did not 
think fit to defer his March to the Capiral by 
beficging ir. But as if it had been order’d, 
that thofe very Fvents which feem’d moft 
favourable to Schah Huffer fhould turn ‘to 
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his Ruin, it was found that the Advantage Fe 
had obrain’d over Myrr-Maghmud contributed 
to the taking of I/pahan. For the Court of 
Perfia had conceiwed fuch a Contempt of 
this Rebel and his Troops, that they {corn’d 
to take any of thofe diftant Precautions, 
which-are in no caie to be neglected on the 
Approach of an Enemy’s Army. “Twas 
thought Weaknefs to provide before-hand in 
the Capital of the Kingdom againft an Enemy, 
who had juft mifcarricd before a little City in 
the Province; and it being a much fhorter 
way, under an indolent King who ha- 
ted Bufinefs, to defy Danger, than to 
uf any Endeavours fo ward it off; the 
Court was willing to believe they had nothing 
to fear; and tha. this imaginary Security 
could not be bettcr grounded in the Minds 
of the People, thai. ty abftaining from ta- 
king neceflary Meafurcs to render it real and 
folid. 

By this means Maghmud’s Difgrace before 
Fefé was fo far from being prejudicial to him 
with regard to his Dcfign againft I/pehaen, 
that on the contrary it facilicared the Con- 
gucft of that Capital. Bur his Refentment 
againft it reviving by the Lofs of the 2000 
Men that had been Jarcly defeated in the fame 
Place, and the Neceflity of fecuring the Com- 
munication, between I/pahan and Candahar, 
derermin’d him to turn all his Forces againft 
thé City of 7e/, and to make himfelf Matter 
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of it. He went upon this Enterprize with 
the more Confidence, for that he was at the 
Jead of an Army capable of undertaking 
every thing with Succefs, and had a good 
Train of Artillery ; befices which, he held 
Corfefpondence with fome in the Town, the 
Gaures, who inhabited a Quarter of it. In 

the mean time, the Citizens of Feff havin 

Information that he was coming again 
them, prepared to defend themfelves ; and to 
deprive him of all Means of fubfifting his 
Army, they laid all their Neighbourhood 
wafte, ruining all the little defencelefs Towns 
and Villages thereabouts. They furnifhed 
themfelves with Provifions in abundance, and 
had a ftrong Garifon in the Place. Thefe 
Preparations, which were more than fuffici- 
ent againf® open Force, could not {ecure 
them againft Surprize and Treafon ; but very 
Juckily they difcover’d the Intelligence be- 
tween the Gaurs and Maghmud, a little while 
before the Arrival of the Ufurper’s Army, 
and put all thofe Traitors to the Sword with- 
out {paring one of them,’ and then prepar’d 
to defend themfelves with the morc Security, 
for that they had no Enemies to fear but thofe 
without, whofe Forces did not frighten them. 
Maghmud came before the Place at the End 
of December 1724. and the Impoffibility he 
faw there was of maintaining his Troops in a 
Country quite ruin’d, obliging him to haften 
his Projects, he gave Order for a aaa AC 
aule. 
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fault. The Aghvans attack’d it on all Sides; 
and not knowing that the Correfpondence 
they had with the Gaures within the City 
was difcover’d, they went on with al] the AZ 
furance of Men who reckon’d their Succefs 
was infallible ; but they found every where a 
Refiftance unexpedted by them. They were 
in all Places reptils’d, and forc’d to give over 
the Affaule. They now faw that the Town 
would not be carry’d fo eafily as they had 
imagin’d. The Men of JZef did not ftop 
here; but taking Advantage of the Diforder 
they peiceiv’d the Beficgers to be in, they 
fally’d upon them, and cut a great Number 
to pieces, put the reft to Flight, and took all 
the Baggage of the Army, which they brought 
into the Town in’ Triumph. 

The Ulurper Maghmud, who thought to 
recover in this Expedigion the Reputation he 
loft in the laft, was fo difmay’d at thefetwo 
fucceflive Difgraces, and efpecially the latter, 
which he leaft look’d for, that he deenvd it 
to be an Effe& of the Wrath of Heaven; and 
perfuading himfelf thar he could fuecced in 
nothing till he had appeas'd it, he refolv'd, 
in order to it, to make a Retreat according 
to the fuperftitious Cuftom of the Indsans, 
braught into Candahar by its Neighbourhood 
to India, and much prevailing there. The 
Manner of this kind of Retreat is thus : 

The People fhut themfelves up in a fubrer- 
fanean Groto, where no Light enters. The 
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Young and the Old fuffer extrethely ; for all 
theNourifhment they have is a very little Bread 
and Water; not enough to keep them from 
ftarving : They f{carce indulge themiclves in a 
Moments Sleep, which coming from Heavine(s 
and Faintne(s is rather a Fatigue than a real 
Repofe. The reft of the Time is taken up 
in Agitations of the Body, accompanied with 
loud Cries and deep Groans. Thefe Agita- 
tations weaken them by Degrees, caufe Con- 

vulfions and rambling ‘Thoughts, which they 
take for Extacies; and while they are in them, 
they fancy they fee Spectres, and Apparitions; 
which tho’ the E2c& of a troubled Brain on- 
ly, isa new Torment to them. — 

This fort of Retreat laits forry Days; and 
Maghmud ftaid fo long in his fubterranean 
Vault. He then came forth, pale, meager, 
and reduc’'d almoft to a Spetre Lumfelf. 
The Effe& of this ridiculous Piece of Su- 
perftition, was the turning his Head, and 
putting him out of his Senfes, which: he 
never recover’d again : and this was what loft 
him his Crown firft, and then his Life. 

From that Moment he became reftle(s, 
wild and fufpicious; taking U:nbrage ef 
his beft Friends, and believing that whoever 
came near him aim’d at his Life and _ his 
Throne. He was in the firft Fie of this Hy- 
pocondriack Humour, when the Efcape of 
Mirza-Sefi, Schah-Huffern's eldek Son, who 
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was formerly declar’'d his Succeffor, threw 
him into a Trafport of Rage, which caus’d 
tne horribic Tragedy we are about to relate. 
Mirza-Sefi having found Means to get out 
of the Haram, fied to the Province of Bach- 
tyact, where ‘tis thought he ftiil is, and is 
the fame whom the European Gazettes, upon 
ill Information, pafs for a {uppofititious Prince. 
The Ufurper was fo terrified at this News, 
that he refolv’d to murder all the Princes of the 
Blood, to prevent their making him uneafy for 
the future. On the 7th of February, 1725, 
in the Afternoon, he order'd all thofe Prin- 
ces to be brought into a Court of the Palace, 
among whom were three of the paternal 
Uncles of Schab- Huffem, old and decrepid, 
He commanded their Hands to be ty’d bee 
hind them with their Girdles, and, affifted 
by two of his Confedcrates who feconded 
him in this crue] Butchery, he maflacred them 
with his Sabre, Theie were only two left, 
and chote very young, who ran into the Arms 
of Schah Huffen. This Prince hearing a 
Noife, and rhe Cries of dying Perfons, came 
to thePlace where cheSlaughcer was committed, 
At the fight of fo many Princes weltering in 
their Gore, he could not forbcar making the 
Tyrane bitter Reproaches, He flood pctween 
Maghmud and the two young Irinces, his 
Children, whom she Ufurper would have 
bytcher'd even in his Arms; and in endea- 
youring 10 defend them, receiy’d a Wound 
L 3 in 
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in his Hand. The Tyrant, as barbarous 
as he was, could not help being touch’d 
at the fight of the Blood of the King; 
and fuffer’d him to fave the two little Princes, 
to comfort him for the Lofs of the reft. 

Tis not certainly known how many of 
them were murder'd. Some fay one hun- 
dred and five ; others a hundred and eighty; 
and others more thanthat. We fhould not be 
furpris'd to hear of fo many Princes of the Blood 
in the Faffern Courts. We might rather 
wonder there were no more; fince in the 
Reign of Schah-Huffein, thirty Cradles have 
been carry’d into the Haram in a Months 
time only. Sothat the Number would be in- 
finite, if the greateft Part of them did not 
dye in their Infancy. ; 

After this bloody Execution, Maghmud 
aéted always like a Fury, and_ never 
fhew’d the leaft Sign of fober Senfe. The 
Aghvan Phyficians who were with him, try’d 
all the Secrets of their Art, to reftore him to 
his Senfes; but their Remedies did not ope- 
rate. They had Recourfe to the Armenian 
Clergy, to rehearfe that Part of the Gofpel 
over the Head of the Ufurper, which they 
term the Red Gofpel: A Cuftom in vogue 
among the Perfans, who pretend that feve- 
ra) Cures have been done by it,on Perfons di- 
fturb’d in their Minds, with the fameSymptoms 
of Madnefs as Maghmud had. The Arm-- 
sian Clergy came to the Palace in folemn 
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Proceffion, wearing their facerdotal Habits, 
and bearing lighted Wax Candles in theit 
Hands. They were honourably receiv’d there 
by the Courtiers rang’d on each Side, whofe 
Looks modeft and religious, and their great 
Silenceand Refpe& fhew’d their Veneration for 
thefeChriftian Priefts. After theCeremony was 
over, they were reconducted to Zulfa in the 
fame Order, by a Crowd of Court-Lords, 
The Ufurper hapning to have a lucid Inter- 
vala little after the Geremony,fent the Arme- 
nians two thoufand Tomans, or 4000 Crowns 
in Specie, and as much in Effe@s which he 
had taken from them,p romifing with an O ath 
to reftore the reft, if*God was fo gracious to 
him, as to reftore his Health. He alfo return’d 
a thoufand Tomans in the fame Manner, and 
with the fame Promife, to the Dutch Fattors, 
from whom he had taken 40000 Tomans, or 
2400000 Livres; and 20000 Tomans, or 
1200000 Livres to the Engéjb Merchants: 
which to both Companies, amounts to 
36c0000 Livres. But thefe Reftitutions did 
neither the ong nor the other much Good. 
Maghmud's Succeffor made them void, as 
the Effedts of a diforder’d- Brain; and 
order’'d thofe Sums to be brought back 
to his Treafury, In a Letter inferted in the 
Mercurey, Fanuary 1727, it is faid he had 
fore’d the Dutch to pay him 800000 Tomans, 
Which would make 48 Millions of Livres 5 
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dnd the ZEngli{h 200000 Tomans, os 12 
Millions; all which is falfe and exorbitant. 
The Sum I hav¢ f{pecified, a: in my Memours, 
is large enough in confcience. 

Maghmua’s \ucid Interval lafted not long : 
and the Palfy, or as others pretend, the Le- 
profy, joyning to the Delrium, one half 
of his Body rotted; and his Bowels became 
fo diforder’d, that he voided his Excrements 
at his Mouth; and in the horrid Tor- 
ments he endur’d, he tarn’d his Fury againft 
himfelf, and tore his Hands with his Teeth. 

While he was in this fad Condition, Prince 
Thamas had an Advantage over one of the 
Aghvan Generals, which allarm'd that Na- 
tion. This Prince with great Difficulty got 
15000 Men together; and finding he was 
not ftrong enough to make head again? the 
Turks, who broke into Perfia three feveral 
\Ways, he refolv'd to carry on the War a 
paintt the Aghvans: and falling upon one 
of their Generals call’d Sesda/, as he was 
marching to the City of Casdzm with 7000 
Men, he attack’d and defeated him. 

The Aghvans were gilarm’d at this News, 
and finding there was no Hope of any thing 
from Maghmud, who was not fit for Bufi- 
nefs, they thought of chuftng him a Suc- 
ceflor. The Right of this Succeffion, fell na- 
tura!ly to the Ufurper’s elder Brother; but 
he was atually at Canduhar; and there being 
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450LeaguesDiftance fromthatCity tol/pahan, 
along a Country not yet fubdu’d, he could not 
venture thence without a little Army, whofe 
“March would take up threc or fourMonths time. 
In the mean while, the Affair was prefling, 
and their Condition was like to grow worle 
every Day, till fome Order was taken about 
it. This Reafon induc’d the Aghvans to 
proceed immediatcly to a Choice of a Suc- 
ceflor to Maghmud: which Choice fell up- 
on Afzraff his Coufin German; who was then 
in Continement at I/pahan on the following 
Occafion. 

Afzraff was the Son of that Brother of 
Myrr-Vers who fucceeded that famous Rebcl 
in the Command of the Nation; and whofe 
Head his Nephew’Maghmud had cut off, in 
order to put himfelf in his Place, as is elfe- 
where related. Tho’ Maghmua’s Power was 
increas’d by that Murder, and he had fince 
acquir’d fo much Credit with the dghvans, 
that A/raff was oblig’d to diffemble his Re. 
fentment tor his Father’s Death ; yet he kept 
it ftill in his Mmd: and whether for that 
Reafon,or out of his Moderation,which was his 
particular Character, and whichalways preferv'd 
him in the Efteem of the 4ghvans, hisCountry- 
men, even while he was in Prifon, he always 
oppos’d, as much as was poilible, his Coufin 
Maghmud's ambitious Pisye&ts 3 and was al- 
wgys of Opinion, that Schah Huffeim's Pro- 
pofals of Peace ought to have been accepted. 

Such 
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Such a Difpofition of Mind could not be 
grateful to Maghmud, ani began to make 
him fufpicious of Afzraf. But he became 
more fo, and with more Reafon, during the 
Siege of I/pahan, on account of two Taéts 
he was inform’d of ; the one was, that out of 
Compaffion to the Want Schah Huffein was 
reduced to in his own Palace, where he had 
not Food, he causd 70006 Batmens of Cory 
to be convey’d to him, about 84000 Pound 
Weight; cach Batmen being 12 Pounds A- 
verdupoix. The fecond Fac was full 
more confiderable, and more odious, 
which was his treating with the Court of 
Perfia to come over to them with his Troops, 
on Payment of a ccrtain Sum which he de- 
manded, to be diftributed among them. Had 
the Money been paid, 4/zraff had certainly 
join’d the Perfian Army. But the Court of 
Perfia, out of a Piece of ill-tim’d Husbandry, 
put off the Affair with fo many Delays, in 
Expeétation of Ali-Merdan-Kan’s coming 
with Provifions, that A/zraff grew weary, 
and broke off the Treaty; which he would 
never after renew, tho’ the Court much de- 
fir'd it. The Intrigues between them were 
not fo well conceal’d, but that Maghmiud had 
fome Intimations of them; and to prevent 
their being accomplifh’d, drew off A/zraff 
from the Poft whcre he commanded, and 
where he had a Conveniency to carry on his 
Correfpondence with the Court of sie 
an 
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and being obliged to diffemble till he was 
Matter of Ifpahan, he did not difcover any 
Difcontent againft his Coufin ; but when he 
took him from his Poft near the Capital, he 
retended ‘twas to give him a more honoura- 
ble and more important Commiffion, by or- 
dering him to cover the Siege : Which he did 
as long as it lafted. But as foon as Maghmud 
had poffefs'd himtelf of Ifpahan, he caus’d 
him to be arrefted and kept in Prifon all his 

Reign ; that is, two Years and fix Months. 
He was a Prifoner, when by an unhop’d- 
for Revolution he was taken thence and pla- 
ced uponthe Throne. , Tho’ the Neceflity tue 
Aghuans were in to remedy the prefent Dit 
orders oblig’d them to fo fudden a Choice of 
a Chief, and madé them caft their Eyes upon 
Afzraff, as the neareft Relation of Magh- 
mud; yet their high Efteem of his Merit 
and Capacity determin’d them to chufe him, 
as much ashis Affinity to the Ufurper. They 
refpected him not only as a Man of Wifdom, 
Moderation and Equity, but as the greareft 
Captain of theu’Nation, fince the Death of 
Nafyr Ulla. Nay, they gave him the Prefe- 
rence of the latter in the Comfparifon they 
made of them, faying, Na/yr-Ul/a had been the 
more fucce{sful Robber, but 4/zraff the more 
able and experienc’d General. He gave fignal 
Proofs of it in the Battel of Gialnabat; and 
abl the World allow’d, that the Vidtory the 
4 Agh- 
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Aghvans obtain'd was owing to his goog 
Condué and Valour. 

The Majority of the Suttfrages being in his 
Favour, the principal Perfons of the Nation, 
and the chief Officers of the Army, ran tu- 
multuoufly to the Prifon, where they faluted 
him King the 22d of April, 1725. From 
thence he march’d to the Palace, where he 
met with fome Refiftance from Maghmud's 
Guards, who were Aghvans of the Province 
of Hazaray, of the Perfian Se&, and ftood 
out for their Mafter. They fuftain’d the Affaule 
with all the Courage and Vigor that could 
be expected from their Fidelity to Maghmud ; 
but being only, as one may fay, an handful 
of Men within the Palace, while al! withouc 
declar’d for A/sraff, they were forc’d to fub- 
mit aftcr an Houi’s Diipate, and 4feraff be- 
came Mafter of the Throne upon which his 
Countrymen were cagerto placchim. But as 
he always had the Revenge ot his Father’s Death 
at heart, wi ofe Head Maghmud had cut off, 
fo he would not be placei on the Throne till 
that of Maghmud was vrousht him. He alfo 
order'd all Maghmud's Guard, confifting of 
500 Men of the Aghvans of Hazaray, to 
be put to the Sword, and all his Minifters 
and particular Confidents, who were mur- 
der’d the fame Day. 

The Principal of all Mazhmud’s Minifters, 
and he whom he’ moft truited, was 4/mace 
Kallar Agha/;, Gencral of the Artillery, wha 
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fled. But 4/zraff fent after him. The Mef- 
fenger overtook him, and brought him back 
to Ifpahan, where he was put to the Tor- 
ture, to force him to declare where his 
Treafures were. He endard the  firft 
Torture with great Refolution; and to 
avoid another, he flew himfelf, after ha- 
ving flain his Wife to prevent her being ex- 
pos’d, as he fear’d fhe might have been. 

The Death of this Minifter, who was in 
general Efteem, and whom every body thought 
worthy of a better Fortunc, was Caufe of 
Gricf even to A/zraff himtelf, who faw im- 
mediately that all the Odium of it would fall 
upon him. He was indeed a Man of an un- 
blameable Condua, and whom no body had 
complained of ever fince the Aghvans were 
Matters of I/pahan. The Perfians them- 
felves commended him, and the Europeans 
and Chriftians look’d on him as their Pro- 
tector and Friend. No Perfon was fo much 
trutted by Maghmud as he was: But he made 
no other Ufe of the Favour he was in, than 
to mollify him, end as much as he could to 
hinder his violent Actions. “Iwas very wrong 
to torture him to find out his conceal’d Riches. 
He never was at any Trouble to heap up 
Treafure; and very far from extorting any 
thing from any one, if wasa Law with him to 
take Prefents from no body. He faid often, 
he would be a charge to none; and that 
without drawing on himfelf the Curfes bei 
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the People by pillaging them, there was Trea- 
fure enough in the King’s Finances, which 
was entirely at his Difpofal, to anfwer the 
Expence which his Rank requir’d. For that 
Expence was very moderate: A little fatisfy a 
him; and he liv’d after the Fortune of the 
4ghvans, no otherwife than he had done 
before it. He was as generous as compaflio- 
nate, of which he gave a remarkable Proof 
on this O¢cafion. A Widow of L/paban be- 
ing almoft dead with Grief at fecing an Agh- 
van Officer about to carry away her only Son 
a Slave to Candahar, pretending the Mothce 
had fold him for fifty Sequins, /mas-Kullar 
‘was extremely concerri’d at the poor Woman’s 
Trouble; and tho’ he could not force the OF 
ficer to give back her Son, he baigain’d with 
him for the Lad, giving him 150 Sequins, 
and the Choice of any Horfe in his Stables ; 
for which the Boy was deliver’d him, and he 
reftor'd him to his Mother. An Example of 
Generofity and Humanity that one could 
hardly expe& from a barbarous Nation, and 
would have done Honour te the beft Time of 
antient Rome. <Afzraff, who wanted only 
this Man's Riches, which he thought was 
great, becaufe ,he had it in his Power to ac- 
quire Wealth, was the more troubled at his 
‘Death, for that he was fenfible of his Merit, 
and intended to make uf: of him! 

This Minifter’s Merit and Probity, did ho- 
nour to JZaghmud'’s Choice and Confidence, 
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who was himfelf of a very different Chara- 
er. And as this modern Conqueror has 
gmade a very confiderable Figure in the Eaf, 
One cannot but have a little Curiofiry about! 
wilat concerns his Perfon. I fhall therefore 
give his Picture as I find it in my Memoirs. 
He was middle-fiz’d, and pretty fquat : his 
Face broad, his Nofe flattifh, his Eyes blue 
and fquinting a little, his Look fierce. His 
Phyfiogmony had fomething rough and di 
agreable in it, difcovering a Cruelty in his 
Nature. His Neck was fo monfroufly fhort, 
that his Head feem’d to grow to his Shoulders. 
He had fcarce any Beard; and what he had 
was carotty. His Eyes were generally 
down-caft, and he look’d always as if he was 
mufing. Every Morning he exercis’d him- 
felf in wreftling half an Hour with fome of 
the moft robuft of his Officers ; and fpent the 
reft of the Day in other Exercifes proper to 
harden and ftrengthen his Body. Five Sheep 
were brought -him daily with their Feet ty’d, 
forhim tocut them in two with his Sabre. He 
was very dexterous at flinging a little Javelin, 
call’d Gerid in Perfia, and never fail’d of ftrik- 
ing the Mark he aim’d at. He was fo nimble 
in mounting his Horfe, that without a Stir- 
rop, he would lay hold of the Horfe’s Mane 
with his left Hand, and clapping his right on 
his Back, would leap into the Saddle. He 
flept very little, and never made ufe of Mat- 
trefies in a Campaign. He went the Rounds 
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himfelf, accompanied with fome of his moft 
trufty Friends, to vific the Centinels in the 
Night 5; not only in the Camp, but in [/pa- 
han it felf. He was very fober in his Diet’ 
and Drink, contenting himfelf with what he 
found: and as an Effect of his Sobriety, he 
was fo exa&ly continent, that he never had 
Commerce wish any Woman but his Wife, 
Schah-Huffein’s Daughter, by whom he had 
a Son, whofe Eyes ‘tis thought his Succefior 
has put out, if he has not taken his Life away. 
He was extremely fevere in military Difcipline : 
more fear'd than belov’d by his Soldiers ; they 
valu’d him for his Intrepidity in braying the 
greateft Dangers, and cry’d him up asa Man 
capable of the boldeft Enterprizes, and whofe 
Boldnefs was generally fuccefsful. But they 
did not wifh him well, for thefe two Reafons : 
The firft, becaufe he fometimes took away 
the Booty from them: The fecond becaufe 
he treated them with great Severity, even 
fometimes to Decimation: They knew alfo 
he had conceiv’d great Indignation againft 
them, after his laft Defeat.at Feff ; and had 
dropt a Word, that he wifh’d they were then 
as great Beggars as when they came to I/pa- 
ban. But what they prais’d him for above all 
things, was his inviolable Fideliry in Friendfhip 
when he had once {worn it. We have an In- 
ftance of it in his Condu& towards Aman- 
Ulla, even in the Moment when he faw he 
was betray’d by him; and ‘tis certain, tnat 
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another in his Place, would not have boggl’d 
at ridding himfelf of a Man. of that Make, 
equally unfaithful and dangerous, who had 
firft broken the moft effential Obligations of 
Friendfhip. Such was the Charaatcr, and fuch 
the Picture of this Conqueror of Perfiz; 
who at the Age of twenty-fix Years, (he be- 
ing {carce more when he dy’d,) had made him- 
felf terrible to all the Eaf?, Tho’ he had 
reign’d but two Years and a half, and dy’d 
very young, one may fay he had run his 
whole Carcer in the taking of I/paban ; he ha- 
ving done nothing himfelf thar was confi- 
derable afterwards, but mifcarry’d fhamefully 
in his two laft Expeditions. Thus he was 
more qualified to make Conquefts by the Bold- 
nefs, or even the Temericy of his Projets, 
than to fecure them by wife and fuitabie 
Meafures. Quite contrary to this, his Suc- 
ceffor and Coufin Afsraff hadall the Phlezm 
and Capacity neceflary co eftabitfl; Dominion 
in a Kingdom conquer’d to his Hands: but 
was too judicious, and too boundd in his 
Views, to undertake a Conqueft, or rk 
himfelf and his Army. 

Nothing demonftrates to us the Defizn 
of Providence to deprive the Family of the 
Sophi's of the Crown, better than the 
Choice and Ufe it madeof the two Ufurpers 
whom it plac’d on the Throne one after the 
other. Such a Man as Afaghmud, determin’d 
to run all Risks without confidering Confe- 
quences, was the only proper Man to under- 
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take a Siege whereby .he had certainly pe- 
rifh’d, 1f of an infinite Number of Faults, 
one ftill greater than the other, which the 
Perfians committed,but one only had not been 
made. Heaven permitted him to fucceed, cons 
trary to all appearance ; and when that Ufur- 
per by his Fury, Rage, Tran{ports, and Cru- 
elty, was no more fit to carry on his Work, 
Providence took him from the World, and 
put in his Place, a Man who had all neceflary 
Qualitys and Talents’ to perfect what the 
other had begun: he was fharp, fubtle, intel- 
ligent in his Interefts, and knew perfectly weil 
what Value to fet upon them. 

He was regular in his Proceedings, and 
gain’d his Ends by the moft effectual Means, 
without leaving any thing to Hazard if he 
could help it. He conceal’d all his Defigns 
with an outfide of Moderation and Frobuiry, 
to which the People were often Dupes; and 
by favour of which, the moft tyrannical Ads 
of Violence, paft for Adts of Juftice. 

His Politicks, which refembl'd thofe of 77- 
bertus, except that they were not fo dark and 
fo cruel, raisd him to the Throne in a hke 
Manner, and with the fame Diffimulation 
that Roman Emperor affected on the fame 
Occafion. He excus’d himfelf; he blamed 
his Predeceflor Maghmud’s Ambition; he 
Jaid the Crown at Schah-Huffein's Feet, and 
prefs'd him to refume tt,as he only hada Right 
to it, But the more he prefs'd Schah-Huf- 
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fein, the more that Prince look’d on his In- 
ftances as fo many Snares, and would not 
therefore hearkcn to them ; declaring openly, 
that He preferr’d the Quict he enjoy’d, to all 
the Glitterings of a Diadem: that he look’d 
on the Event which oblig’d him to abdicate 
his Throne, as a Decree of Providence: that 
from the very Moment of his Abdication, 
he never had the Jeaft Temptation to re- 
cover it, and fhould think he acted contrary 
to the Orders of Heaven, if he did but fo 
much as liflen to the Propofal. Howeves, 
he complain’d very movingly of Maghmud's 
Cruelty towards the Princes his Children, and 
all his Family, and the lictie Regard he had 
had to his Perfon and Wants ; adding that he 
promis’d himfelf from the Humanity of 4/- 
araff, that he fhould be better us’d, and that 
he would make fuch Provifion for him, as 
might enable him to pafs the reft of his Days 
in Peace. He clos’d what he had to fay, with 
offering him one of his Daughters, and in- 
viting him to marry her. 

Afsraff {eon Laffectcd withSchah-Huffein’s 
Difcourie and Complaints, and fuffer’d him- 
felf to be perfuaded to take the Sceptre: and 
his Behaviour to the abdicated King was fuch, 
as made the People curfe the Memory of his 
Predeceffor, and gave tiem a fair Idea of his 
future Government. For after he had ex- 
pwc(sd his Senic of Schah-Huffein’s Affiction 
for the Murder of fo many Princes, and his 
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‘Abhorrence of that barbarous and bloody 
Maffacre,he order’d the Bones of thofe flaugh- 
ter'd Princes to be gather'd together, (for 
Maghmud had left them unbury’d in the 
Place where they were murder’d,) and put 
into Coffins, which were carry’d on Camels 
taken out of the King’s Stables, to the City 
of Kom, feven Days Journey from I/pahan, 
where the Perfians had a Garifon, and were 
till Maftetrs. He fent with this Convoy, rich 
Tapiftrys, Golden Brocards, Tiffues and other 
Decorations, for the Mofque where thefe 
Corps were to be depofited ; with a thoufand 
‘Tomans to be diftributed among the Santons 
and Poor of the Place, to pray for the Souls of 
thofe Princes. When this mournful Convoy 
came out of the Palace Gates to proceed to 
Kom, the whole City ran to meet it, and 
receivd it with Funeral Lamentations and 
Cries ; nor did they leave following it till it 
was paft the Suburbs; having at leaft this 
Comfort, that they had the Liberty to deplore 
their Misfortunes and thofe of the Royal Fa- 
mily. This Convoy arriv’a at Kom without 
any Accident, and was receiv’d there with new 
Lamentatigns,and greatHonour. There was none 
but the Conduétor of this mournful Caravan, 
who was a Georgzan, that fuffer’d ; and he was 
the Vidtim of a barbarous Cuftom in Perf: 
for it being the Ufage in that Country to beat 
thofe that bring bad News, they pull’d cut 
this Georgian’s Eyes, but receiv'd the reft of 
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thie Officers very honourably. However, the 
Corps of the murder’d Princes were not bu- 
ried till Orders came from Prince Thames, 
on whom that City ftill depended. 

Thus did the new ae begin to reconcile 
himfelf with the Perfians, and by an A& of 
Humanity which coft him little. He did ie 
at the Expence of his Predeceffor’s Memory ; 
to whom tho’ he was oblig’d for that Barbarity, 
of which himfelf reap’d all the Benefit. 

He did another thing in favour of Schah- 
Huffein, that gain’d him the Hearts of the 
Perfians as much as the former: for he af- 
fign’'d him fifty Tomans, or a thoufand 
Crownsa Week for his Privy Purfe; whereas 
Maghmud allow'd him no more monthly; 
and to find fome’ agreeable Amufement, he 
ordered that his Advice fhould be follow’d in 
the royal Buildings Maghmud had begun to 
erect within the Walls of the Palace. f- 
zraff continued the Work, and commanded 
his Builders to take Directions from Schah 
Huffein, whofe Time had almoft always been 
employ’d in Building, which was his chiefeft 
Delight ;sand befides that, it was the beft A- 
mufement he could have thought of for the 
depos'd King. The Buildings were like to be 
the more perfect for it, fince no body under- 
ftood that Art, or had a better Tafte in it, 
than Schah Huffein, who indeed hardly un- 
dgrftaod any thing elfe. 
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In fines to anfwer his Defires in every 
thing, he marry’d one of his Daughters, as 
he had prefs'd him to do. For this Marriage 
he repudiated his Wifc, and by it he not on- 
ly gave the old King the Satisfaction to fee 
him his Son-in-law, but acquir’d anew Right 
to the Crown. 

He fhew’'d himfelf as good a Politician in 
his Condu& towards the Confpirators who 
plac'd him in the Throne. After having made 
his Advantage of their Crime, he thought it 
for his Safety to punifh an Infurreétion which 
had becn fo beneiicial) to him; and which 
to leave unpunift’d might be pernicious. He 
had not been King eight Days, when he ar- 
refted all thofe that had been concern’d in the 
Conipiracy. Some of them he put to Death ; 
fomc he fhut up in Prifon, and confifcated the 
Eftates of all of them. By which Stroke of 
Policy he got a double Advantage, in deliver- 
ing himfelf from the moft turbulent and f{e- 
ditious Officers, and filling his Coffers with 
their Treafures, which they had pillag’d from 
the Citizens of I/pahan at the taking of thar Ci- 
ty. Thefe Treafurcs were immenfe; for the 
Confpiratois were the principal Officers of the 
‘Army, and thofe that got moft of the Pillage : 
And it had been agreed berwecn Maghmud 
and them before they enter’d I/pahan, that the 
King’s Treafures fhould be his, but that they 
fhould have all the reft they could find in the 
City. Befides, when Maghmud flew 3000 is 
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the chief Perfian Lords after the Rebellion at 
Cashin, and Aman-Ulla’s Defeat, he gave 
their Goods and their Wealth to thofe very 
Aghvan Officers, whom Afxraff now ftripp’d 
of all; much to his Profit, as from all [this 
will be cafily conceiv’d. 

Farther, the prodigious Riches he got by 
it may be calculated by what he made of the 
Confifcation of Aman-Ulla’s Eftate only. This 
Man, who was at firft,but a Santon, or Dervis, 
tho’ fome pretend he was Prince of Kadbu/, a 
Province between Candahar and the Territo- 
rics of the Greet Alogul, grew immentely 
rich in the Reign of Alaghmud, with whom 
he claim’d an equal Share of the Crown, as 
has been feen in the preceding Pages. And 
tho’ the Ufurper did nor relifh the fharing the 
Crown with him, he gave him full Liberty 
in every thing elfe, fuffering him to pillage 
and plunder at pleafure. He made him 4- 
themat-Doulet, or Prime Miniter of the 
Kingdom, after their laft Reconciliation ; and 
the very Prefents he took upon his entring on 
that Office amoiinted to 9000 Tomans, or 
$40000 Livres. From whence we may in- 
fer, that his Treafures equalled thofe of the 
greateft Kings. I fhall give but one Inftance 
of his Greedinefs, by which guefs may be 
made of his Avarice and Extortion in all his 
Management. This Robber, amidft the moft 
wnbridled Licenfe to take whatever he wouid, 
did not difdain to practife the groffeft 
Cheat to enrich himfelf. The Directors of 
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the Englih Faktory fent him confiderable Pre- 
fents at his Entrance into I/pahan to obtain 
his Protection. Among the reft was a Jewel 
worth 700 Tomans, or 42000 Livres. .4- 
man-Ulla got a counterfeit Diamond, and 
fent it back to the Faétory in the place of the 
etl.cr, faying, he had rather have the Value of 
it in ready Money ; which they were obliged 
to pay him. Tho’ Maghmud comply’d with 
him in all things, the dividing the Crown 
excepted, and made hin otherwife as great 
and as powerful as he could ; yet he was one 
of the moft vehement Confpirators againft 
him in favour of 4/zraff : In whom he found 
a more cunning and fubtil Mafter than Magh- 
mud was, Tho Afzraff made Advantage of 
his Treafon, he was glad. to have a Colour 
for punifhing him, and poffeffing himfelf of 
the Treafures he had fcrap’d together ; as alfo 
for getting rid of a Man, who having difpu- 
ted the Crown with his Predeceffor, might 
think perhaps he had more Right to it than 
himfelf. 

Sultan A/zraff got not much lefs by Mian- 
gis Confifcation. He had been Maghmua’s 
Governor in his Youth ; and all the Operati- 
ons of the War had been direéted by his 
Counfeis. He was an Indian of Kabul, and 
pals fora Magician. The Aghvans them- 
felves attributed to his Sorcery all the 
Succefs they had met with in their Enter- 
prize. Maghmud had fuch a Refpe&t for 
+m, that he never appeat’d before him, but 
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with his Hands on his Breaft crofswife, as 
Children of Quality always appear before 
their Fathers in Perfia. He kils'd his Hand 
very fubmiffively, and would never fit till 
Miangi bad him take a Seat near him. His 
Authority was fo great, that what he order’d 
was done without Contradiction, even tho’ 
it was to the Prejudice of Maghmud's own 
Orders, who never once oppos’d lus Opinion 
or his Pleafure. He was look’d upon as a 
Man of extraordinary’ Senfe and confummate 
Prudence, and was at the Head of the Ulurper’s 
Council, where his Advice was always predo- 
minant. ’Tis not faid he was one of the Con- 
{pirators, nor is it likely he was of the Num- 
ber. His Riches were the fole Caufe of his 
Ruin. The new King took all he had from 
him, but promis’d to fend him to his own 
Country with a Reward fuitable to his Ser- 
Vices. 

Zeberdeft-Kan, who had fo fuccefsfully 
ferv'd Maghmud in the War, was the only 
Man of all thofe that had been arrefted for 
the Confpiracy, who was fet at Liberty ; and 
he ow’d it only to his good Condu& at Chz- 
ras, where he commanded. For Sultan 4/z- 
raff, who had befides a good Opinion of his 
Capacity inWar, and intended to take him into 
his Service, gave him his Pardon on the many 
Teftimonies that were produced of his good 
Behaviour in his Government; to which he 
fént him back with Remittances for 20000 
Tomans rais'd out of the Confifcations. 

There 
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There were but two confiderable Officers 
of the .24¢hvan Army, General Sendal, and 
Machmet of. the Nation of the Bolvoza, whov 
were not meddled with. All the reft were 
involv’d in the cemnion Misfortune, which 
the new King’s own Brother was not exempt- 
ed frem. He was younger than Afsraff; a 
lively young Man, who feeing his Brother on 
the Throne, was afraid he Should be ferv’d as 
the Kings of Perfia were wont to ferve their 
Brothers, and be fhut up in the Haram. He 
did not come off {o well; for having made 
his Efcape, and being taken and brought 
back to 4/sraff, who_had fent Meffengers af- 
ter him, he caus’d his Eyes to be put out, 
by placing a Plate of Gold burning hot up- 
on them, and then he was canfin’ doin the 
Place he was fo much afraid of. Maghmud’s 
Mother had alfo a Share of the Difgrace in- 
to which his Fricnds fell. £4/sraff retenting 
that fhe had refus’d to interceed for him with 
her Son when he was a Prifoner, order’d her 
to be fhut up 4 whole Night in the Court, 
where lay the rotting Carcaifes of the Princes 
of the Blood, whofe Throats her Son had 
cut; but the next Day he alte:’d his mind, 
and treated her with Diftinétion and Favour, 
promifing to fend her home to Candahar with 
confiderable Riches, and in the mean time 
making Provifion for her Entertainment ac- 
cording to her Rank. 
The Imprifonment of the Confpirators, the 
moft powerful Men among the Aghvans, the 
Con. 
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Confifcation of their Eftates, and above all, 
the Death of moft of them, had delivered him 
from thofe of that Nation who could have 
given him any Umbrage; and his Humanity 
with refpec&t to the Corps of the Princes of 
the Blood, whom he caus’d to be buried in 
the Scpulchre of the Perfian Kings, from 
whom they defcended, had made very adyan- 
tagious Impreflions of him on the Minds of 
the People ; who befidcs, were not capable of 
undertaking any thing againft him: neither 
was there aly Fear of them in cafe of a Re- 
volt, uniefs they had a Chief to head them, 
which,muft have been, one of the Nobility ; 
his Predeceilor’s murdering 300 Perfian Lords 
at a timc, made him pretty fafe on that Score ; 
but there were ftill twenty-five left, whom 
Maghmud had {par'd ; whom happily for him, 
Afsraff found 3 Pretence to’ rid himfelf of; 
which will be explain’d in giving a Relation 
of his artful Condu& with refpect to Prince 
Thamas, who was very near falling into the 
Snare he had laid for him.’ 

We mutt firft ~uppofe that during Magh- 
muds Sicknefs, which Jafted two Months, 
Afzraff, imprifon'd as he was, sheld Intelli- 
gence with Prince Thamas, by Means of thofe 
twenty-five Perfian Lords whom Maghmud 
had not put to Death with the reft. He and 
they wrote the Prince a Letter, inviting him 
to I/pehan, and promifing him to declare for 
him. He affured him, that he fhould no fooner 
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appear with his Troops, than his Friends would 
take him out of Prifon, and he and they 
would joyn him witha great Part of the Aghe, 
van Army. All he demanded for himfelf 
and them, in recompence of fo important a 
Service, was the Prefervation of their Lives 
and their Eftates, which he muft article for 
in the beft Form, and with the fureft Guaran- 
ty that could be. A Treaty was concluded 
on this Foor, before Maghmud'’s Death, while 
Afzraff was ftill a Pritoner. He had receiy’d 
a Writing from Prince Z/amas, wherein he 
engaged himfelf in the ftrongeft Terms, 
calling down upon himfelf the moft horrible 
Curfes, if he did not punctually and inviola- 
bly perform all and every of the Conditions 
ftipulated in that Treaty. 

Things ftood thus, when by a moft fudden 
and unhop’d for Revolution, A/zraff was 
taken from the Prifon, and plac’d on the 
Throne. This unforefeen Change of Fortune, 
made him foon change Sentiments with re- 
{pect to Prince Tamas, but not his Manner 
of Condu&. Tho’ the Engagements he had en- 
ter'd into with that Prince to drive Magh- 
mud from E/pahan, could not fubfift after the 
Ufurper’s Death, yet he ftill affeéted great 
Friendfhip for Prince Thamas, and to be al- 
ways ready to treat of Peace withhim. He 
began with fending Expreffes to all the Cities 
which own’d Prince Thamas as their Sove- 
reign, to let them know, that his Troops 
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fhould not give them any Difturbancey till it 
was determin’d who fhould be Mafter. He at 
the fame time, fent Ambafladors to the Prince 
with a Prefent of ten fine Horfes in Royal 
Harneffes, and a Propofal of an Interview and 
a Conference with him, at a Place between 
the City of Kom and that of Tehran, to re- 
gulate their Interefts, and by proper Meafures 
taken in concert, to hinder the Deftruction of 
fo great a Monarchy. 

Before this Embaffy reach’d Prince Thamas, 
or he knew of Maghmua’s Death, and the 
Choice of his Succeffor, he had a new Ad- 
vantage over General Sezdal, who coming 
upon him with an Army ftronger than before, 
was beaten, and more fhamefully routed than 
in the former Overthrow 3 but he had an 
_Opportunity by his Defeat to do the new Sul- 
tan a greater Piece of Service, than a Victory 
would have done him. 

As foon as Afzraff was feated on the 
Throne, the twenty-five Perfian Lords, 
by whofe Canal, during his Imprifon- 
ment, he carry’d*on his Treaty with Prince 
Thamas, fent that Prince Information of the 
Revolution which had happen’d at I/pa- 
han. They told him in general, that the 
Face of Things was altér'd, and he muft not 
depend on the Stipulations he had made with 
Afzraff, but muft think of other Meafures. 

, Lhofe that carried thefe Letters were upon 
the Road, when the Bartel was fought be- 

tween 
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tween Prince Thamas and Seidal, and very 

unhappily for themfelves and the Lords who 

fent them, they fell into the Hands of that 
Gencral, who intercepted them as he was re- 

treating to the Capital after his Defeat. He 

{ciz'd the Bearers and the Packets, and fent 

them to the new Sultan. 

Tho’ there was nothing very criminal in theIn- 
formation thofePerfian Lords had given Prince 
Thamas; nor any Treachery in their inform- 
ing that Prince of the Change that happen’d 
at I/pahan, fince Afzraff had himi{clf em- 
ploy’d them to mediate between him and 
Prince Thamas: yet the new Sultan made 
that a Colour to cut off thofe five and twenty 
Lords, after which there would be none of 
the Perfian Nobility left to advife the Prince 
what Meafuresto take againft him. So that 
he took hold of this Occafion, the Infor- 
mation they gave Prince Thamas, which he 
made High Treafon, to ferve them as Magh- 
mud had fervd the 300: and inyiting them 
to his Pleafure-Houfe at Parabat, as if to 
hunt with him, he caus’d them every one to 
be murder’d. And as this Murder could not 
bur raife Diffidence in the Mind of the Prince 
whom he defign’d only to amufe with an Em- 
bafly to furprife him, he immediately took the 
Field with anArmy of 20000 Men, the moft he 
could get ready in hafte,and march’d to thePlace 
where the Interview was appointed to be. 
The Prince decoy’d by that Embaffy, and aa 
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kYnd Offers of the new Sultan, sniftrufted no- 
thing, bur advanced fecurely towards the Place 
_of Conference,and having much lefs Number of 
Trpops with him than the Sultan, he had 
doubtlefs been furprifed by him, if the Near- 
nefs of Danger had not made him bethink 
himfelf of Precautions. He thought it was 
not prudent to truft to an Enemy’s Word 
without examining Places and Dulpofition of 
things beforchand. ‘To that Purpofe he de- 
tach’d one of his Lieuténants, /flan-Kan, to 
get Intelligence ; and the latter finding Afsraff 
was approaching with an Army, inftcad of a 
{maliBody of Troops as an F{cort,and that with- 
out ftopping at the Place of Rendezvous, he 
continu’d his March towards the Prince; he 
fent his Maftcr notice of it, that he might 
ftand upon his Guard. 

Prince Thamas, who had lately got two 
Victories over the Aghvans commanded by 
General Sezdal, had tuch Confidence in his 
Troops, and in his good Fortune, that tho” 
he was much weaker than 4/sraff in Num- 
bers, he was refelv’d to attack him; and 
would have done it, if Jcaloufy, which had 
fown Divifion in his little Army, had not 
{poil’d his Defign. They confilted of Forces 
of two Nations, Kagrats an! Kitzibafz, or 
as Tavernier calls them, Kefelbachs or Red- 
Heads, {o term’d from tue Red Caps they 
wore tormerix. The Kagiats were more in 
Number ; and raking Advantage of the Prince's 
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Want of them, they told him they weté 
ready to fpend their laft Drop of Blood in his 
Service, and would anfwer for the Victory ; 
but in Recompence, they demanded that to 
honour thelr Militia he would promife to 
chufe for the future the Athamat-Doulet, or 
Prime Minifter, out of it. This the Kzzit- 
bafz oppos’d, and the two Bodies divided up- 
on it. The Prince’s Authority, which they 
obey’d but juft as much as they pleas'd, was 
too weak to reconcile them, and Thamas was 
oblig’d to give back,. inftead of attacking the 
Enemy. He retir’d into the Province of Ma- 
fandran, neat the Cafpian Sea, and the Agh- 
vans aflaulted the Cities of Kom, Sava and 
Tehran. They took the two former, but were 
repuls’d by the latter with very great Lofs. One 
can’t tell where the Author of the Relation in- 
ferted in the Second Volume, for ‘December, 
1726, learn’d that Prince Thamas retir'd at fir 
to this City, whence, according to him, he made 
his Efcape in the Night; and that A/zraff 
afterwards fore’d and fack’d the Town, out 
of Spite at his miffing Priace Tamas there. 
It is falfe that Prince Zhamas retir'd thither ; 
and A/zraff was fo far from taking the Town, 
that he was beaten off, and compell’d to raife 
the Siege, with the Lofs of a great many Men. 
After the Prince had fecur’d himfelf in Ma. 
fandran, he was no more talk’d of. The 
Difcord and Diffentions that grew among the 
few Troops he had, depriv’d him of all ai 
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of making head againft the Turks and Muf- 
covites, who each broke 1n on a Part of the 
Kingdom; much lefs againft the Aghvans, 
who were Mafters of the Capital, and moft 
of the inland Provinces. 

The Mufcovites did not pufh their Con- 
quefts much beyond the Borders of the Caf 
pian Sea; but the Turks carry’d theirs farther 
within Land. If they were defeated by Prince 
Thamas before Tauris in 1724, they had their 
Revenge at Amadan,’ the moft confiderable 
City in Perfia, equal in Bignefs and Strength 
to Bagdat, or Babylon; for the Bafha of the 
Jarter City poflefs'd himfelf of Amadan, after 
having cut to pieces the Relicf Prince Tha- 
mas {ent it, as has been faid in its place. But 
all thefe Exploits were only a Prelude to 
what tHey were to do in the following Year 
1725. They then enter’d Perjia three feve- 
ral ways with three Armies. One fell upon 
Georgia, where they found no Refiftance ; 
this Province having been ruin’d, firft by the 
Civil Wars between Prince Thamas and Vach- 
tanga Prince of Georgza; then by the Le/- 
gtans, who feiz’'d Tejizs the Capital, and de- 
{troy’d it, and all that was inary with Fire 
and Sword. The City of Gengea, Capital 
of a Principality of the fame Name, famous for 
the Silk Trade, and one of the faireft and 
richeft Cities in Perfia, held out bur two 
Days, and furrender’d to the Zurks by Capi- 
tulation. 

Vov-. II. N The 
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The Army that enter’d Perfia on the Side 
of Er:van took that Place by Storm at the 
firtt Attack ; and there werz 30000 Armenti- 
ans, who could not get into the City, put 
to the Sword, whatever the Turki/b Officers 
could do to prevent it. But the famzfarzes 
remembring their Lofs before Tauris aft 
Year, where the Armenians {par'd none, were 
fo cnrag’d againft them, that there was no {a- 
ving them out of their Hands. The Citadel 
fuftain’d a Siege of two Months, at the End 
of which it was furrender’d by the Interpofi- 
tion of the Armenzan Patriaich. Befides the 
30000 Armenians who were kull’d at the ta- 
king of the City, there was a great Number 
carry’d into Captivity, driven along like to 
many Herds of Cattle. Their Number di- 
munifh’d fo during thefe Wars, that at rhe End 
of 1725, there were not half fo many in 
Perfia, as before the coming of the Aghvans. 
The only Armenians that continued to make 
Refiftance, were thofe that retircd to the 
Mountains of Kapan. None had contribu- 
ted more than they to @he Defeat of the 
Turks before Taurzs. They drove them away 
a fecondtime; but being abandon’d by Prince 
Thamas, they made peace with the Turks, 
who granted them what Conditions they 
would have. “Iwas agreed, that upon Pay- 
ment of a certain Tribute they fhould have 
no Garifon, but only a fmall Number of 
Turkifo Officers to command there in the 
i Grand 
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Grand Signior’stoom. The Turks being ve- 
ry well pleas’d that they fhould render them- 
felves irreconcileable to the Perfans their 
old Mafters, permitted them to make Inroads 
into Perffa, and plunder ther Towns and 
Villages. They made ufe of this Permiflion, 
like Men who had not forgot the Infults and 
Injuries they had tuffer’d trom the Perfians 
for morc than a huudred Years paft, They 
now pillag’d them inetheir turn, and in dif- 
ferent PMrcs took fiom tnem confiderable 
Booty. 

Tuuris, heretotore the Capital of Perfa, 
and the ereateft City of the Kingdom next 
to Ifpahan, tell into the Hands ot ihe Turks 
in the Year 1725, :nd was almoft as :oon ta- 
ken as bufieged = Ofmaiz Bafha, who com- 
manded ar this Siege, nad  cuus’d the Chri- 
tlians ta be toid, thac they fhoufd rerire wit 
their Effects into the Churches, afuriny them 
they fhould come to no Damage. He even 
publifh’d an Order in his Camp, that no 
Churches fhouid be pillag’d, tho’ rhe Town 
was taken by Storm. Bur this Bafha bemy 
one of the firft who was kill’d in the Affauir, 
his Order did not take place ; and the Turks, 
as much to revenge the Death ot their Gene- 
ral, as out of Refentment for their Lofs be- 
fore the City the Year preceding, pur all co 
the Sword without Diftinétion. The Slaugh- 
terelafted five Days, and above 200000 Men 


were fla. 
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{n the mean time, Achmet Bafha, who 
made himfelf Mafter of Mmadan in 1724, 
made an Irruption on the Side of Lfpahan in 
the Year 1725. He lJeft a ftrong Garifon in 
Amadan, and advanced with his Army as far 
as Hurmavat, within three Days Journey of 
Ifpahan. This Country is occupy’d by the 
Bachtylarians, who live there under Tents. 
They pretend to have authentick Titles, by 
which they prove that their Anceftors were 
converted to the Chriltian Faith under Con- 
fiantine the Great. If the Lorzans their 
Neighbours would have acted in concert with 
them at the Arrival of the Aghvans, thele 
two Nations would have been ftrong cnough 
to have repuls’d them, and delivered the Ca- 
pital. Bue an anticnt Antipathy between 
them hinder’'d them from joinine ; and they 
were not potent enough cach by itfelf to 
make head againft the Rebels. 

At the Approach of Achmet Bafba’s Ar- 
my, the Bachtylarians rcur’d to the Moun- 
tains with their Families and their Flocks, 
which are all their Wealias, andas they knew 
all the Defiles in the Country, they watched 
their time*to fall upon the Zarks, They in- 
commoded them fo much, and kept them in 
fuch continual Exercife by their unexpeaed 
Attacks, that Achmet Bafha was obliged to 
march back in Odfober 17253 the rather, for 
that he was recailed by the Irruption of the 
Arabians, who wafted the Country about 
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Babylon with more Fury than ever. Achmet 
loft abundance of Men in this Expedition, 
and with no other Fruit of it, than having 
{truck Terror into the Cantons where he pafs’d. 
This was one of the Sieges of I/pahan, 
which the European Gazettes fay the Turks 
made, without the Jeaft Foundation ; for they 
came not within! two Days Journey of the 
City. The fame Gazettes are as much out 
in what they fay ofthe Advantages which 
the fan Achmet Bafba obtain’d over Ali- 
merdan-Kan the Perfian General, who beat 
him feveral times, and once made himfelf 
Mafter of his Baggage. This General had 
with him two of his Daughters who follow’d 
him in Mens Cloaths, and ’tus faid fought by 
his Side at the Battel of Gvzu/nabat. He 
took them with him in his Incurfions towards 
Balfora. He ruin’d all that Coaft which be- 
longs to the Turks, and ictuincd in Triumph 
with a great Booty. There was no Perfan 
Caprain fo formidable to the Zarks. They 
look’d upon him as the Thunderbolt of War, 
and never durft ftand before him. The 
Perfians, whole Achilles he was, grounded all 
their Hopes upon him, and no body was more 
proper than he to fupport and perhaps re-cfta- 
blifh Prince Thamas’s Affairs. But that Va- 
lour which fhould have the more endear’d him 
to the Prince, render’d him the more fufpedted 
by him; infomuch, that he tamper’d with 
onc of his Brothers to betray and deftroy him. 
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Thus was Alimerden-Kan oblig’d to leave 
him, fpite of his own Inclinations, and pro- 
vide for ms own Satety. 

Whu: rhefe things paftin the Veffern Pro- 
vinces of Perfia, Prince Thamas, who had 
retir'd to the Province of Ma/fandran, un- 
derftood that the City of .2 /zat, on the 
Confines of Great Tartaryiwas befieg’d: "tis 
fpoken of already in this yeliftory : it fuffices 
to fay here, that Mefxat 1s to the Perfians, 
what Mecca is to the Turks. Prince. 7hamas 
who was in no Condition to go by himfelf 
to the Relief of this City. applied ro a neigh- 
bouring Prince, Vaflil to the Kingdom of 
Perfia, to whom he tent rich Protents, to en- 
gage him in the Enteiprize. Melsh-Mag- 
moud, {fo was that Prince nam/d, receiv d the 
Prefents, march’d to the Relief of Alefzxat, 
and raisd the Siege: but inflead of rfoung 
it to Prince Thamas after he had deliver’d at, 
he {eiz'd it to hisown Ule, and joyn’dit to his 
Territories, There are feveral other little 
Princes on the Coaft of the Perfian Gulph, 
Vaffals to the Crown or*Perfia, but more in 
Name than Effeé, each of them being tooweak 
to render himiclf abiolutely independant. They 
had not thrown off the Yoke, burthey were 
not at all helpful to Prince 74amas, whom 
they aflifted neither with Men nor Money. 
*Tis umpoffible but they muft follow the Tate 
of the reft of the Kingdom, and become an 
Acceflion of Victory to the Aghvans. Hap- 
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py if the latter do nor reduce them to a De- 
pendance more troublefome than was that 
with which the Kings of the Race of Sophy 
were contented. 

The Lefgzans, a barbarous Nation whom 
we have often {poken of, and who dwellun- 
der Mount Caumg/fus, between Georgia and 
the Cafpian Sea, were too much accuftom’d 
to pillage Perfia 13 the moft peaceable Times, 
to be idle Spcétatcrs, now every thing 
was Hw Diforder ; fo that they broke in up- 
on the neighbouring Provinces, which they 
plunder’d and wafted. After they had ravag’d 
Georgia with the utmoft Inhumaniry, they 
left 12 on the Approach of the Turks, to do 
the fame by the Province of Szyrwan, in 
their Neighbourhood, between the Cafpzan 
Sea and Erzvan. They made themf{elves Ma- 
fiers of Ssamakz, the richctt City in Perfa, 
and the ftrongeft of the Province. They al- 
fo feiz’d feveral leflur Cities; but the ALufco- 
vites coming upon them foon after, they 
abandon’d all ot them, and extended ther 
Conquetts along reSoalt of the Cafptan Sea, 
as far as the Province of Ghz/an, which bounds 
that Coaft, turning trom /¥e/? to South, and 
which they entirely fubawd = Thus there re- 
main’d only to Prince Ziamas, the Province 
of Afafandran, South of the Caf/prau Sea, 
and tome Canrons in tue other Provinces ; 
gnd even there, they obey him no more than 
they pleafe, and rather out of Compailion to 
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his Misfortunes, than from any other Mo-T 
tive. 

The Affairs of Perfia being in this Situa- 
tion, 4/zraff, who had mifs’d his Blow, as 
to furprizing Prince Thamas, was no fooner 
return’d to L/pahan from that Expedition, than 
he thought of taking effe€ ual Meafures to 
eftablith himfelf in the Kingdom. He was 
not afraid of Prince Than-as’s hurting him, 
but he faw a more dangerous Enemy to make 
head againft, and that was the Grang-Synior. 
He was fenfible that if the War lafted two or 
three Years longer, even tho’ he fhould have 
the better of the Zurks, he would find him- 
{elf drain’d of Men, and forc’d to fuccumb in 
the midft of Vidtorics. He had no Hopes of 
Recruits from Candahar Side, where Magh- 
muds Elder Brother was Maftcr, and more 
difpos'd to difpute the Crown with him, as 
Herr to his Brother,than to help to maintain him 
in his Ufurpation. Befides, tho’ his Domini- 
on extended over a great Part of Perfia, he 
was not abfolute Mafter of all the Ground 
he had gotten. There -mere many fortified 
Towns, not only in the Provinces, but even 
about J/pahan, which he had not yet reduc’d. 
He thought 1t was of more Importance to 
him enturely to fubdue the Provinces of 
which he was Mafter, than to difpute the reft 
with the Turks. He could not regulate Mat- 
ters at home, as long as he had the Ottomans 
upon his Hands: wherefore he refolved to 
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treat with them on the beft Conditions he 
could; and to that Effe@, he fent an Ambaf- 
fador to the Porte about the End of the 
Year 1725. 

The Perfon he made choice of for this 
Embafly, was an\4ghvan, who from a Mulc- 
driver, was advaic’d to be a Colonel. But 
becanfe a Man fof that Stamp was not 
very proper to ei ar a Negotiation, he 
gave him only the ‘Title of Ambaflador, and 
joyn’d =zith him Manuel-Cheriman, Head of 
the Family of that Name, the moft noble and 
confiderable of all the Armenzan Famuhes at 
Zulfa, to ak and neggnare according to his 
Intentions, with the Grand-Signior’s Mini- 
fiers. 

In the mean time, the War ftill continn’d 
between the Turks and Aghvans, but without 
gaimng an Inch of Ground one of the other ; 
which at Jaft determin’d the Turks to make 
Peace with Afsraff. I fhall touch very lightly 
upon the Operations of the War in the two 
Jaft Years: my Memoirs, which go no farther 
than the Year1725,taatmg no Norice of them. 
As to Gazettes and News-Papers, there’s no 
depending on them: they are eithicr dry and 
barren, or fictitious and falfe. 1 fhall make 
no further Mention of Malitary Events, than 
as they have Relation to the Treaty which 
put an End to it, and as thofe Events did 
fagilitate or retard it, 
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At the End of the Year 1725, Perfia was 
divided between four Powers. A/zraff pof- 
fels'd the greateft Part of tie Inward Provin- 
ces. The Turks were Mafters of near 150 
Leagues in Length, from the City of Aman. 
dan, which 1s towards the 7th Degree North 
Latitude, to the North of aveorgea inthe 43d 
Degree of the fame Latirede. The Mufco- 
wites were Maftcrs of allsthe Weftern Coaft 
of the Caf/pran Sea, andvof the Province of 
Ghilan, which bounds tt, turning tothe South ; 
thar is, from 37 Degrees of North Latitude, 
to 45; being 160 Leagues of Country in 
Length : but their Conquefts are very narrow 
towards the Coaft of the Cafpzan Sea, and 
do no where extend much in Breadth, being 
fcarce a Quarter as confidcrable as thole of 
the Turks. The Prince who has moft Richt 
to all thefe conquer’d Provinces, that 1s,Prince 
Thamas, has the lcaft Share of them: tor 
he has nothing but the Province of Mafan- 
dran, to the South of the Ca/pzan Sea, where 
his Authouity is not much reverenc’d. The 
other Three pillage itestrd are all willing to 
treat with him to prelerve their Conquefts, 
"Tis tiue, & to Afzraff's Accommodation it 
is out of the Queftion; for finve the Con- 
ference that was propos’d, and his Intention 
to furprize Prince Thamas at it, there1s no 
Likelihood that the Prince will give Ear'to 
any fuch Propoiition on his Part; and the 
Ufurper himfelf does not think of it. But 

as 
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asto the Turks and Mufcovites, it is not their 
Faale that the Prince docs not put his Fortune 
ita their Hands. 

Thea fcovites, who made their Conquefts 
rather like cunnmg Men than ercedy Men, 
thought of nett but of kcepingtheirs. They 
fear d no body bul Afsraff or the Grand-Seig- 
nior. Vf they had heen Maftcrs of the Forrunes 
ot Prince Thamas,*his would have made them 
entircly eafy on theffideof Afsraff,who out of 
Apprekenfan of their aflifting him with Forces 
to fupport his Tithe, would have given them no 
Diftuubance in their Conquefts. But without 
that Advantage, it was not difficult for them to 
keep what they had got, fince a middling 
Army in the Province of Ghilan, woud cover 
them on the Side of Perfiz. They were more 
expos’d on the Side of Georgza, trom whence 
the Turks might attack them ; and ‘tis on this 
Account, that they have been labouring thefe 
two laft Years to obtain Commiffioners to fix 
the Bounds of borh Empires, with relation to 
their new Conguefts, purfuant to a Treaty 
concluded betwech draCzar and the Grand- 
Suguior. 

Asto the Turks, who after the taking of 
Ifpahan, and the Dethronement of Schah- Huf- 
fem, had in their Hearts devoured all Perfa, 
they were not very forward to perform thatPart 
of the Treary. Not content with being Ma- 
ftgrs of the vaft Country they had already con- 
quer'd, they aim’d fill to pofiefs themfelves 

of 
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of what the Aghvans and Mufcovites had got 
They were doubtlefs the moft powerful of ail 
the Competitors, and therefore fuppofe¢ that 
whateverTurn A ffairs took ,theReckoning mutt 
be made up with them, ant their Conquefts 
wou'd be confirm’d to then whenever they 
thought fit to make a Peace.’ This is the Reafon 
why they were fo difficult ih appointing Com- 
miffioners to fix the Bound: ‘of thofe Conquefts, 
and to conclude a Treaty with the Aghvans 
which was two Years in negotiating © before 
they came toaConclufion. All that time they 
were treating with Prince Thamas, whom 
they often promis'd te reftore to the Throne 
of Perfia ; and probably they might intend ir, 
becaufe “twas for their Intereft : For that Prince 
would not only have given up tothem that Pare 
of the Kingdom, which they had poffets’d them- 
felves of, for his Reftoranon, but they would 
have kept him in fo great a Dependance upon 
them, that under the Title of King, he fhould 
have had no more Power in Perfia, than a 
Batha of Babylon. 

Sultan A/zraff fav what both the Turks 
and Mu/fcoytes aim’d at ; and being convinc’d 
that while he was at War with fuch powerful 
Enemics, he fhould never be able to fettle his 
new Dominion on a folid Foundation, he 
bent all his Views to a Peace with the Zurs, as 
the Enemy he was moft afraid of, and to whom 
he offer’d to facrifice all the Country they hud 
conquer’d in Perfia; Prince Thamas himfelf 

having 
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aving made the fame Offers, if he was re-efta- 
lifh’d by their Means. 

Noewithftanding that the proud Mu//ulmans 
gave felves very haughty Airs, during the 
whole Courfe off the Negotiations between 
Afzraff and then{, yet he bore them all, and 
continu’d the Treaty. He perceiv’d they 
rais'\d fo many Diificulties, in Hopes of fome 
great Event, which would make them entire 
Matters of Peace or) War on their own Terms ; 
wherefore be ft on the defenfive, and 
would nof fun the Rusk of a general and de- 
cifive A@ion, except he could take them at 
acertain Advantage. By this wife Manage- 
ment, he gain’d his Ends of them at laft, and 
oblig’d them to fign the Peace he had demand- 
cd of them two Years before. 

His Ambaffador arriv’d at Con/fantinople 
the 18th of Fanuary, 1726. He had been 
expected fome Time ; and on a Rumour of 
his coming, the Mufcovete Envoy made In- 
{tances with the Grand-Vizter, that he fhould 
not be admitted to Audience. The Pretence 
for his oppofing it, was, that the Minifters of 
the Chicf of the Perfiam Rebels could make 
no Propofitions to the Porte, but what mutt 
be prejudicial to Mufcovy; and theretore 
could not have Audience without ftriking at 
the Treaties concluded between the lare Czar 
and the Grand-Signior. But the Grand-Vi- 
sier anfwer’d, That according to the Laws of 
Mic Ottoman Empire, he could not avoid 

hearing 
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hearing all M/u/ffulmen who had Affairs with 
the Grand-Signior his Mafter; and all thd 
Mufcovite Minifter could obtain, was the Coin- 
munication of what was treated of with 4/- 
zraffs Envoy, who was fayourably receiv’d ; 
and as foon as he arriv’d, Cotnmiffioners were 
appointed to enter upon a Negotiation on the 
Propofitions he had to make. 

But all thefe favourable D.fpofitions vanifh’d 
at the firft Audience the Grand Vizier gave 
Afzraf's Miniter; who havirg=given his 
Mafter the Title of the Grand Sophi, the 
Vizier would not treat on that Foot, and up- 
on an Equality with a Head of Rebels: and in- 
deed it fo fhock’d him, that he would hear him 
no more, but difmifs’d him7 without Confe- 
rence, aflembl’d the Dzvan, declar'd Sultan 
Afzraff an Enemy to the Grand Signor, 
and orderd his Ambaflador to depart Con- 
ftantinople. ‘Vhere had not till then, been 
open War between the Turks and Aghvans ; 
but now the former began to think of carry- 
ing it on agatnft the latter with Vigour, and 
propos’d nothing lefs than to befiege A/zraff 
in Ifpahan. 

The Ottoman Army confifting of 70009 
Men, they took the Field early, and ha- 
ving furprifed Casbm, which the Aghvans 
then pofleisd, they marched to L/pahan. 
Afzraff being informed of their coming, fo 
wafted all the Country berween the Capita) 
and Casoin, that the Ottomans found not

herewithal to fubfift, “and were forced to 
Ke By-Roads, wierc the Country was not 
-wwted fo much. \While they were on this 
arclh-she Inhabimnts of Cashin, excited by 
Afzraf’s, Emiflarjes, role upon the Turkzfb 
Garifon, and drove them out of the City, 
which was again gartfon’d by Aghvans. The 
Turks, who were pofted in the Neighbour- 
hood of I/pahan, were attack'd by A/zraff’s 
Troops, and wore. | Thar Ufurper had fo 
well provided ne Defence of his Capital, 
that the Ottomans thought 1t would be in 
vain to beficge it. There were 25000 Agh- 
vans, regular Troops, within the City, anda 
great Body without, who continually har- 
rafs'd the Zurks, afrd had the better of them 
in all Engagements. Thefe Difgraces, and 
the Improbability of their being able to fub- 
fit Jong before the Placef after the Country 
about it was lefe fo defolate, made them re- 
tire into Georgza much diminifh’d in Number, 
And thus ended the Campaign of 1726, In 
which Sulran Afzraff by his good Condud 
acquir'd both Advantagxand Honour. 

The Turks finding by this, that things 
would nor take fuch a happy® Turn for 
them as they expected, renew’d their Negoti- 
ations with Prince Thamas. "Twas reported 
then thar he inclin’d to accede to rhe Treaty 
concluded between the late Czar and the 
Grand Signior for preferving their Conquefts 
if Perfia; which ne confented to abandon to 

them, 
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them, on condition that they joined togethel 
to re-eftablifh him on the Throne, accord- 
ing to a Refolution taken ih the Turkifb Dit 
van the 7th of Fuly the fame Year, , 1926. 
Which Refolution was however more cafily 
taken in the Divan, than executed in rae oe 
where the Zurks were much more baftled 
by Afzraff in the Campaign of 1727. They 
were beaten firft by aBody of Aghvans, who 
attack’d them in their Quarrers of Kefrefhment. 
This Defeat was fo entire,’ hat the Fanefarces 
and Tartars intimidated by certain Prophecies 
which Afzraff {pread among them by his E- 
miffaries, furrender'd themfelves Prifoners of 
War. The fecond time they were beaten, 
was near the City of Amadan, where Afzraff 
in Perfon defeated a Body of 16000 Men, 
who were coming to the Relief of Marfazm, 
which he was abyut to befiege. Nay, ‘tis 
faid that purfuing the Zurks to the Gates of 
Amadan, he enter’d it with them, and took 
the City. 

Befides that 4/zraff was a great Captain, 
one thing gave him_a particular Advantage 
over the Zurks, which was his pretending 
that he only defended himfelf againft Men 
whom he always regarded as his Brethren, be- 
ing not only of the fame Religion, butalfo 
of the fame Sect of the Sunnis. He protefted 
when he was in the Heat of Bartel, that ic 
was Death to him to be forced to draw his 
Sword againft them, and almoft ask’d thin 

pardon 
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pardon for killing thym; which he was necef- 
firated to do for thd Prefervation of his own 
and his Friends Liv¢s. 

Ali:thefe Musfomtunes, and the Lofs of a 
great Convoy the Zurks were fending to Per- 
fia by the Black Sea which was caft away, 
together with the Mutiny of Part of the Ar- 
my for want of Pay and Provifions, obliged 
the Porte at laft to think ferioufly of Peace. 
They had loft near 150000 Men of their beft 
Troops. The Gras Signior’s Treafure was 
exhaufted, and the Fews, who were not re- 
imburs’d their Loans, refus'd to lend any 
more. Nothing is fo burthenfome even to 
the greatet Princes as n¢w Conquefts, where 
the Officers and Soldjers are the Gainers, while 
the Princes are at all\the Expence, without 
having the Icaft clear tre All thefe Con- 
fideratiogs determin’d the Ottoman Court to 
put an end to a War, in which for two Years 
they had been the Lofers. Accordingly they 
difpatch’d Berthullah Ejfend:, a Man of great 
Capacity, to conclude a Treaty of Peace with 
Afzraff ; which was not difficult to accom- 
plith as foon as theTurks Were in carneft ; Sul- 
tan Afzraff having alwayq off:id to yield 
up to them all they had ¢ rd in Per- 
fia before they declar’d War with him. 

It was only requir'd of him, that as a Sal- 
vo to the Grand Signior’s Honour, he would 
write him a Letter, wherein he fhould proteft 
hd@ never took Arms againft the Zarks but in 
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his own Defence, and Hist he demanded Peact. 
Afzraff made no Scruple of this; and the 
Divan of Conftantzinople,\contented with the 
Compliment, gave Urder¢ for concludifig thé 
Peace; which was agreedwwpon and fign’d by 
Sultan Afzraff and the Serafquier who com. 
manded the Zurkzjh Army in Perfia, about 
the End of September, 1727: and the News 
of it arriving at Conffantenople the 18th of 
November following, was the fame Day pro- 
claim’d at the Gare of ‘theall of the Divan, 
and in the principal Places of the City. The 
moft confiderable Articles of the Treaty, 
were, 


I. That Sultan 4/zreff fhould remain in 
poffeffion of the-‘Throne of Perfia, un- 
der what Title he thought fit. 


Il. That the Grand-Signior fhould not aflit 
the Enemies of the new Sovereign. 


II. That he fhould recognize as legitimate, 
and lawfully contracted, A/zraff’s Mar- 
riage with the King of Perfia’s Daugh- 
ter ;and thxc the eldeft Son by that Mar- 
riage A:culd enjoy all the Prerogatives 
of the eldeft Son of a Sovereign. 


IV. That the Conquefts which the Grand- 
Signtor had made in Perfia, cal ably 
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ing Tauris and Amadan, thould remain 
to him. 


V. That Sultan y4/sraff fhould reftore to 
the Commanders of the Ottoman Troops, 
all the Artillery and military Stores he 
had taken from them at feveral Times. 


VI. That he fhall confent that the Turks 
recover Poffeflion of the Territory of 
Hlouvets, whjych an Arabian Prince had 
feiz’d ; aug ihall joyn, if Need be, his 
Troops with thofe of his Highnefs, to 
drive out the Ufurper. 


VIL That the Grand-Signior thall grant 
a full Pardon to Su/tan-Dely, who with 
the Tartars his Vaflais gr Subyeéts, joyn’d 
the Troops of A/zraff’ in the laft Years 
ot the War. 


VIN. That the Grand-Signior thall name 
Commiffioners as foon as poffible, to 
fettle with A/zraff the Limits of the 
two States, whichd fhall hereafter be 
their Boundaries. 


Befides thefe Articles, there were fome 
fecret, ones, which were not thought proper 
to be made publick: but ‘tis rumour'd that 


thesGrand-Signior and Sultan Afzraff, have 
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agreed pundtually to aflift one another to re- 
cover thofe Provinces that have lately been 

conquer’d, and that belong to their States, 
Thus was the Revolut.an confirm’d accord, 
ing to all Appearance, by this Treaty, which 
gives A/zraff a folid Settlement ontheThrone 
he has in poffeffion. The natural Perfans, 
who are moft interefted to dethrone him, do 
not feem to be in a Situation to attempt it. 
Almoft all the old Nobility in Perfia are de- 
ftroy’d. The People are cf themfelves capable 
of nothing: befides, they arc 1v kept under, 
and in fo humble a Condition, that nothing 
can be apprehended from them. Of feven 
different Nations that now inhabit Perja, 
the Perfian is the loweft in Rank, and is 
oblig’d to yield to the others in every thing : 
for in Perfia, as in~ail Countries where Ma- 
hometifm prevail’, Rank is equally regulated ; 
and a private Mar of a conquer’d Nation, gives 
Precedence to a private Man of a fuperior 
State whenever he meets him. This Cere- 
mony confifts in that the Inferior holds his 
Arms acrof his Breaft, and flands before the 
Superior, as if he \vaited for his Commands ; 
and the Jatter by .aying Selam Elezk, feems 
to give him Lilerty to go on in his Way. 
All private Men that fail in this or any thing 
elfe which marks the Difference between Su- 
perior and Inferior, are punithable by the 
Laws: by which the Nations are rank’d in 
the following Manner, purfuant to an Eti& 
publifh’d

publifh’d in [/pahan, and all over the King- 
dom, fince the Aghvans conquer'd it. 

The Furfé Rankws aflign’d to the Aghvans, 
as Conquerors of Perfia. 

The Second to the Armenzans, who are 
{catter’d up and down the Kingdom in great 
Numbers, 

The Yhird to the Dergefins, the People 
whom Maghmud brought trom the Extremi- 
tics of Perfia to dwell at I/pahan, above 
100000 in NQmber. They are of the fame 
Muffulman Se& as the Aghvans, i.e. the Se& 
ot the Sunnis, as the Turks are. 

The Fourth Rank is affign’d to the Mul 
tany, who are Indian Banzans, {o call’d from 
the City of Multan, one of the principal 
Cities of Indsa, and the neareft to Perfia on 
Candahar Side. The firtt Indrans that dwelt 
in ‘Perfia, came from the‘City of Multan: 
they drive the principal Trade at I/pahan, 
are great Ufurers, and have almoft all the 
Money of the Capital in their Hands. 

The Fifth Rank is aflign’d to the Gaures, 
ancient Perfians, who Acqihip Fire, and the 
greateft Enemies to the “modern Perfians. 
Schah-Soleiman began to take them turn 
Maffulmans, and Schab-Huffein his Son, 
continu’d to force them to do it, which is 
one of their greateft Caufes of Hatred to the 
Mafometan Perfrans : but the Aghvans have 
given them che free Exercife of their Reli- 
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The Sixth Rank is to the Fews. 

The Seventh and Laf Rank is to the Na- 
tural Perfians, who are, treated like Slav@s" 
by the fix other Nations. 

Tho’ the Armenians are Chriffians, their 
great Number and Riches engag’d the Agh- 
vans to prefer them to the other Nations ; 
and being perfuaded that there 1s none more 
intereiled in fupporting their Power, fince 
they would be the farft Victims to the Ven- 
geance of the Perfians, it te latter fhould 
recover their Dominion, they have granted 
them great Privileges; and have alfo given 
them a Superiority over the Natural Perfians, 
which cannot fail to keep up the Divifion 
and Animofity for ever between thefe two 
Nations. 

‘L’1s order’d in their favour, by an Edi@ 
publith’'d at Zul/fa, that all Procefles mfing, 
among them fhall be determin’d by Judges 
of thcir own Nation; and all Armenians 
who appeal to any other Judge fhall be fin’d. 

In the Reign of the Sophes, the Armenzans at 
Zulfa were plundd’d in the Night-time, and 
‘cwas Death for an:Armenian to wound a Per- 
fran ever fo flieltly, tho’ in his own Defence. 
But finté’the taking of [/pahan, they were 
permitted to do Juftice themfelves on thofe 
nightly Robbers; and they have done it: bold- 
ly, by hanging up fome, cutting off thdEars 
and flitting the Nofes of others, according. to 
their Crimes. They difpatch’d feven ‘in 

one 
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one Day, who had not onty robb’d a Houfé 
in the Night, but had murder’d the Mafter of 
the Family. 

In fine, there is not one of the fix Nations 
we have mention’d, who have not a particular 
Intereft to keep the Natural Perfians low, 
and #upport the Authority of the dghvans. 
There’s all the Reafon in the World to be- 
lieve that their Power will be more and more 
eftablith’d ; efpecially under the Government 
of a Prince fo wife aad experienc’d, as he 
who now reighs in Perfia, and who has per- 
fected this great Revolution. One has Caufe 
to look upon this Event as an extraordinary 
Leffon of Providence to all Princes, efpecially 
thofe of 4a, where moft of them ftagnate 
in Sloth and Effeminacy, and to whom may 
jaftly be apply’d the Words which a great 
King, and a great Prophct feems to apply to 
them, Be wife now ‘therefore, O ye Kings; 
be infiructed, ye Fudges of the Earth. 
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APPENDIX. 


INCE the firft Publication of this Hif- 
S tory, which, according to Advices from 
TJurky, is now printing at Con/lantinople from 
the Tranflation of Ibrahim Effend:, Director 
of the new Printing-Houtie~ there, fuch 
ftrange Revolutions, and fo many different 
Scenes have happen’d in the Kingdom and 
Affairs of Pesfis, as would afford Matter 
enough for almoft another Volume, and ‘tis 
not unlikely chat in a Year or two more, a 
third may be added to thefe two. Mean 
time the Bookfeller has been induced to print 
this Addition of Particulars which are judg’d 
too matcrial to be poftpon’d. 

As the Second Volume concludes with the 
Treaty between Sultan 4/sraf/and the Turks ; 
the firit thing that offers worthy of Remark, 
is the Ratification cf that Treaty by 4/zraff, 
as it was fent to tl Grand Signior, of which 
the following jstan exaét Tranflation : 

“Tithe Name of Gad, Creator of Hea- 
“ ven and Earth, We A/zraf, Emr Kan, 
“ and Chin of Perfia, moft humbly befeech 
** him who is in the Seat of the Holy Ero- 
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phet, the moft exalted of Emperors, more 
powerful and intrepid than Alexander, So~ 
vereign of two Seas, Mafter of two Parts 
of the World, Protector of Perufulem, 
Maftcr of the two Temples of Mecca and 
Medina, furpafling Darius in Pomp and 
Geaerfeur, and, like him, Sovereign of the 
Kingdom of Per/ia, wearing Crowns fhin- 
ing with Glory, the moft formidable and 
dread Lord, the Refuge of the O:thodox, 
(may God prolong his Days for ever) to 
be pleated to approve and ratify the Arti- 
cles of Peace * which have been feteled in 
the following manner, viz. That we fend 
every Yearan Emir Alidagito Mecca: That 
for the future the Perfiavs fhall liave full 
Liberty to vifit the Tomb of 4; That 
they be likewife allow’d to traffick tn all the 
Places of the Ottoman Empire, and enjoy 
the fame Privileges as heretofore; That 
there fhall be conftantly an Ambaffidor 
fiom us at the Ottoman Porte; That the 
Porte be obliged by this Treaty to ufe 
their good Offices with the Czar of Atu/- 
covy to obtain the Libdity of Ufiin Beg, a 
Muffulman of the Natioy of Lewis; That. 
we fhall fend every Year tnto the Treafury 
of the Commander of the FaithiGT, 1500 
Purfes as a free Gift: Laft ofall, We

"Tis to be noted there was a further Stipu- 
lation, That Prince ZAamas, Son to the old 
Sophi, fhould make no Pretenfions to the 
Throne of Perfia, except in cafe Sultan 4/z- 
raf died without Iffue ; That Prince Thamas 
fhould refide in Conftantinople, or fome other 
Place of the Ortom Empire, to prevent his 
raifing any Infij.ection in Perfia againft 
Afzraff, That the Grand Signior fhould em- 
pio yshiegpod Offices with the Czar of Afi/- 
covy, to,induce him to reftore to _4/zraff fuch 
of his Sonquefts in Perfia as are inhabited by 
Muffulmen; and that, in cafe of Nery is 
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fublime Highnefs fhould employ his Forces 
for that End. 

"Tis moreover to be obferv’d, that /z- 
raff propes’d much the fame Teims to the 

rte in 1725. but they were then hanghtily 
rejege 
Thus ended that War betwixt the Zurks 
and Perjfians, which, whether it was properly 
a religious War, as fome think, or whether 
purely Political, and for the fake of ‘Terri- 
tory, which is left to the judicious Reader, 
coft the Zurks near half a Million of Lives, 
including thofc that fell in the Field by Sick- 
nefs, as well as by the Sword, befides above 
40 Millions of Sultarinas of Gold advanc’d 
for moft part by the Fews and Greeks; and 
*tis affur’d on the other Hand, that the Per- 
Sians loft above half a Million of Men, maf _ 
facred by the Ottomans, when they took fuch 
Places Sword in Hand as ntade any Refift- 
ance, 

The next Year, viz. 1728. a new Candi- 
date ftarted up for the Throne of Perfia, who 
claimed the Succeffion :1s Brother and Heir 
to that famous Ufurper' and Tyrant Myr- 
Weis. ‘This Pretender, like his Bfother, was 
Haughty, Cruel, Avaritious, Di@nlute,afd 
had all the ill Qualities that make up the 
Character of a confummate Tyrant. “He had 
alnfady flain by the Sword, or otherwife, a 
gyfat many Perfons who were fo couragious 
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as to refift him; and at the fame Time plun- 
der’d their Houfes and carry’d off their Wives 
and Daughters: Upon advice alfo that Prince 
Thamas, the old Sophi’s Son, was arriv’d at 
Mefchet with 20000 Men, he was fo enrag’d 
that he put to Death fome Children_wh-.a 
he kept as Hoftages. _A/sra/ff's Life-Guards 
at J/pahan were fo infolent and licentious at 
the fame Time, that there was no Kind of 
Diforders but what they daily committed, 
not only with Impunity, but with their 
Mafter’s Countenance, infomuch that they 
hang’d their Commander for sefufing their 
Pay before he had received it. ‘Whe Mer- 
chants, efpecially the Europeans, were oblig’d 
from Timeto Time to ranfom themfelves, and 
if they were not able to make prompt Pay- 
ment, either their Goods and Effects were 
confifcated, or their Houfes plunder’d; fa 
that when the Exgi/b had gonea great way 
in reftoring their Factors, and got a Guard ta 
fecure their Warehoufe of Goods, yet the 
fame was plunder’d, and the Fa¢tor oblig’d 
to fly with what Re could faye to Game 
bicon. 

The Reader will naturally imagine the 
ditradted State of Perfa at this Jundture, 
when ie ivedott was thus harrafs’d by 
three contending Parties, véz. that of /z- 
raf, that of Adyr-Heis’s Brother, and thayof 
prince Thamas. 
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It happen’d that at the beginning of this 
Year, A/zraff received News of the Defeat of 
4000 of his Men by the Ruffans about Ro- 
Yofel and Temfchin, which 1o alarm’d him, 
that, fearing the Confequences, he declar’d, 

Exprefs to M. Leweskow, Governor of 
Wace that Weksl, Cham of Cusbin, who 
commanded the faid 4ooo Men, had no Or- 
ders to attack the Ruffans, but only to ob- 
ferve them, and that he would punifh the 
Guilty. Accordingly he fent for the faid 
Wekil and Ofchan Mahomet, to an{wer for 
their Conduct; but whilft they were upon 
the Road, with a Guard of 100 Men, 4/z- 
vaff order’d them to be attack’d between Cu/- 
bin and Cafchan by the Kotcheves of Chabe/= 
guet, who are valiant Soldiers, and entirely 
devoted to him, in which Affault A/shomet 
was kill’d upon the Spot, and Aék:/] made 
Prifoner, whom the Kot/cheves afterwards 
bound and fent to d/pahin; ut the latter 
having found Means to gain fome of the 
Soldiers, made his Efcape, upon which 4/z- 
raff, tho’ it was perhaps only to blind the 
Ruffians, feem’d to be very much incens’d, 
and fwore that he would revenge it. A/z- 
vaff’s Party was fo leffen’d by this Time, 
that rather than go to War with the Rafiums, 
he was willing to yield them Dagheffan, and 
to Zttle the Limits with them, on Condition 
oft they would not enter into a Treaty 

with 
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with Prince Thamas, uor give him any Affift. 
ance, 

In Fuly the Year following, viz. 1729. an 
Ambaffador arriv’d at Conflantinople from the 
Sultan /zraff, with a Retinue of 700 Per; 
fons, and as he crofs’d the Canal of the Bjok 
Sea he was faluted with the Difcharg@ti 100 
Pieces from the Seraglio, the Arfenal, and 
the Men of War and Galleys. It appear’d 
that all the Bufinefs he came about was to 
deliver a Letter to the Grand Signior, becaufe 
after he received an Anfwer to it, he fet out 
for J/paban, much pleas’d with the Honour 
he had receiv'd at the Porte; but he ftay’d 
long enough to be a Spectator of a ternble 
Fire which happen’d at Con/antinople on the 
27th of Fuly, when, in lefs than ten Hours, 
12000 Houtes were reduc’d to £#fhes, be- 
des fevefat Mofques and other publick Edi- 
fices, and a,gregt Number of People pe- 
rifh'd in the Cohflagration, tho’ all poffible 
Means were us’d to ftop the Violence of the 
f James. 

This Year a Treaty of perpetual Peace and 
Friendfhip was concluded betwixt 4/zraff 
and Peter II. the Czar of AMufcovy, which 
was confirm’d by the Sultan’s Brother-in-law, 
who came to Afofcow, for that Purpofe, at 
the Head of an Embaffy, with 100 Men and 

40 Horfes in his Retinue, and Prefent$ <of 
fine Horfes, Sattins, Brocades, &c, 
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By this Treaty, which was fign’d at Ria/- 
cofche, in the Province of Ghilan, the 13th 
of February ; the Czar confented that Perfa 
fhould remain in Pofleffion of the Provinces 
f Aftrabat and Mazandran , but that if thofe 
Prince fhould happen to be given to any 
other™Power, and to be recover’d by the 
Ruffians, the fame fhould for ever remain 
under their Dominion, and the Treaty was 
to be declared void. ‘The Czar was to keep 
all his Conquefts upon’ the Ca/pran-Sea, and 
the Territories of the Ruffan Crown in Perfia 
were to extend from Derbent to the River 
Araxes. The Ambaffadors and Envoys of 
both Powers were to"be treated with due 
Honours, and a free Trade was to be pro- 
moted between both Nations upon paying 
the cuftomary Duties for their } andize 3 
with full Liberty for erecting te neceflary 
Houfes and Warehoufes, and $ér the Paffage 
of the Caravans on both Sides. 

Not long after this, Prince Thamas ad 
vane’d with a gallant Army towards J/pahan, 
while another, fent by the Great Mogul, 
march’d into Perfia, which oblig’d A/zraf, 
who was univerfally hated by the People 
on account of his Cruelties, to divide hig 
Forces, 

This very Year, the following Letter ap- 
pegi*d from Prince Thamas to the Grand Sig- 
4 8 fent to Conftautinople by Signior Efendi, 

an 
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an able and trufty Minifter, who had been 
difpatch’d for fome Months paft to Van, a 
City of Georgia, one of the Perfian Provinces, 
to inquire into the State of Affairs there. 
Some People, I remember, fook’d upon the 
Letter as a Forgery, becaufe it does not beggai 
in the Oriental Stile, witn the Praifévwed’ In- 
vocation of God; but others fuppos’d that 
the Per/iae Prince had employ’da Jefuit, or 
fome other European, for his Secretary. Whe- 
ther it be genuine or tot, we think it worth 
inferting. 

“ It is very furprifing that your High- 
“ nefs, in Violation of the uninterrupted 
“© Friendfhip between the Anceftors of my 
“¢ Family and Yours, (upon account of which 
“ Friendfhip you ought to fuccour the Friends 
“ of yourFriends) fhould enterinto a League 
 geainft usin Favour of a Perfon unknown, 
“ anda Traitor tohis Sovereign. This Con- 
“ dudtiscontrary not only to the Laws of Na- 
“ ture, but alfo to thofe of God; for it is at- 
“ tacking God himfelf to lift up one’s Hand

‘ making all poffible Efforts to recover (he

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«¢ Dominion of my Anceftors, and to pluck 
“the Throne from under the Feet of the 
“ Ufurper that has invaded it : And as my 
“ Caufe is Juft and Praife-worthy, I do not 
“ in the leaft doubt but God will affift me, 
“Wer they are his Battles that [ fight, and 
“ he“Being the Defender of the Oppreffed, 
“ will give new Strength to thofe that take 
“my Part,,fo that the Wicked fhall be 
“ punifh’d according to his Demerit. After 
“ me, there are other Primes of my Family 
* to whom the Crown of Per/ia ought to 
“« defeend fucceffively. Your Highnefs can-

Prince Thamas 
obtain’d a great Victory over Sultan 4/zraff, 
and oblie’d him to quit J/pakan, of which he 
took Pofleffion, as well as of feveral other 
Towns, and 4/sraf finding himfelf aban- 
don’d, was fo much dejected, that he fell 
fick. ‘ 

Mean time Prince Yhamas, after the 
Reduction of the Capital City, was pro- 
claim’d King and Emperor of Perfia, and 
sm” Novembar made his publick Entry 1n- 
to I/pahan, wmidft the Acclamations of an 
infinite Concourfe of People, who had got 
together from all Parts to fee their new Sove- 
reign ; he enter’d at the Head of Part of his 
Army, commanded by his Couli Kan, or 
Colonel General, after being receiv’d with- 
out the Town by all the Grandees of the 
“Kingdom, and conducted to the Palace of his 
Predeceffors, where he recciv’d the Homage 
of his new Subjects. Some Days after his 
Entry, that Prince fent Couli Kan ‘With 
40000 Men, to hinder Spltan 4/zraff, as 

ws 
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was fled towards Schiras, from retreating in- 
to the Province of Candahar, his own Coun- 
try. Prince Zhamas’s Army was confiderably 
augmented, not only by the Perfians, who 
had all abandon’d Sultan _//2raff,; but alfo 
Ay, the Foreign Troops of feveral Nations 
wit} were in his Pay: And being furnifh’d 
by the Armenians of fulpha, and particularly 
the Yews, with Sums of Money fufficient to 
enable him to recover the Places difmember’d 
from his Monarchy, he went and laid Siege 
to the Town of Schiras with an Army of 
50000 Men. 

One of his Lieutenant Generals having in 
the mean Time apprehended 4/zraf’ on the 
Frontiers of Georgia, Prince Thamas, in or- 
der to intimidate the Garrifon, which he found 
obftinately refolv’d to make a vigorous Re- 
fiftance, erected a Scaffold near ito, he 
feen by the Inhabitants, on wifich he caufed 
Afzraff’s Skin, while he was alive, to be 
torn with Curry-Combs, and then had _ his 
Head lopp’d off and ftuck upon a Pike. 
But the Garrifon ftill refufing to furrender, 
notwithftanding the Death of their Protedtor, 
Prince Thamas gave the ‘Town a gencral 
Storm, in a manner fo furious and well exe- 
cuted, that his Troops made themfelves 
Matters of it, and put the whole Garrifon to 
the Sword. 


After 
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After the Conqueft of Schiras, the othet 
Towns that were in Poffeffion of the Rebets 
fubmitted to Prince Zhamas, fo that the 4n« 
gufians, the moft warlike People of all Perfia; 
who took Part with Myrr-/Vcis, and after- 
wards with /zraf, were totally deftroyd 
or difperfed. 

After this, the Sophi Thamas befieg’d Tau- 
ris, and receiving Intelligence that a great 
Body of Zurks were on their March to re- 
lieve it, he pofted himfelf in an advantagious 
Place, and attack’d them with fo much Con- 
dué& and Bravery, that he obtain’d a com- 
pleat Victory. 

In 1731 the Sophi, whofe Army was aug- 
mented to 14c,cco Men, laid Siege to Eri- 
van, and receiving Intelligence that s0000 
Turks, moft of them Horfe, were advanc’d 
wikis Leagues of that Place in order 
to raife the S\ege, he left a fufficient Number 
of Troops to carry it on, and march’d with 
the reft to meet the Ottoman Army, which 
he attack’d with fuch Vigour, that after a 
bloody Fight, the Yarks, already fatigu’d 
with their long March, were oblig'd to retire 
in Diforder, with the Lofs of above 16000 
Men kill’d on the Spot, befides twenty Picces 
of Cannon taken, and all their Baggage. The 
Battle lafted till Night, which was faid to be 
the Reafon that the Perfans took but s000 
Prifoners. After this Action the Sophi The 
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mas having rejoin’d his Army before Erivan, 
{ummion’d the Governor to furrender in three 
Days, threatning in cafe of Refufal to put 
fim and his Garrifon to the Sword. 

But about this Time a bloody Battle was 
‘fayght between the Jurks and Perfians near 

an:a7an, in which a great Number of Men 
fell on both Sides, and the Zurks remain’d 
Mafters of the Field. This determin’d Sopht 
Thamas to fue for Peace, and in the mean 
while he propos’d a Ceffation of Arms; which 
being readily granted, publick Rejoycings 
were made upon it for three Days fuccefflively 
at Conftantinople ; and the Perfian Ambaffa- 
dor, who had been kept in Prifon there for 
feveral Months, was fet at Liberty. 

The Treaty which enfued upon it was at- 
tended with no lefs than the Depofition and 
Banifhment of the King of Perf; ~ty~the 
General of the Perfjan Forces; «a Revolution 
fo furprifing in all its Circumftances, that it 
would hardly gain Credit were it not for the 
following authentick Account of it, tranf- 
mitted from the Court of Ruffa to their Mi- 
nifter in London. 

“ In the Year 1731. a Treaty of Peace 
“ was concluded between Sophi Thamas of 
“ Perfia, and the Ottoman Porte, being 
“ brought about by the Contrivance of their 
“ refpective Plenipotentiaries. By this Treaty 
“ the Zurks did aQually furrender up to the 

“© Sophi, 
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Sophi, Part of their Conquefts in Perfia, 
as far as the River Avax, referving to 
themfelves the beft Provinces and Towns 
of Perfia, even beyond the faid River, and 
tho’ this Treaty proved altogether difad. 
vantageous to the Sophi, yet, according™ 
to their Stipulations, he found himielf 
oblig’d to ratify it. 
“ Some Time before this Treaty was in 
Agitation, Zachmas Kouly Kan, Generalif- 
fimo of all the Forces in Perfia, a Man of 
great Authority and Power over the Sophi 
and People, had been oblig’d to march, 
with Part of the Perfian Troops, to the 
very Borders of Jzdia, to quella Rebei-~ 
lion that the Subje&ts of Kandahar and 
Giratt, call’d Agrans, had form’d againft 
their Sovereign, who met at firft with 
great itefiftance from the Rebcis, tho’ af- 
terwards he oblig’d them to fubmit; and 
having totally defeated them, and banifh’d 
all their Leaders into another Country, got 
at laft a peaceable Poffeffion of the famous 
City of Giratt, and of all the Dependen- 
cites thereof; and having eftablifhed new 
Governors both in that and other Cities, 
and pacify’d the whole Province, he left it 
laft Spring, in order to return to J/pakan, 
to wait upon the Sophi. 
“ It was in his Way home that he res 
ceiyed the News that a Peace was con- 
© clued 
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© cluded between the Ottoman Porte and his 
« Mafter, and being farther informed upon 
%« what Conditions the Treaty was agreed to, 
« he very much refented it, and without 
“© giving Notice to the Sophi, having an ir- 
“ reconcilable Enmity againft the Turks, he 
“ immediately publithed a Manifefo, in 
“© which he affumed the Title of Lieutenant 
“ of the Kingdom, and declared to all his 
“ Countrymen, that the Treaty lately con- 
“© cluded with the Zurk3 was very detrimen- 
“ tal to the Perfian Kingdom, by giving up 
“ to the Enemy the beft of their Provinccs, 
“and not infifting upon the Liberty of the 
‘¢ Perfan Prifoners in the Hands of the 
“ Jurks, fo contrary to the Laws of God 
“ and all Nations, and fo derogatory to the 
“ Intereft and Honour of the Perfan Mo- 
“ narchy. 

“ And for that Reafon, J Tachmas Kouly 
“ Kan (adds he in his Manife/fo) am going in 
“ Perfon with a numerous Army againft our 
“ Enemies the Turks, in order to regain our 
“ Provinces fo foamefully given up to them, 
“ and to procure to the Perfian Prifoners ther 
“ Liberty. And therefore he ordets in the 
“ faid Manijefio, that all the Subjects of the 
“ Kingdom do take up Arms againft their 
“* Enemies the Zurks, in order to avenge the 
“ Caufe of their Country ; and in cafe any 
“ Man fhould cither,oppofe or contradi& his 
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faid Orders, he licenfes al] Perfons to kill 
fuch Oppofer, of what Condition foever, 
he be, and to feize all his Effects. 

“ Not long after, the Rufian Court re~ 
ccived an Exprefs from General Levajfbol, 
who commands in chief the Raffan Troops 
in Perfia, with the News, that the faid 
Tachmas Kouly Kan, attended with 30000 
chofen Men, arrived on the 15th of Au- 
guft \aft, O. S. at J/pahan, (where the So- 
phi was with his whole Court) and in- 
camp’d himfelf before the fatd City in one 
of the Scphi’s Gardens; and three Days 
after his Arrival waited on the Sophi (who 
received him but coolly) and on his Re- 
turn from Court, he put many of the So- 
phi’s Domefticks under Arreft. 


On the 21ft of the fame Month the So- 


phi went, in Perfon, out of the City to 
vifit Zachmas Kouly Kav, who receiv’d his 
Majefty, at the Head of his commanding 
Officers, with all the Refpeé due to his 
Royal Perfon; and having conduéted him 
to his Tent, defired his Majefty to fit 
down, and waited on him there asa Slave 
does upon his Mafter. - The Sophi asked 
the General what Reafon he had to put his 
Domefticks under Arreft? To which Zach- 
mas Kouly Kan replied, with a haughty, 
Air, Becnufe your Majefty has no need o 


 fuch Perfous, who are only kept ix Lagzine/s. 
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At which the Sophi being very much of- 
fended, got yp to go home; but the Ge- 


‘ neral ftopt him, defiring his Majefty to 


give him Leave to fpeak a Word to him 
in private; and with that conduéted him 
to the adjoining Houfe, where he kept 
him all that Night. 

“ Thenext Day, being the 22d of Augu/t, 
the General went into his Tent, and af- 
fembled all the Officers of his Army, and 
being feated, made the following Decla- 
ration to them. 

“ That the Sophi was altogether unfit to 
govern the Kingdom, and had by his evil 
Condut brought an Infamy upon their Goun- 
try, and by his imprudent Directions, loft 
a great Number of Perfians: That hitherto 
they had been obliged to bear all this, foi want 
of a Succejor to the Crown; but now, fays 
he, fince the faid Sophi has a Son three 
Months old, named Abas, I think st proper 
to fettle the Crown upon him, the Farther 
having rendered himfelf totally unworthy of 
it; and I promife to be as faithful to the 
Son as I have been hitherto to his Father, 
whom I think it expedient to keep+from this 
Time under a firong Guard, allowing him, 
during Life, a fufficient Maintenance. 

“ Upon this there was, for a while, great 


* Silence amongft the Officers ; but at laft, 


fome pf them having approved his Decla- 
P 2 “ ration, 
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ration, the General immediately gave O 
dérs to bring him the Feather (a Roy 
Mark of Authority) fiom the Sophi’s Hea 
which bing done, he kifs’d it, and la 
it down by his Side. The General th 
fent for the Sophi’s Wife, and the Prin 
her Son, who were both publickly co 
duéted before the Army (the Mother b 
ing covered) to the aforefaid Tent; fox 
after which fhe was re-condudted aga 
to the Palace, and a little Time afte 
the Prince her Son was fent back 
her, withthe Turbant and-the Royal Fe 
ther on his Head. Then the General c 
dered a new Coin to be ftruck, and ne 
Seals to be made, bearing the young King 
Name, Sophi Asas. In the mean Tin 
all the old Minifters and other Perfons | 
Diftinction, who were of the depofi 
King’s Party, were put under Arreft, at 
bantfh’d to the Province of Chorazan, 
which Place alfo the dethroned Sophi w 
fent on the 25th of ugu/? laft, under 
Guard of 1, 00 Men. 

“The 26th Zachmas Kouly Kan was ma 
ried to a Sifter of Shach Ku/éins, tl 
Widow of Mirza Dawdan, who has 


‘ Son twelve Years old. 


“ On the 28th Zachmas Kouly Kan entr 
with all his Army into the City of I/p 
ban, and took up his Lodging: in d 
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Royal Palage; and the fame Day he or- 
dered a mapificen Cradle to bé fet up 
in the Chamber nam’d Kel/-Sultan, in 
which the,new Infant Kidg was laid, and 
at the Sidé of the Cradle was put the 
Turbant, the Royal Feather, and a Sabre, 
Then Zachmas Kouly Kan affembled the 
Mullas and Seides, and went to Prayers in 
the Prefence of ali the Officers of the 
Army, after which they congratulated the 
Sophi upon his Acceffion to the Throne, 
and the Ceremony was clofed with a cold 
Collation. 

“ Upon this Occafion Zuchmas Kouly Kan 
honour’d many of the Quality, in the Name 
of Sophi 4445, with an Halaat (or Robe 
of Honour) and caufed a Proclamation to 
be iffued out, that for the future they 
fhall give no other Title to Sophi Tamas, 
than that of Zachmas Mirza. 

«© When the General went into the Sophi’s 
Palace, he found a Treafure of many Mil- 
lions, which was hoarded up by Sophi 
Abas the Firft. 

“© This whole Account has been confirmed 
from Conffantinople by the Report of M, 
Nepluef, Refident from Rufia, who gave 
farther Notice to the Court, that Achmed 
Baffaw, Governor of Babylon, had given 
the fame Account of this Revolution to 
#6 thé Ottoman Porte: And M. Nepluef adds, 
“© That 
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That Zuchmas Kouly Kan, fipce the Depo- 
fition tof Sophi Thamas, ard the Eley2+ 
tion ‘of his Son, Sophi Abas, th the Throne, 
governs the whole Kingdom of Perfia, 
defpoticall¥ and makes vaft Preparations of 
War againft the Yurks;,as allo that the 
Ottoman Porte are as vigorous in their Pre- 
parations to oppofe his Defigns. 
“© General Levafbol, who was at that Time 
with Part of the Ra/ffan Army in Perf, 
in the Province of Ghilan, had, in the 
fame Month of Augu/?, (purfuant to the 
Articles of Peace concluded between the 
Imperial Crown of Raffa and Sophi Tha- 
mas) furrendred the faid Province, and 
the reft of the Places fituated beyond the 
River Kura, to the Kingdom of Perfa, 
after which he croffed the River with his 
Army, and incamped in the Province of 
Shirvan, which formerly belonged to the 
Per(ians, but is now given up to the Ru/- 
jfian Empire, by the late Treaty conclud- 
ed between the two Powers, and appointed 
the head Quarters in the City of Derbent, 
where he received an Exprefs from Tach- 
mas Kouly Kan, with a written Account 
of the Depofition of Sophi Thamas, and 
the Elevation of his Son Sophi as to 
the Throne, in which that General affures 
him, that he will keep inviolably all the 
Conditions ftipulated in the Treaties lately 
© cone 
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‘ cOMtluded between the Empire of Risa 
: and the Kingdom of Perfia,yand that the 
ie “King his Maffer is upon the Sof fend- 
« ing a folemn Ewqbafly to the Court of her 
* Imperial Majefty\to notify bis Acceffion 
“ to the Crown of PeMer.” 

Koul Kan, having thus fettled Matters at 
Home, marched with all Speed to lay Siege 
to Babylon, before the Turks could affemble 
their Army to relieve it, he Taking of Eri- 
van by Surprife, which happened about this 
Time, had put the latter in Motion, as it 
gave them to underftand that they were not 
to depend onthe Ceffatien concluded with 
Sophi Thamas, who was now no longer in 
Authority. Erivan is a very confiderable 
City in Armenia, that has been alternately in 
the Hands of theZurks and Perfians. The fame 
Fate had formerly attended Babylon, or more 
properly Bagdat (the true Babylon having long 
been no more) a City in Mefopotamia, about 
feven Degrees South of the other, but which 
had been finally carried by the Zurks in 
1638. 

The Perfian Fea was employing his 
Strength againf& this City, when the Sera{- 
quier of the Ottoman Army inPer/ia, knowing 
the Importance of the Place, and how little 
able he was to give it Succour, offered, in the 
Name o urt, a.Sufpenfion of Arms for 
fx Moye, 7 order to oe of a g 
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Peack. between the two En pires: But.Kali 
Kén abfolutely rejected thetPropofal, except 
on Condi;ionghat the Porte thould firft reftote 
certain Bhrces, which had heen yielded to it 
in the laff Peace with Sophi Taamas. Ina 
Word, he profecuted rhe Siege with all ima- 
ginable Vigour, and ‘defeated the Forces that 

were from Time to Time fent againft him. 
It was confidently given out at this Time by 
the Turks, that all, Thingsin Perfia were in 
Confufion: That feveral of the great Men of 
that Kingdom, and in particular the Gover- 
nors of Ormus and Bender-Afi, had entered 
into a League againft the Ufurper Koul: Kan, 
which muft unavoidably terminate in a Civil 
War. This, no doubt, was what the Porte 
had long withed for, and attempted to fo- 
ment ; but the Perfian General appeared as 
much fuperior to the Divan in Politicks, as 
he was to their Bafhaws inthe Field: He nat 
only fupported himfelf againft Foreign In- 
trigues and Domeftick Confpiracies, but daily 
rendered himfelf more formidable Abroad 
and powerful at Home. The Year 1733, 
though attended with fome Difappointments, 
afforded in the main fuch a Series of Victory 
and Succes, that Fortune is feldom found 
more propitious. It was crowned by the De- 
feat of a numerous Army of Turks, cammand- 
ed by Tepe! Ofmman, an experienced — 
who 
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in the Action, fdsétker 
s Followers. 

Middle of the\Qummer this 
urks could bring together 
rontiers of Perfiz, fuffi- 
cient to oppofe chat euli Kan. At latt, 
however, having afflembled a great Body of 
Forces under Teal Ofman, they approached 
towards Bagdat, in order to raife the Siege of 
that Place. Upon the rgth of Fuly, they 
came to an Engagement, in which the Orte- 
mans feem to have gained fome Advantage, 
which was magnified at Conffantinople in the 
mott extraordinary Manner; but how juftly, 
the Confequence foon made apparent. 

The Effect of this AGtion, was the Raifing, 
for the prefent, the Blockade of Bagdar. The 
Governor of that Place, Achmet Bathaw, who 
was reduced to the laft Extremity for want 
of Provifions, receiving the News of this Vic- 
tory, fallied out upon the few Troops that 
were lefcin the Trenches, put them to the 
Sword, andcarried the Provifions of the Per- 
fran Camp into his Garrifon. All the Lan- 
guage of the Porte was now Victory and 
Triumph, and the common People were fure 
of afpeedy Peace, upon their own Terms, 
But the Battle of Kerkoud, in which Topal 
Ojman fell, pyt a Stop to ali thefe Exulta- 


tions.

The Turki/h Letters added, that the Day af- 
ter the Battle, Zopal Ofman marched with his 
Army to block up that of Kou/i Kan, in the 
Mountains of Cey/an: That in this Extremi- 
ty the Perfian General had writ to the Seraf- 
kier Topal Ofinan, defiring Peace upon any 
Terms; to which the Turk anfwered, that he 
would nottreat with a Rebel; fo that they 
hourly expected to hear of Koult Kan’s being 
taken Prifoner. All this News was proclaim- 
ed to the People at Con/lantinople, by repeated 
Salvoes of the Cannon of the Seraglio, the 
Seven Towers, and the Sultanas, or Men of 
War lying in the Harbour; and great Rejoi- 
cings were made through te whole City for 
feveial Days fucceflively, Whether there was 
any fuch Action as now pretended, at Kerkoud, 
before the decifive Battle there, we are not

Thamas Kouli Kan, having formed to him- 
felfa Stratagem for alluring the Turhi/b Army 
out of their ftrong Camp near Kerkoud, in 
order that he might find Means to draw them 
intoa Snare; he, for this End, fent a Body 
of 12,000 Men, to reconnoitre, as was pre- 
tended, the Enemy's Situation. This De- 
tachment advanced fo near the Tur&s/i Camp, 
that a great Body of Turks was fent out to at- 
tack them: Whereupon the Per/ians retired, 
till they came to a narrow Pafs, where they 
had ftrong Intrenchments. But in this Retreat, 
Care was taken to drop fome Letters, as wrote 
from one Perfian Prince to another, giving a 
moft melancholy Account of the Perfian Ar- 
my, particularly of the great Diffentions that 
were among them, and intimating greatAppre- 
henfions, that ifthe Turks fhould attack them 
before a good Harmony was reftored among 
their Troops, phey might obtain an eafy Vic- 
tory. The gre& Body of Turks, who purfued

Mountains of Ceylan, in order, as they hoped, 
to make the 12,009 Perfans Prifoners. 

In the mean time, the Letters fuppofed to 
have been taken from the Enemy, were fent 
to Topal O/man, who too eaftly gave credit to 
what he found written in them, and in Con- 
fidence of the Truth of their Contents, march- 
ed from his ftrong Camp at Kerkoud, to go 
and join Mebemet, that they might in con- 
jundion find out the Perfan Army, over 
which he now flattered himéelf with a fore and 
eafy Victory. Butas foon as Kouli Kon found 
that his Stratagem had taken effet, he imme- 
diately advanced, and came up withthe Grofs 
of the Zurkih Army under Topal Ofinen, be- 
fore it could join Mehemet’s Detachment ; 
whereupon a general and furims Engagement 
inftantly commenced between'the two Armies

Then the Ca- 
valry of the Perfans Left-Wing, fupported 
by a Body of 20,000 Foor, fell upon the 
Center of the Turkifh Army, which made 
but a poor Defence, there being above 10,000 
of them killed upon the Field of Battle, with 
the Lofs only of 7 or 800Perfians. The Right- 
Wing of the latter had hitherto made no great 
Efforts; but their whole Army now falling 
with all its Weight upon the Left-Wing of 
the Turks, that Wing, after a bloody Conteft 
foran Hour and a Quarter, was obliged like 
the reft togive Way, and fuffer a total Rout.

And 
Fooul: Kan, who et not be out-done by 
bis Rival in the Purftit of Honour, appeared 
every where to encourage his Troops, and had 
no Iefs than five Hurfes killed under him in 
the Engagement. He was befides wounded 
in both his Arms, which he would not per- 
mit to be dreffed, ull the Toils of the Day 
were over, and his Labours were crowned 
with Vidory. The Turks would have had it 
believed, that they loft but 8 or 10,000 Men 
in this Action: But Accounts more to be relied 
on, confirm the before-mentioned Number of 
50,000, killed or wounded; among which 
were nine Bathaws, or General Officers, And 
indeed the Perfians paid dearly for this Victory, 
having about39,000Men killcd and wounded, 
of whom three were Generals,

After this Battle Koult Kan returned to the 
Blockade of Bagdat, not having it in his 
Power to forma regular Siege, for want of 
heavy Artillery, which it is impoffible to bring 
thro’ the mountainous Defarts that lie between 
Perfia and Turkey. He remained here fo 
much Mafter of the Field, that the Turkifb 
Army durft not make Head againft his Camp, 
tho’ himfelf was forced, foon after the Bat- 
tle of Kerkoud, to return to I/paban, and to 
march from thence into the Province of Schi- 
ras, in order to reduce a rebellious Kan, 
named Bellongo, which he did in a few Days 
after his Arrival, 

This General’s noble Behaviour, after his 
Vidtory over the Zurks, obtdined him more 
Honour than the Victory itslf. He fet at 
Liberty all the Prifoners, and, made an Offer 
of Peace to the Porte, on Terins which were

Accordingly he commanded 
him immediately to be put intoa Sack, and

But tho’ the Propofals made by Koul; Kan 
occafioned him to be applauded for his Mode- 
ration, it is certain they were not relifhed by 
the Turks, who did not yet think themfelves 
obliged to fubmit to an Enemy’s Terms. 
They prepared to renew the War with the ut- 
moft Vigour, in order to extort from him 
Conditions yet more favourable to themfelves. 
Their Obftinacy however did them no Ser- 
vice; for on the 28th of February 1734, 
Kouli Kan’s Army intirely defeated 45,000 
Turks, who came torelieve Bagdat, Twenty 
Thoufand werekilled on the Spot, and the 
reft got into tht Town, which remained clofe 
blocked up. \This Action, which was very 
bloody on bgth Sides, coft the Perfans 
10,000 Men{ It was followed by another 
feon after, een Tauris and Erivan, 
which énde ee aePavout of the cove.

Kouli Kan’s abfolute Management of AF 
fairs, notwithftanding his P:etenfions, mad 
it more than fufpected that he aimed at ma’ 
ing himéelf Matter of Perfia. In order to 
lence any Report of’ this Nature, he abou. 
this Time had the Jepofed Sophi brought 
from Michet to Cashin, as tho’ he intended 
to reftore him to his Authority : But the moft 
quick-fighted Politicians could fee thro’ this, 
that it was only an artful Piece of Manage- 
ment. 

Still he prefied on his Conquefts, on the 
Side of Turkey, with fuch furpifing Ra- 
pidity, that the Czarina feemed to be appre- 
henfive of their Effects, Her Minifters there- 
fore, and thofe of the Emperor, intimated to 
the Grand Vizier, that her Czarian Majefty 
would interpofe her good Offices to mediate a 
Peace with the Perfian General ; upon Condi- 
tion, however, that the Turks thould preferve 
the Peace of Chriftendom. But this Offer not 
having Effe@, the Ruffian Court foon after 
ntered into a Negotiation with Kouki Kan, 
which ended inan Alliance, w 1ereby the Per- 
fran General engaged to affiftcither the Ru/- 

fians or the Imperialifts againks the Turks, in 
cafe they were attacked by then, which was 
now apprehended, On *ius “onfideration,

“ The Fame of Koult Kan’s Exploits, the Si- 
spline which his Name feemed to have with 
veral Names in EurNve, and efpecially the 
great Regard which he was obferved to fhew 
the European Chriftians, gave rife to feveral 
Rumours at the Beginning of the Year 1735, 
concerning the native Country of this extra- 
ordinary Man. They_all tended to make 
him a Chriftian Renegado; but the Difpute 
was, who fhould have the Honour of claim- 
ing him for their own. Ireland, for fome 
Time, feemed to bid faireft; and we were 
formally told from thence, that he was born 
in that Kingdom, and that his real Name 
was Thomas C’ Allaghan, being defcended of 
an antient Family {o called.

WNot- 
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Notwithftandds the Alliance entéred imté 
by the Perfan General with Rufia, whigh 
declared that neither of them fhould make 
Peace without the other, Kou/? Kan’s Ara- 
bition carried him too far in the Year 1736, 
for him not to defire at prefent the Friend ip 
of the Turks, who were the moft capable of 
defeating the Projects he had formed. No- 
thing would now fuffice him, after this long 
Serics of Succefs, but the Title, as well as 
the Power, of Schah or Sophi of Perfia. 
With this View he firft gained the Grandees 
to his Intereft, and then fummoned an Aflem- 
bly at I/paban, under Pretence of lay- 
ing down his Poft of General, in order to 
pals the Remainder of his Days in Retirement 
aud Tranquility: But care was taken to have 
Things fo managed, that he was not only 
prayed tocontinue his glorious Toil, but even 
compelled to accept the Enfigns of Supreme 
Dignity. In which he was more fortunate 
thaneither Ce/far or Cromwell, who both of 
them expecting a like Compliment upon a 
like Pretence of Humility, had the Mortifi- 
cation to fee that neither the Romans nor the 
Britons were fo complaifant a3 the flavith O- 
rientals, who pay little lefs van Adoration to 
their Monarchs. 

From this Time Schah Nadir, which was 
the Name he now affumed; ahpeared nolon- 
geka@ive againft the Zurks, bat foon afterrse 

shat. 
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had Adex€ that an Ambaflador of his was 
atrived at Conftantinople, to treat of a Peace, 
where he was highly carefled. He gave out 
indeed at firft, that he would enter into no 
Negotiations, without the Concurrence of 
Rifa, and pretended to make high Demands, 
befides the acknowledging his Mafter Sophi of 
Perfia. But all this Buftle was foon blown 
over, and the Perfian Ambaffador at Peter/- 
burgh informed the Czarina, before the End 
of the Year, that bis Maffer bad not been able 
to attain the Admiffion of ber Czarian Majefty, 
as one of the contraéting Parties in a Treaty of 
Peace concluded between the Turks and Per- 
fians; but that he had, however, fo managed it, 
that the quiet Poffefion of Dagheftan, and other 
Provinces between the Black and the Cafpian 
Seas, /hould be preferved to ber.For which Arti- 
cles the Czarina was no way obliged to his 
Perfian Majefty, fince the giving back thefe 
Provinces to the Turkifb Empire, from which 
they had been difmembered, would have been 
contrary to his own Intereft. 

The Articles of the Peace concluded be- 
tween the two Mabometan Empires, were, 
“ y, That the Sultan fhould ackriowledge 
“€ Schah Nadir fpr lawful Sovereign of Perfa, 
“and engage to maintain him upon the 
‘* Throne againft all his Enemies, within 
* and without his Empire, 2. That the Li-

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 ypon the fame Foot they were pefore the 
“ War with Perfa, and that the contract 

“¢ Parties fhould be determined by what was'fe- 
“ gulated on this Head in the Reign of Spl- 
* tan Amurath |.” It was given out, that this 
Method of Expreffion was ufed to avoid te 
difagreeable Term of Ce/ion, and to fave the 
Honour of the Porte: To confirm which, 
there was faid to be a feparate private Article, 
which explained replacing the Limits, by re- 
ftoring to Perfia all the Conquefts made up- 
on it during the late Troubles, Provifion was 
likewife made by this Treaty, for the Fol- 
lowers of the Prophet 4 to have Leave to 
vific Mabomet’s Tomb, free of the Impofitions 
formerly exacted from the Perfian Pilgrims: 
And there was, moreover, a mutual Exchange 
of Prifoners. Great Advantages thefe for 
the Perfans, at his firft coming to the 
Throne ! 

The following Year, 1737, was attended 
with fome domeftic Troubles to the new 
King of Perfia, occafioned by Infurreétions, not 
only in favour of theoldRoyal Family,of whom 
his Son Prince T/amas and Abbas were yet 
living, but alfo by the Partizans of Myrr- 
Iflan, Brother to the fampus Myrr-Magb- 
mud. But, partly by his Po.iticks, and part- 
ly by hisArms, Schab Nadir put an End to 
them all, and difappointed his Enemies 

Abpea, 
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Abroad, Avho waited the Event of thefe Com- 
otions, 

t was while Things in Perfia were thought 
ingthis precarious Situation, that the follow- 
‘gg Letier from an Ambaflador’s Secretary at 

nftantinople, to his Friend in England, was 
made public in the Papers. The Explana- 
tion of fome Parts of it depend on the Time 
when it was written.

« VT Can now fatisfy'your Curiofity ; and 
you may depend upon it, that what I 
tell you isauthentic. . 
* Thamas Kouli Kan was born at Afcheir 
“in Chorazan, a Province of Perfa. His 
“* Father wasa Shepherd, which Profeffion 
*¢ the Son too followed for fome Time, till 
he took a Diflike to it, from a rifing Am- 
bition to make himfelf more confiderable 
in the World; and then it was, that he 
ftole 700 Sheep from his Father, which he 
* fold, and with the Money lifted a Gang of 
refoluteBand:tti, of whom he put himfelf at 
“© the Head, and then plundered feyeral Cara- 
“ vans, with the Booty whereof he entich- 
ed humnfelf very much. After having car- 
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+ This agrees with what was faid of the Reign of Schab 
Hugin, that the Kingdom was then greatly intefted with 
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ricdon the Trade of a common Fughway- 
man for “‘feven Years, he went to the Prc 
vince of Muzandran, to which the Kigg 
Schab Huffein had fent his Son the Prinie. 
Thamas for Security, before he was obliged’ 
to yield up J/paban to the Rebels. Thy 
faid King being afterwards put to Death, 
Thamas Koult Kan, who by this Time 
had 5000 Men under his Command, offered 
them, together with his Tieafures, to Prince 
Thamas, to reftors him to the Throne of 
his Anceftors ; engaging, at the fame Time, 
that he would give him his Head, if he 
did not fucceed in his Enterprize ; provid- 
ed, that in Cafe of fuch Succefs, the Prince, 
when he became King, (hould declare him 
bis Prime Minifter. The Prince confent- 
ed to whatever he asked, fuch was his in- 
tire Confidence in Zhamas Kouli Kan, who, 
to give him the ftronger Proof of his Attach- 
ment, affumed this new Name, which fig- 
nifies the Slave of Schab Thamas+-; where- 
as he went before by the Name of Nadir 
Koutt, 
“ The firft Thing that Kou/t Kan did, af- 
ter having raifed a very great Body of Troops, 
was the driving of the Rebels from Ma- 
ched; after which, he reduced the Pro-

founded upon the Jefuits Memwirs, 
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{ vince of Herat, and carried the Governor’s 
{ Head to Prince Thamas, as a Trophy of his 
idtory. 


t: His Army being now become more 
““{ powerful, he befieged and took J/pahan, 
and reduced the Aghvans, a rebellious Na- 
tion, who had fubdued almoft all Perfia. 
It would be needlefs to relate his fubfequent 
Victories, becaufe they are fo well known. 
He had the Policy to carry Prince Thamas 
“ with him in feveral of his Expeditions, to 
give the more Reafon to think, that he 
acted only for that Piince. The Bravery of 
Kouli Kan, his generobs Treatment of the 
Soldiery, and the Generofity with which 
he rewarded them, having procured him 
‘¢ their entire Confidence, he took that Op- 
portunity to feize the Government, by 
the Stratagem that was mentioned at that 
“© Time, on pretence that Prince Thamas 
was incapable of Governing. In fine, his 
Ambition, or rather Vanity, knowing no 
no Bounds, about a Year ago he got him- 
felf declared King of Perfa, by the prin- 
cipal Adherents of his Party. But this Ad- 
vancement, inftead of eftablifhing his Au- 
thority, muft rather tend to weaken it. 
“* He was beloved as the Defender of his 
“ Country ; and it wasthen more devoted to 
« him, than it 1s nowunder his pompous 
é&Litle of King. As he has reached to she 
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“ Throne by Ufurpation, he has had recourtg 
“ to Cruelty to fecure himfelf in the Poff 
** fion of it. He * has put Prince Tha mass 
“ and all the Princes of the Perfian Ro 
«© Family, to Death; as wellas fevéral Pe 
*« fan Lords, of whom he had a Jealouty. 
“ He has taken the Title of Schab Nadir ; 
and upon the Money coined with his Dye, 
he has put a moft vain Infcription, fignify- 
“ ing, The matchlee King, the Sovereign of the 
“ four Parts of the World. 

** Asto hie Perfon, he is about 50 Years of 
** Age; robuft, inured to Fatigue, and has 
“a very majeltic Prefence, 

** As to his Character, he acts fo much by 
“ the Rules of Policy, that ’tis hard to fay, 
‘* whether the good Qualities that have been 
« remarked in him proceed froma Principle 
“ of Virtue, He feems to be very liberal, efpe- 
cially to hisTroops which he by that means 
obliges to obferve an exact Difcipline. He 
** has been fcen to act with great Magnanimi- 
ty upon fome Occafions, efpecially at the 
“ Time of the two Victories which he ob- 
tained. over the Turks. He caufed great 
‘© Funeral Honours to be paid to the two

# on thefe Occafions to be treated with all the 
‘§ Civility poffible. He has alfo been known 
i °° perform Aétions of Equity. He isa 
* Man of Wifdom and Penetration ; but reck- 
“© oned very artful. He is moreover intem- 
“¢ perate to Excefs, and very much addicted 
‘* toWomen, Wine, and Drams. He has 
* an Affection for the Europeans, and has a 
< great Number of them in his Troops, 
“ whom he has put on much the fame Pay 
“« and Footing as they have in Europe. But 
“« he prefers the French before all other Fo- 
*¢ reigners, After he had taken Kifflis, the 
‘ Miffionaries who were fettled there, under 
* the Prote€tion of the Crown of France, 
© went to wait on him, when he received 
“them very friendly, made them fit down 
* withhim, and told them, that he always 
“had an extraordinary Friendthip and Ef- 
teem for their Nation, and a_ pro- 

“ found Refpe&t for the French Emperor, 
“(a Title which is eftablifhed in the 
“ Faft for all Kings) and that all his Sub- 
* jets fhould be treated in Perfia with more 
“© Diftin@ion than thofe of any Nation in 
“ Europe. When the Audience was over, 
** he gave them all the Money he had about 
** him ; and he has fince not only confirmed 
“ but enlarged their Privileges, 
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“ When Baki Kam, AmbafiaNor fro 
Kouli Kan, left this Place, he carried with 
him feveral Mullahs, or Doétors of th 
Turkifo Divinity, in order to confer wit 
the Doctors of Perfia, on Ways and Meats 
for reconciling the Turkifh Sect of Omar 
with the Perfian Se&t of Ali; who, tho’ 
both Mabometans, hate each other to fucha 
Degree,that they reproach one another with 
being Omar’s Dogs and Ali’s Affes. The 
Point in View is, to fee if they can unite 
the two Parties in fome Degrees of that 
Faith, more or lefs, which they place in 
the bleffed State of Mahomet, and in the Mi- 
sacles afcribed to him. 

«© The Porte had refolved that an Ambaf- 
fador fhould have gone with that Minifter, 
to ratify the Peace, and recognize Kouli 
Kan King of Perfia; but having received 
Advice of the Stand that was made againft 
him, fince he took that wrong Step in aflum- 
ing the Title of King, and being informed 
moreover, that the Perfian Malecontents 
are fupported by the Ufbeck Tartars, and 
that Part of his Army has actually been 
defeated -by the Malecontents within two 
Leagues of J/pahan, ’tis prefumed, from the 
Temper the Porte was in upon the Re- 
ceipt of thefe Advices, that the Grand Sig- 


» nior will not be in violent Hafte to perform 


the Terms of the Peace concluded with 
ce Kou» 
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\, Keuli Kan, efpecially his Engagement to 
“€ maintain him on the Throne. On the 
‘* contrary, it is believed, that as the Porte 
* only agreed to the Peace out of a political 

Neceffity, they will not hefitate much in 
taking other Meafures, if their Intereft re- 
“© quires it.” 


But whatever was infinuated at Conffanti- 
nople, which occafioned this Gentleman to 
write thus dubioufly of ‘the new Sophi’s Af- 
fairs, we have Reafon to think that the Zurks 
rather flattered themfelves with the Hopes of 
what they gave out, then really believed it 
upon good Foundation ; and their Behaviour 
had fuch an Effect upon Keult Kan, that he 
wrote a Letter to the Czarina, with frefh 
Affurances of his Intention to maintain the — 
Alliance between the two Crowns, and chat 
he never would furnith the Grand Signior 
with Troops to act againft her Imperial Ma- 
jefty. 

At the Beginning of the next Year, 1738, 
certain Advice came from Géilan in Perfia, 
that there was a perfect Tranquility in-all the 
interior Parts rai Kingdom; and that the 
Sophi had eftablifhed fuch good Orders, and 
caufed them to be fo punctually obferved, that 
the “Merchants, as well Foreigners as Na- 
tives, could travel any where without the 
leat Danger. Plenty reigned all over a 
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vaft Empire, and Provifions were at a very 
moderate Price. And all the Inhabitants of 
the Province of Candabar having fubmitted, 
it was expected that Myrr Iflan, who con*- 
manded in the Capital, would foon be obliged 
to furrender, and acknowledge Schab Nadir 
for his lawful Sovereign. 

The Perfian could not forget the unfriend- 
ty Treatment of the Porte, at a Junture when 
they imagined his Authority in Danger: And 
by his Manner of Behaving at this Time, it 
was judged he would foon turn his Arms a- 
gainft the Zurki/h Dominions, in order to 
revenge the Infult, and affert fome Claims 
which he pretended to have on their Frontiers. 
He exprefled the ucmoft Diflike of a Peace, 
which he faw the Turks would keep no lon- 
ger than it fuited them to take the Advan- 
tageofa Rupture. It waseven afferted ina 
Letter from J/paban, that he went fo far, in 
the Prefence of the Turki/h Envoy, as to re- 
proach and cane his Ambaflador, for having 
figned a difhonourable Peace with the Porte ; 
and ordered his Secretary to write to the Sul- 
tan, that he would never make a Peace, but 
on the Conditions formerly propofed by 
the Great Schah Abbas, and revived in 
the late Treaty between them, which 
were, to reftore Bagdat, and all the 
Conquefts the Turks had from Time to 
Time made on the Perfans, and to permit 

Pak 
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(dat both Nations fhould have the fame Pri- 
vilegesat Mecca: Upon the Refufal of which 
Conditions, he would forthwith march to- 
wards Con/fantinople. Perhaps the high Strains 
of this: Meflage are fomewhat above what 
were really ufed; but our Foreign Advices at 
this Time, about the Mahometan Affairs, 
went allin the fame Key, and the Sultan and 
the Sophy feemed to bully each other alter- 
nately. ‘ 

Not long after we had Advice, that the 
Sophy had fent Ambafladors to Con/fantinople, 
who infifting on a fpeedy Audience of the Sul- 
tan, were refufed by the Grand Vizier, unlef{s 
they would firft communicate their Commif- 
fiontohim. But being at laft admitted, after 
a Divan held on the Occafion, they affured his 
Highnefs, that the only Way to keepina good 
Underftanding with their Mafter, was to re- 
ftore Babylon, and feveral other Places. This 
was looked upon as fuch an Infult, that next 
Day the Ambaffador’s Palace was furrounded 
with Fanizaries: And we were informed 
from Peterfburgh about the fame Time, that 
the Sophy had renewed the War with the 
Turks, and a@ually formed the Siege of Tefiis 
with 170,000 Men. In fhort, every Thin 
fegmed to have a martial Afpect in thofe Parts, 

But, whatever thefe two Mabometan Powers 
might either talk or defign, or even act, they 
were both employed the next Campaign in 

‘very 
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very remote Scenes from each other, the oft 
againit the Ruffans and Germans in Servia 
and Moldavia, the other firft in the Reduc- 
tion of Candabar, and next againft the Md, 
gal in the Heart of his Territories, who ha 
aflifted the People of Candabar, and whom, 
in revenge, he intirely reduced to his Obedi- 
ence, But as the Tranfaétions in this laft- 
mentioned War are fo lately over, and good 
Advices from fuch rernote Parts arrive but fel- 
dom, we muft be content at prefent with a 
lefs perfect Account of them than their Impor- 
tance feems to deferve. The great Difficulty 
of the Affairis, that we had two Accounts of 
almoft every Action, one from his Enemies 
the Turks, the other either from Peter fourgh, 
or from European FaGtors in Perfia. 

Having reduced Candahar, Schab Nadir 
publithed his Manifefto againft the Mogul, 
which was couched in Terms of the follow- 
ing Import. ‘“* My Will tends to remain in 
** Peace; but the divine Will allots War in 
‘* thefe Parts, by which I fee myfelf engaged 
“in great Confufion and Alarms. In the 
“* wide Sea of this perifhable World, I feem, 
“¢ as it were, mounted upon the Back of an 
*¢ Alligator, from which I am not without 
© Fear of being over-fet, and going dowr to 
*© the Bottom.” This was efteemed a vefy~ 
modeft and humble Piece, according to the 
Afigtic Tafte of Eloquence. ff 
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he Rapidity with which the Sophy puth- 
et on his Conquefts,was almoft incredible. The 
Manifefto mas hardly arrived in thefe Parts, 
but it was followed by Advice that he had fub- 
dued two great Cities, Cabul and Fullabad, 
and paffed over the River Catat with a power- 
ful Army. He then entered the City Pihawr, 
and there took up his Quarters, where he had 
an Encounter with a very powerful Army, 
which he defeated. 

When he came to the River Attack, he was 
obliged to wait fome Time before he could 
get Boats, or furnifh himfelf with Materials 
to make a Bridge for the Pafflage of his Army: 
And had the Mogul, at’ this Time, liftened 
to the Advice of Zechane Kan, Governor of 
Labor, who oppofed the Sophy’s Paffage, and 
wrote in the moft prefling Terms to his Maf- 
ter for Supplies, it was thought a Stop might 
have been put to the Torient of his Succefg, 
But at length he paffed over, and from thence 
directed his Route to the River Falon, which 
he alfo croffed with very {mall Oppofition, 
and the Lofs of only a few Men. 

It was not long before he arrived at Labor, 
one of the principal Cities of the Empire, 
which, after fufiaining a Siege of a few Days, 
furrendered, the Gove:nor wanting both Men 
pila ee Bravery of this Commander, 
Gowever, had fuch an Effect upon theConque- 
ror, that he re-inftated him in his Government; 

are 
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and at the Requeft of Najir Kan, preferved, 
the Inhabitants of the Place from Plunder, up 
on their making him a Prefent of Jewels and 
Money toa great Value. 

The Mogul began now to look about him, 
and even to tremble in the Midft of his nume- 
rous Guards at De//y. He gave out Orders for 
fummoning together the Nobility, with 
300,000 Horfe, to oppofe Schab Nadir. It 
was now too late to do this effectually, and the 
Perfian Ambaflador’at Petersburgh had certain 
Information, by Letters dated at I/pahan the 
3d of Fuly, 1739, that Nadir had defeated 
the Mogul in five pitch’d Battles, in the laft 
of which, near Favapore, he intirely ruined 
an Army of 300,oco0 Men, and took a vaft 
Booty in Gold, Silver, Diamonds, Pear]s, and 
other Treafure, which was carried on the 
Backs of 4,000 Elephants. It wasadded, that 
the Conqueror, upon taking this immenfe 
Plunder, difcbarged his own Subjects of all 
Taxes for three Years, and ordered 14,000 
Gentlemen into Perfia, with 26,000 Camels, 
and 7,000 Elephants, to make their trium- 
phant Entry into [/paban. 

Ina word, that Capital was foon after a 
Scene of public Rejoicings, efpecially when 
the News came that the Mogul, Trergon 
Dagler, Emperor of all Indoffan, was xaken 
Prifoner, That unfortunate Prince, it are 
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i at the Feet of the Conqueror, who, from 
a Principle of Generofity that has few Prece- 
dents, not only granted him his Life, but eveo 
his Throne, upon Condition only that he 
fhould pay him an annual Tribute. Bur 
having obtained his Liberty, and regained the 
Form of Authority, the Monarch who was 
lately {0 fubmiffive, flattered himéelf with 
making Head afreth, and driving out of his 
Empire that Victor, who had agreed to march 
out on fuch moderate Conditions, With this 
View, rallying his ‘Troops, he began to furtify 
himéelf in the City of Agra: Which ungrate- 
ful Behaviour fo provoked the Sophy, that he 
then purfaed him as a Rebel. The poor Mo- 
gul, unable to put in Practice the Oppofition 
he had meditated, was faid to retire with his 
Wives and Family beyond the Bay of Bengal: 
And Schabh Nadir, who had now a juftifiable 
Pretence, took Pofleffion of all the Provinces 
of Indoflan, and the Countries thereon depend- 
ing, caufing himfelf to be crowned in the 
Capital of De/ly. But if this latter Part of the 
Relation were ever truc, he kept the Crown 
he had affumed only rill he brought the Ene- 
my to Reafon. 
I do not infert all the contradictory Ac- 
counts of this furprifing Revolution, which 
aps will never be reconciled till Peace is 
perfectly re-eftablifhed in the two Empires. 
If I had taken that Method, I fhould gr 
col 
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told the Reader, almoft in the fame Path-- 
graph that I recited the above Inftance of 
Schak Nadir’s Generofity, That that Prince 
had (hut up the Mogul and his Prime Minif- 
ter in a Caftle, and caufed their Eves to be 
put out: That the Inhabitants of Delly mur- 
muring at this Cruelty, and beginning to mu- 
tiny, the Victor ordered his Army to fall up- 
on them, which they did, andin two Days 
maffacreed 300,000 People, Men, Women, 
and Children. I fhould alfo have inferted the 
Letters from Conflantinople, which told us, 
that Schah Nadir made ufe of Treachery as 
well as Valour; for finding his Troops di- 
minithed by feveral Battles, and a great many 
Places ftill to reduce, he propofed, in the 
Month of March, to give Peace to the Mo- 
gul, upon Condition that he fhould yield up 
two or three Provinces, and furnifh Money 
for the Expence of his Retreat. One Sadu 
Kan, an Indian Nobleman, who had been 
bribed by the Perfians, and taken in a fham 
Attack, to conceal his Treafon, propofed and 
brought about this Treaty. ‘The Mogul then 
gave an Entertainment to the Sophy, who 
was next to treat in his Turn. Sadu Kan 
prevailed on his Prince to go ; but Dinner was 
fcarcely over, ere he was feized with his 
whole Retinue. The fame Leters mention 
the Maffacree at Dellis, but reduce the Num- 
ber to 200,000. And others, foon after, af- 

fured 
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tured us, that Schah Nadir had been killed in 
an Engagement with the Bajalaps, a wild 
daring Nation, inhabiting the Mountains be- 
tween Perfia and Indoftan. 

Thefe are the various Reports that have been 
fpread of this extraordinary Campaign, which 
at this Diftance feems almoft equal to the great- 
eft that ever was made. It does not appear, 
however, that the Perfian Monarch defizned 
any more in it than t& humble his Neigh- 
bour, becaufe, according to the beft Accounts 
from Perfia, fince the Effufion of Blood has 
been over, weare aflured, that fo far was he 
from ufing fuch Cruelty‘as the laft mentioned 
Letters affert, as even to give Peace to his E- 
nemy when he had him in his Power, on 
Condition of a very inconfiderable Ceffion in 
proportion tothe Whole. Indeed, this He- 
ro’s Thoughts feem directed towards a more 
potent Enemy than the Mogul, an Eucmy 
practifed in the military Art by their late Wars 
with the Europeans. He has not forgot his 
Quarrel with them about two Years ago ; and 
though he poftponed the Purfuit of it for the 
Sake of his late Expedition, yet that Expedi~ 
tion, agginft the Sovereign of fo extenfive an 
Empire, feems to have been only a Sort of 
Exedffion in this Warrior, juft to fecure every 
‘Ching on the Eafern Side, while he bends 
his whole Force to carry on his favourite Pro- 
ject in the Weft. Doubtlefsit is with 4 nae
